Then They Struck.

Wednesday morning about 9 o’clock Mrs. 
Hoyt called for a moment at the lower flat. 
She had not been gone five minutes when 
a thief entered her apartments, helped him- 
self to a gold watch and chain, a ring, and 
$2.50 in money. 

Mrs. Hoyt saw the man as he came out of 
the building. He bent low as he passed the 
window -of the lower flat, but the two wom- 
en, who were standing at the window, 
caught a glimpse of him. 

Mrs. Hoyt ran up-stairs, saw her flat had 
been rifled, and hastened down again.

SENIORS HAVE A SECRET SOCIETY. 


Northwestern University’s Political 
and Ghostly Mysteries Explained. 
For several months past the students and 

faculty at Northwestern University have 
been aware of the subtle working of a silent, 
mysterious force in their midst. Yet none 
could guess what it was or who was identi- 
fied with it. 

Facts recently come to light, and so far 
unknown but to a few, show this mysterious 
factor in university life has been a secret, 
oath-bound society in the senior class. 

What its name is, if it has a name, or how 
long it has been in existence, is not known. 
It has been ascertained, however, it is com- 
posed exclusively of members of the senior 
class and it is said to be similar to the 
“ Wolf’s Head,” “ Skull and Bones,” and 
the “Book and Snake’ senior societies at 
Yale. Every Thursday at midnight its mem- 
bers, thirteen in number, meet in some se- 
cluded spot, but what the nature of the 
sessions is remains a mystery. 

Northwestern has many fraternities and 
clubs, but the ranks of the senior class have 
never been invaded heretofore. Whether it 
has been the intention of this society to 
continue subrosa, or whether it was to come 
out in time and take its place among the 
recognized fraternities of the university is 
not known. 

It has been ascertained the ghost, which 
caused a sensation last summer in Evanston 
by haunting the lake shore at midnight for 
a week, and which was at last discovered 
to be W. P. Kay, was merely an initiatory 
rite in this secret club. Kay roamed the 
lake shore nightly for a week, clad only ina 
long, white robe. Scveral times when he 
was pursued he disappeared asif the earth 
had swallowed him up.

He is said to have madea speech 
from the stage at which one of his auditors 
took offense, The man met him afterwards, 
it is reported, and shot him dead. 

Richard Mansfield has always been noted 
for the habit he had of making remarkable 
Speeches before the curtain. The more re- 
cent instances wherein he has thus sur- 
prised his audiences were at St. Louis, At- 
lanta, Philadelphia, and New York. 

In Atlanta he pitched into his auditors for 
not patronizing his entertainment, with the 
result all the newspapers gave him a vigor- 
ous scoring. 


In St. Louis he practically told the people 


he was sorry to be obliged to appear before 
them, that he considered they were unable 
to appreciate his art, and he only did it for 
the money it brought him.

Sir Henry Irving seemed to be the prin- 
cipal object of Mr. Mansfield’s irritation. 
Every now and then he attacked the British 
star. Mr. Irving made no response to any 
of these remarks of Mr. Mansfield.

SALISBURY IN NEED OF A REST. 


Premier Fagged Out by the Stirring | 


Events of the Last Few Weeks. 

London, Jan. 25.—The events of the last 
few weeks are said to have proved a great 
strain upon the health of the Marquis of 
Salisbury. He looks much fagged and is 
undoubtedly in need of rest. He was seen 
ascending the Duke of York's steps from 
St. James Park very slowly and with evi- 
dent difficulty just after the news of the 
death of Prince Henry of Battenberg was re- 
ceived. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, was descend- 
ing the steps at he same moment, and he al- 
most brushed elbows with the Marquis of 
Salisbury in passing him and stared hard 
at the Premier. But the Marquis did not 
seem to notice Mr, Chamberlain and the 
latter seemed very much puzzled over the 
Marquis’ behavior, for when he reached the 
bottom of the steps he stopped for a mo- 
ment or so and watched him as he disap- 
peared in Pall Mall.

Rebel Defeat Predicted. 

“I am at a loss to conceive how it could be 
possible for the insurgents to enter Havana 
Province. If I were Commander-in-Chief of 
the insurgent forces today I would feel cer- 
tain that utter defeat was staring me in the 
face. Look at the situation, as we know it 
to exist, from the information we receive 
daily from the various commands in Cuba. 

“Maceo is virtually cut off from Gomez. 
The latter is well east, and hampered; a sick 
man, knowing he is being pursued by strong 
columns of our forces. Look at Gomez. He 
sent a detachment of his troops to Matanzas 
Proyince, ordering the insurgents under A:- 
varez to join him and strengthen his com- 
mand. We succeeded in cutting Alvarez 
off. They cannot join. I can foresee noth- 
ing but absolute defeat of the rebel forces. 


Ridiculous Spanish Reports. 

“One more point I want to mention. Re- 
ports have been circulated in the United 
States and elsewhere telling yarns like this: 
‘A handful of, say thirty or forty, Spanish 
soldiers attacked the insurgents a thousand 
strong. The Spanish defeated the 1,000 in- 
surgents.’ 

“This is ridiculous on its face. Such trash 
helped materially to discredit the official re- 
ports given out by the Spanish military au- 
thorities. 

“We want the American public to feel we 
always tell the truth in our dispatches, no 
matter if the truth hurts.

NO FURTHER NEWS FROM GOMEZ. 
Wounded Cuban Leader Believed to 
Be in Safe Retreat.

Havana, Jan. 25.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal!.}—No additional de- 
tails have been received up to a late hour 
tonight of yesterday's battle in which 
Gomez is said to have been wounded. Col. 


Galbis’ official dispatch, however, corrects 
some of the stories cabled to the United 
States concerning Maximo Gomez's recent 
movements. How unreliable are some of 
the reports is shown by the statements of 
prisoners taken yesterday. Gomez was shot 
through the leg at La Gia on the 18th; peop, 
ple pretended to have talked to the rebe 
chief at Portugalete on the 20th, and even 
said he slept that night at Santa Amelia 
plantation, compelling the owner to accom- 
modate him in his own house, yet the peo- 
ple who brought in these reports said noth- 
ing about a serious wound. 

One of the greatest diffieulties in these 
stories is that the people are anxjous to en- 
hance their own importance by telling tales 
of encounters with leaders. 

If Col. Galbis’ dispatch had been published 
earlier these people would all have told 
about his injury. The absence of further 
details is supposed to be due to the fact that 
the Spanish officers want to make the most 
of the advantages gained in this action, and 
are following closely behind the wounded 
rebel chief. 

Maceo Evades Pursuit. 

Reports come from the Town of Sablo, in 
the southwestern part of the island, that An- 
tonio Maceo’s center, supposed to number 
1,000 men, was camped there the 20th inst. 
The vanguard was near by, on a farm in El 
Valle, moving thence towards Guane. 
Maceo evades Gen. Luque, who is. in pursuit 
and who is pushing forward. It is said 
Maceo carries many wounded. He paid for 
provisions and clothes at the stores with 
vales. He took all the horses in the vicinity. 
Matanzas reports a party of 400 rebels 
crossed between the Rivers Canas and Bena- 
vides, going toward Pan de Matanzas. A 
passenger train from Matanzas to Colon was 
detained at the station of Cidra by a derailed 
freight train. It returned to Matanzas. Sa- 
banilla connection is in bad state. A small 
party of rebels destroyed the telegraph sta- 
tion at Ibarra, threatening death to repair- 
ers. Three hundred rebels were seen near 
Mogote, said to be under the command of 
Cepero. . 

Seize Horses on Plantations. 

On the plantation of La Paz in the district 
of Santa Ana a negro was found lynched. 
A party of 1,500 rebels with an unknown 
leader passed the 23d inst. near Manjuari, 
in the district of Macariges. The rebels 
took the horses from the plantation of San 
Miguel in Narranjal. The rebels, needing 
medical assistance, sent forty horsemen to 
the Town of Cidra, kidnaping the municipal 
physician, Juan Diez, who was taken to a 
rebel camp gt the plantation of Carmen. 
He attended four wounded men and returned 
safely at 10 p. m. 

Further details of the Sabanilla raid sa 
the Spanish Lieutenant, Maurico Ruiz, wit 
eighteen civil guards and few volunteers 
and armed citizens .attacked the invaders 
fiercely, preventing a large amount of de- 
struction intended. The rebels retired, leav- 
ing seventeen killed:on the streets, but they 
managed to burn some houses and two pas- 
senger coaches on the Sabanilla railroad. 
A special train of civil guards and volunteers 
reached Sabanilla in time to see all the town 
ablaze. The Captain ordered the train back 
to Gebara. 

The total Sabanilla houses burned were 
three, including the railway station. A Re- 
publican member named Julio, Sanguily’s 
representative in the appeal to the Madrid 
Supreme Court to annul! the sentence of the 
government, has taken possession of 3,500 
horses in Santa Clara, paying for them in 
scrip. Apezteguia has resigned the Presi- 
dency of the Conservative party. 


TAKES A BIG EXPEDITION TO CUBA. 


Gen. Garcia Heads a Band of Recruits 
to Cubans’ Cause. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 25.—It is stated in 
this city, from what is considered an author- 
itative source, that Gen, Garcia, the most 
distinguished Cuban General now outside of 
Cuba, sailed from this port on Thursday of 
this week on board the fruit steamer Ber- 
nard, bound for Cuba, and that he will land 
there with the most formidable expedition 
that has ever left this country. 

It is said he will take command of the ex- 
pedition on the igh seas, where he will meet 
the fruit steamer Jasof, with over 300 men 
and a large quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion on board. 

Gen. Garcia came to this city from En- 
giand on Jan. 18, accompanied by his two 
sons, Carlos and Justa. His movements 
were watched by agents of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment. He knew this and as a last resort 
he separated from his son Justa and gave 
the formation of the expedition into his 
hands. The Spanish Government's agents 
paid no attention to young Garcia and he 
succeeded so well that, it is said, six days 
ago the steamer Jasof, belonging to a fruit 
firm, sailed out of New York harbor having 
on board a large number of Cubans, over 
50,000 rounds of ammunition, 2,000 rifles, 
and some field artillery. Gen. Garcia and 
his son Carlos were taken on board the 
Jasof at sea. . 

The Jasof is expected to reach a point off 
the Florida coast today, where the transfer 
ition to another steamer 
will be made. e destination of the ex- 

ition is near the boundary line of the 
2rovince of Pinar del Rio. Gen. Gomez 
has been kept thoroughly informed of the 
movements of the expedition.

London, Jan. 25.—Hall Caine, the author,

the Canadian copyright question. He points 


_ out in his statement the power that Canada 


has to embroil England in a-quarrel through 
unfriendly legislation towards the United 
States on the part of the Dominion, and de- 
tails at length how a compromise may be 
brought about between the different in- 
terests. 

Commenting on the generous treatment 
which he received while in America he con- 
tinues: 

‘On my _ return the Rt.-Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, expressed much gratification at 
the prospect of an amicable adjustment of 
what threatened to become an awkward 
question. The Parliamentary Council has 
revised the draft of the act with great wis- 
dom, and, after considerable research, this 
document has been returned 
where it now is in the hands of the Secretary 
of State, the Hon. W. H. Montague, who be- 


lieves that the interests of authors should be | 


safe-guarded. Inthe meantime, we may con- 
gratulate ourselves on having shown Can- 
ada a way to protect itself, and yet be ad- 
hering to the terms of the Berne convention, 
still enabling the United States to retain all 
the substantial advantages of the American 
copyright, at the same time having reached 
terms permitting an expression of peace and 
good will towards all of the interested classes 
of the Dominion.’”’ 

Referring to Prof. Goldwin Smith’s desire 
for one copyright law for the whole empire, 
Mr. Caine says: 

“That should be our watchword until the 
morning after America abandons her man- 
ufacturing clause and joins the Berne con- 
vention.”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Caine says: 

“If we have solved the copyright question 
by considering it solely as a matter between 
Canada and America, which it is in the main, 
we have recognized at the same time that it 
is only one of the dangers that lie between 
two great Countries whose geographic situa- 
tion may be the cause of many troubles in 
the future. 

“it is hard to conceive of any just Gause for 
a war between England and the United 
States, but if war ever takes place it will be 
because of friction between our great Do- 
minion and the States alongside of it. An 
Englishman cannot cross the Niagara River 
without realizing to his great pain that the 
fire which burned so flercely on Queenstown 
Heights still smolders on both sides of that 
turbulent water.’’ ° 


TELLS OF MASSACRES BY THE TURKS. 


Letter from the Rev. L. 0. Lee, a Mis- 
sionary in the Hast. 

Kenosha, Wis., Jan. 25.—[{Special.]—A let- 
ter was received from the Rev. L. O. Lee, a 
missionary to Turkey, telling of the recent 
outrages of the Turks upon the Christians 
in the Marash district. An extract of the 
letter is as follows: 

“You have read of the terrible massacre 
in this country, but I will relate some of the 
occurrences at Marash. Up to Nov. 18 we 


had counted fifty deaths, the result of mur- | 


derous Turks, On the final day the soldiers 
arrived here, a place of 30,000 po ulation, of 
whom 10,000 are Christians. Soldiers were 
placed at every point to execute the order 
from Constantinople, which was to kill every 
male Christian. he work of slaughter was 
terrible, and tHe estimate of 1,000 victims 
of the cruel Turks is not an exaggeration. 

“Houses were burned and property be- 
longing to Christians destroyed on all sides. 
It was only through the intervention of the 
American. and British Ambassadors that 
our party was saved from:the same fate.”

New York, Jan. 25.--[Special.]—The great 
lock-out of tailors and garmentmakers in 
this city ended today with a complete back- 
down by the bosses, who had posted notices 
that they would not hire union hands. The 
surrender was caused by the publication by 
the men of the fact that the clothing-work- 
crs in every branch of the industry would 
be called out if their terms were not agreed 
to. The Executive committees of the Broth- 
erhood of Tailors and the Contractors’ As- 
sociation were in session all day. There all 
the contractors signed an agreement grant- 
iug a'l union conditltons and promising that 
all existing agreements between garment- 
workers and contractors would be lived up 
to. The contractors also agreed to reorgan- 
ize their association and put it on an agree- 
able basis to the men. 

At Walhalla Hall 3,000 men and 1,000 
women gathered to hear the news of the 
victory. The wildest enthusiasm was mani- 
fested. The streets were packed in the 
vicinity of the hall. The chéering was heard 
many blocks away. 

The Executive Committee of the Brother- 
hood of Tailors madethis statement: 

“Although the fight was called a lock-out 
it was one of the most remarkable contests 
against organized employés ever waged. 
Twice the local unions of the United Gar- 
ment-Workers of New York City, witha 
membership of 15,000, had almost defeated 
the contractors, abolishing the obnoxious 
sweating system and establishing a 
regular week-work system, with a ten- 
hour work-day and minimum wage of from 
$0 to $15. Agreements were drawn up and 
bonds given as security by the contractors. 
The Contractors’ Association then bided its 
time and at the beginning of the dull season 
in December locked out the tailors in 163 
shops. The unions were altogether unpre- 
pared for this attack and had little money: 
in their treasuries, as they had faith in the 
contractors’ assurances that they would 
not violate their agreements. 

“The National Union loaned them §&2,500 
two weeks ago, when the local funds ran out, 
and many other trades unions contributed 
liberally. 

“The fight was ended by the manufacturers 
entering into an alliance with the men. The 
wholesalers have no sympathy with the 
sweating system.’’ 


GREAT CYCLE SHOW IS AT AN END. 


Receipts for the Week Will Approxi- 
mate £60,000. 

New York, Jan. 25.—The great cycle show 
that has drawn thousands of people to Mad- 
ison Square Garden during the last week 
came to a close tonight. 

The attendance at the close was greater 
than at any other time since the beginning 
of the exhibitign, being estimated at 10,000 
for the evening, and 19,000 for the day. The

Coal Magnates Hope to Effect a Com- 
plete Coalition. 

New York, Jan. 25.—[{Special.]—J. Pierpont 
Morgan is now said to be organizing a syn- 
dicate to buy the total output of the coal-car- 
rying railroads, which are trying to come to 
terms on the respective amount of coal they 
shall carry to market. Mr. Morgan did not 
attend the meeting of the coal magnates 
last Thursday, but he was there by proxy. 
Should the deal go through Mr. Morgan's 
syndicate would control the sale annually 
of about 46,545,670 tons of coal, based on 
last year’s production. The syndicate would 
have an absolute monopoly of all the hard 
coal that comes into the City 0§ New York 
and ‘could fix the prices at any amount it 
chooses without fear of competition. This 
plan is said to be regarded by a part of the 
roads as the only way to settle the misun- 
derstanding over their respective percentage 


-of tonnage, which has been the only stum- 


bling block heretofore in the way of a com- 
bination against the consumer. Another 
meeting of the coal magnates. will be held 
next Thursday.

A Vigilance Committee Captures the 
Well-Kunown Murderer. 


Wichita, Kas., Jan. 25.—‘‘Rattlesnake Bill,”

Howard Roberts in his father’s house at 
Isabella Thursday night, is in the hands of 
officers.

WOULD DO AWAY WITH LATIN. 


Science Professors Say the Language 
Is Not Necessary. 


A secret meeting of the joint faculties of 
the University of Chicago was held yester- 
day morning, Acting President Judson pre- 
siding, to discuss the abolishment. of Latin 
us a requirement for the degree of Bachelor 
of Science. Prof. Chamberlin and Prof. Id- 
dings of the Department of Geology were 
the chief advocates of the plan, while Prof. 
Paul Shorey of the Greek department was 
most radical in the opposition. 

The scientific department is divided on the 
question, though most of the instructors in 
that department favor the measure as giv- 
ing those students who enter for a science 
degree more time to specialize in their chos- 
en subjects. One prominent member of the 
scientific faculty, however, was opposed to 
any change. He said it would have a ten- 
dency to bring to the university a class of 
narrow men—the so-called “bread-winners”’ 
~—whose study would be given to technical 
subjects only, and thus thwart the idea of a 
liberal education. Those who favor the plan 
say Latin is not required for a science de- 
gree by any other first-class university west 
of the Alleghanies. The members of the 
classical department object toa change. 

If the proposed measure goes into effect 
it will alter not only the curriculum of the 
university, but of the affiliated and prepara- 
tory schools as well. These are: Morgan 
Park Academy, Wayland Academy at 
Beaver Dam, Wis., Des Moines College, Kal- 
amazoo College, South Side School, and Chi- 
cago Academy. 

Prof. Judson said no conclusion was 
reached yesterday, and another meeting will 
be held next Saturday. Any action taken 
will have to be ratified by the separate facul- 
ties.

Celebrated Biack Face Comedian Dies 
at Chelsea, Mass. 

Chelsea, Mass., Jan. 25.—William Carroll, 
better known as “Billy’’ Carroll, the cele- 
brated black-face banjo specialist, died at 
his home here this afternoon of a complica- 
tion of diseases, after a long illness.

PLAIN TALK TO ALTGELD. 


WILLIAM A. GILES CRITICISES HIS 
ELECTION THUG PARDONS. 


Reviews and Combats the Governor's 
Reasons for Showing Clemency to 
McNualta and Chapman — Deplores 
Narrow Partisan Politics in the Dfs- 
cussion—Considers Public Welfare 
and the Cause of Justice—Aims and 
Methods of the Civic Federation. 


William A. Giles, Chairman of the Munici- 


pal committee of the Civic Federation, yes- 
terday forwarded te Gov. Altgeld the follow- 
ing letter in criticism of the reasons ad- 
vanced by the Executive for pardoning Mc- 
Nulta and Chapman, who were convicted of 
election outrages: 

“The Hon. John P. Altgeld, Governor of 
the State of Illinois: In the discussion of 
this subject the main questions are: Were 
these men innocent or guilty, and if guilty 
did the public welfare and the cause of jus- 
tice warrant their pardon? 

“The testimony produced against them 
and the plain statements of the Judges be- 
fore whom they were tried, in my own mind, 
leave no room for doubt that they were both 
guilty of offenses which strike at the very 
feundation of our institutions. 

“It is to be deplored that narrow partisan 
politics should enter so largely into the dis- 
cussion of a question which most seriously 
affects the welfare and best interests of our 
great city—I might say of our whole country. 
No unbiased man familiar with the evidence 
and the circumstances could read your mes- 
Sage accompanying the pardon, and your 
letter to me, without arriving at the con- 
clusion that the fact that McNulta and 
Chapman were Democrats had drawn you 
into the attitude of a political champion. 
Indeed, I might say that you assumed the 
part of an advocate. ! 

Review of the Case. 

“McNulta pleaded guilty to the crime 
against-the ballot for which he was indicted. 
The witnesses were then heard as to the 
facts, so as to inform the court in fixing the 
punishment. If you saw fit to pardon 
McNulta, although he was confessedly 
guilty, that was in your discretion, but there 
was no ground for attacking the prosecu- 
tion, nor does it follow as a matter of course 
that you should also have pardoned Chap- 
man, who was given every opportunity to 
prove his innocence of the alleged crime. 

“The charge of ‘partisanship in the pro- 
ceedings falls to the ground of its own 
weight. The Chairman and a majority of 
the committee on election frauds, the 
prosecuting State’s-Attorney, one of the 
special attorneys, and the presiding Judge 
were all Democrats, and, as you say, friends 
of yours; and the funds for the expenses 
of the prosecution came largely from Dem- 
ocrats. These facts are sufficient refuta- 
tion of such a charge. 

“Is it logical that because a crime has been 
committed in a community, as you say, at 
every election, by both parties, for many 
years and the offenders have gone un- 
punished, that this should continue forever? 
If such is the condition of affairs in our 
municipality today it is high time that some 
effort was made to free the polls from such 
crimes. 

Civic Federation. 


“In your letter you alluded frequently to 
the Civic Federation, and some insinuations 
and charges are made which seem to me 
unwarranted and unjust. That association 
needs no defense from me, but permit me 
to say that it is composed of men and women 
of all classes, rich and poor, and of all 
political parties, ajl of whom are interested 
in bettering the condition of our municipal 
government. 

“While speaking very kindly of its mem- 
bership you-claim it permits itself to be used 
as a tool by designing men. That charge is 
so indefinite as not to permit of answer. 
You further say (although it is beside the 
question in hand) that the members of the 
Civic Federation ‘fondly imagine they are 
doing good, etc.’ It has not required the aid 
of imagination to see the results of its prac- 
tical work in establishing civil service re- 
form, in cleaning the streets in the business 
part of the city as they -have not been 
cleaned before for years, in greatly im- 
proving the sanitary condition of alleys, 
in feeding the hungry, in caring for the sick 
and needy, in bettering thé condition of the 
industrial class by 
ciliation and arbitration, in interesting the 
people in the study of municipal subjects, 
and inducing a better discharge of their 
public and political duties. 

. Rich and Poor. 


“We know perfectly well that a few un- 
scrupulous men with money bribe Legisla- 
tures and Councils. We have fought the un- 
scrupulous and dishonest, be they rich or 
poor, as hard as you have. However, these 
Legislatures and Councils are substantiaily 
elected by another class, a class who are 
deceived, cajoled, and led by the demagogne 
politicians, who then ‘use them as saddled 
asses on-which to ride into power.’ 

“According to careful estimates only 19 
or 12 per cent of our poulation can be classed 
as rich or well-to-do; and about 75 per cent 
are fairly well off, and 10 or 12 per cent are 
Not over 10 per cent of the rich, or 
well-to-do, have any interest in the fran- 
chises which the corrupt Council barters 
away. The other 90 per cent of the well-to- 
do, and the great middle-class, are the great- 
est sufferers. They are ground between the 
millstones of the corrupt and the ignorant. 
while the lower order of politicians turn the 
mill, aided directly by the voting masses. 
These are inflamed by the calculating-dema- 
gogues against the better informed, who are 
their natural friends, and with whom they 
should work in hearty mutual codperation. 

‘Daniel Webster, himself a poor man, 
in a public address, said: ‘One who attempts 
to inflame class feeling and to array one 
class against another shows himself the 
reckless enemy of all, an enemy to his whole 
country, to all classes, and to every man ir 
it, and he deserves to be marked especially 
as the poor man’s curse.’ 

“To return to the main question: Wasthe 
pardon of the election fraud convicts a move 
in the aid of justice. and good government? 
T'o this I am compelled, sorrowfully, to an- 
sewer in the negative, and feel confident their 
pardon will tend to encourage and perpetu- 
ate the evils which afflict our body politic. 

“In the above I speak only for myself

Dr. Canfield Purposes Reaching the 
Poor in Helpful Ways. 

Dr. A. J. Canfield of St. Paul’s Universal- 
ist Church, Prairie avenue and Thirtieth 
street, has determined to bridge the gulf 
between the common people and the mem- 
bers of his fashionable congregation. He 
will ask the rich to invite the poor into their 
church, and by various practical plans wi'l 
try to make them live and enjoy living better. 

At this morning’s service Dr. Canfield wiil 
unfold his plan to St. Paul’s congregation 
and ask a generous support.

Hutchinson indorses Dr. Canfield, and it is 
predicted that the whole membership of the 
church will rally to his assistance.

ST. JOHN’S BURIED UNDER SNOW. 


Railroads Covered toa Depth of Twen- 
ty Feet and Everything Blockaded. 
St. John’s, N. F., Jan. 25.—During the last 

two days it has betn impossible to communi- 

eate with the outside world owing to the 
destruction of the telegraph wires. There 
was a terrible snow-storm, the worst that 

has occurred during the last quarter of a 

century. The storm caused immense dam- 

age along the coast. 

The St. John’s railway track was buried in 
sections to the depth of twenty feet. Trains 
were delayed in all parts of the colony. 

About 500 men are employed trying to 
reopen the lines. Even the laborers.in the 
city and mariners from the ships have been 
sent into the interior for the purpose of at- 
tempting to lift the blockade. So far the 
best efforts of the men, supplemented by the 
use of snowplows, have proved unavailing.

Cunarder Campania. I am positive if it 

had not been for our signals that you would 

now have two of the fastest Atlantic steam- 

ers bow-on in this vicinity instead of one.’’ 
Took Off Passengers.’ 

The lifeboats went out early in the fore- 
noon, but no person was allowed to go aboard 
any of them except the crews. The passen- 
gers promenaded the decks and waved hand- 
kerchiefs in reply to the encouraging cheers 
which were wafted to them. Shortly before 
noon a number of tugs hove in sight and by 
1 o'clock the St. Paul was surrounded by 
more than a dozen small! steam craft, in- 
cluding a revenue cutter and the Chapman 
and the Merritt, wrecking boats. The life- 
boats after a few trial trips from the shore 
to the St. Paul made arrangements to trans- 
fer the mails and passengers to some of the 
steam tugs which lay around. and the mails 
were the first to be tackled. 

After Uncle Sam’s correspondence had 
been safely stowed away and headed for 
New York the crews in command of Capts. 
Mulligan, West, and Wardwell turned their 
attention to the first and second cabin pas- 
sengers. Capt. Jamieson had the big gang- 
way lowered and stationed the purser on the 
landing at the bottom. Then the first cabin 
passengers began their exodus from cramped 
quarters. It just took twelve boatloads to 
exhaust the supply of first and seconds. In 
the fourth boatload one lady fainted after 
she had made the jump from the little plat- 
form to the boat. They were all transferred 
to the side-wheeler George Starr, which left 
at 3:45 o'clock for New York. 

A good deal of baggage was sent after 
them, and it was the general impression 
that the stecrage passengers would not be 
taken off, as the wrecking companies in- 
tended to make an effort to pull the St. Paul 
off during the afterncon. This was found 
to be impracticable, and the boats hastened 
to take off the steerage people. All the 
passengers were taken off the steamer be- 
fore 4:30 o’clock. 

No attempt will be made to haul the St. 
Paul off tonight, but the wrecking company 
will probably make cn effort at high tias, 
between 3 and 4 in the morning. 

At 1 o’clock the St. Paul was lying in the 
Same position and the gentle breeze which 
was blowing due north did not affect the 
ship. The breakers are still high. — 

Captains of the life-saving stations re- 
port Capt. Jamieson as authority for the 
Statement that the St. Paul was going at 
the rate of three knots an hour when it 
struck, 

Bourke Cockran’s Opinion. 

Bourke Cockran, fromt the St. Paul, said 
that the Campania and the St. Paul had not 
been racing, at least the latter had not. 

‘But we kept ahead all the same,” said 
he, “‘as a matter of course. Occasionally 
on Friday the Campania would take the lead, 
but not for long. ‘There was no racing at the 
time of the accident, for we had stopped, or 
almost stopped, before the steamer ground- 
ed. It may be that we were going at a speed 
of three or four miles, but not more. The 
St. Paul is a grand steamer, and I hope it 
gets off all right. 

“It was not until 6 o’clock on Saturday 
morning that I knew anything about the 
Steamer being ashore. When the passen- 
gers learned of the accident there was not 
the least trace of excitement. Every one 
was cool’and confident that every one would 
be taken off safely if the steamer failed to 
get off at high tide. 

“It was early Friday morning when we 
sighted the Campania.’ The latter appeared 
to be about nine or ten miles behind us. The 
St. Paul continued ahead all day Friday. At 
supper time the steamers were abreast, but 
[ am sure that so far as the St. Paul was con- 
cerned it was merely getting along as it 
was its business todo. Of course it was not 
holding back. I saw nec betting going on 
among the passengers, and heard no racing 
talk on the part of the cfficers. I believe it 
is the duty of the steamers to make the 
best time possible in safety. 

When the Boat Grounded, 

“At the time the steamer grounded I was 
in my stateroom. There was no great 
shock, or I shoutd havé gone on deck. ' There 
was a sort of stop and then go-ahead mo- 
tion, and that wasall. No one was thrown 
out of his bunk, no one rushed on deck. I 
do not believe that outside of the officers 
and crew of the steamer any one on board 
was aware that we had grounded until the 
morning. | 

“There was a dense fog and heavy weather 
set in about 9 o’clock Friday night, and the 
fog grew worse as the evening wore on. 
The St. Paul had practically stopped run- 
ning at midnight and was feeling her way 
in the blackness. 

*“‘Now, I know that soundings were being 
made every minute or so Friday night and 
Capt. Jamison and his officers were most 
careful. No one is to blame for the accident. 
It could not have been avoided.”’ 

When further questioned about the prob- 
ability of the accident having been caused 
because the vessels were racing Mr. Cock- 
ran said: 

“O, that is just nonsense. Of course they 
were close on Friday, but they were on the 
same course and would have kept in sight 
of each other unless one or the other had 
gone down. The service on the St. Paul was 
fine, and the trip, until the steamer came 
within a few miles of port, was everything 
that could be wished for.”’ 


Thought It a Good Race. 


William Heap of Muskegon, Mich., thought 
that the vessels were racing all day on 
Friday, and that the race was a good one. 
When the fog came upon them on Friday 
evening both steamers began blowing their 
whistles. A gale was blowing and the sea 
was heavy before the fog came up. 

“At 2 o’clock, or thereabouts, I was 
awakened,” he said. ‘‘ It seemed as if the 
bottom of the ship had struck something. 
A few seconds later the ship seemed to strike 
again. It was not until 6 o’clock in the 
morning that I knew that we had run ashore. 
We were right on the beach, it seemed to me, 
almost in front of a big hotel.”’ 

Another passenger who believed that the 
steamers were racing was A. C. Hodges of 
California, and of the same opinion was 
Charles Aldis of Torrington, Conn. 

The mails were brought up from the S8t. 
Paul on the tug Louis Pulver. In all there 
were 201 sacks. The Pulver got to the dock 
at 6:10, nearly an hour before the Starr. 

Soon after the cabin passengers had been 
landed at the pier the steerage passengers, 
numbering 120, were brought up on two tugs. 
They were given accommodations for the 
night on board the Red Star steamer Noord- 
land, which was lying at the outer side of the 
dock. They will be taken down to Ellis 
Island on Sundg@y. None of the passengers 
had any complaint to make. 

Vernon H. Brown, the agent of the Cunard 
line, tonight issued the following statement: 
‘The sensational story published in some 
of the evening papers alleging that the 
Cunard steamer Campania was in close 
proximity to the Jersey shore and was 
warned off by lights of the life-saving crew 
is absolutely incorrect and untrue. 

‘Capt. Walker saw no signals whatever 
and was never nearer the shore than where 
he anchored, upwards of two miles from the 
beach. 

‘‘The Campania ran into the fog shortly 
after & o’clock on Friday evening and im- 
mediately slowed down, running at slow 
speed until 1 a. m. on Saturday, when her 
engines were stopped, the ship remaining 
in that position until 5:30 a. m., when, there 
being no indication of the fog lifting, she 
anchored. At 9:30 it lightened up, when it 
got under way and came into port, reaching 
quarantine at noon. Passengers were land- 
ed at Cunard dock at 1:30 p. m. all well.”

WAR DEPARTMENT OFFICIAL TELIS 
OF HINTS FROM HEADQUARTERS, 


Owns the President and Secretary Were 
Chagrined Over Fort Sheridan Affairsee 
Intimation Was Given, It Is Declared, 
as a Matter of FriendshipeHe Could 
Avoid Trouble by Retiring Voluntarily

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
One of the officials in the War Department 
said this evening: 

** While no officia! communication has been 
sent to Col. Crofton through the usual chan- 
nels it may as well be admitted an informal 
intimation was conveyed to him his retire- 
ment would be in every way acceptable, 

““Noattempt was made to force him to 
leave the army, as it is only a matter of about 
eleven months when he can be retired by di- 
rection of the President. It was intimated 
to him, however, the President and Secretary 
of War were much chagrined over the condi- 
tion of affairs at Fort Sheridan, and the evi- 
dence taken in the Pague court martial was 
cited to show the President would be fully 
justified in retiring him next December. This 
being the case, it was intimated, as a matter 
of friendship to him, that he could avoid 
trouble by leaving the service of his own ac- 
cord before that time, and thus prevent all 
possibility of the President taking action, 
which would leave his name under a cloud on 
the official record. | 

‘“‘No charges were made against Col, 
Crofton, but the various disturbances in the 
Fifteenth Regiment have been sufficient to 
show he was at least unable to maintain dis- 
cipline in the command. The _ constant 
scandals in the regiment have been a digrace 
to the service and it is only natural to holda 
commanding officer responsible for them.

The fol- 
ear he entered the Royal Academy of 
Berlin, but did not pursue his art studies in 
the subsequent years, during which his gen- 
eral education was being attended to ata 
school at Frankfort-on-the-Main. Not until 
the winter of 1845-'46, which he spent with 
his father in Florence, did he obtain his 
father’s consent to prepare to follow painting 


as a profession.

WOMEN EXPECT TO ADD MONTANA 
TO THEIR BANNER. 


Three Thousand Dollars Raised for the 
Cause at the Third Day’s Session of 
the National American Women's 
Suffrage Assoctation—Mrs. Rachel 
Foster Avery Refuses to Permit 
Women Who Do Not Wish the Fran- 
chise to Address the Meeting. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—{Spectal.]— 
At their third day’s session the delegates of 
the National American. Woman's Suffrage 
Association gradually worked themselves up 
to a climax of enthusiasm as a result of 
which the sum of $3,000 was pledged to carry 
on the work during the next year. The sub- 
scription was satisfactory, for though it was 
not all that was desired, by any means, the 
leaders consider it sufficient to prosecute 
the work during the coming year, and there 
have been many expressions of belief that 
before the next convention another star will 
be added to the woman’s flag. 

The suffragists have decided that they 
will have nothing to do with women who op- 
pose the ballot. Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery 
has received a batch of letters from women 
who are opposed to the suffrage movement 
asking for a hearing before the convention. 
Mrs. Avery has refused the requests, and in- 
timated that the “anti-women,”’ as they are 
derisively called, ‘“‘may go hire a hall for 
themselves.”

Ten States Without Organization. 


She said that when the committee began its 
work ten States and Territories were with- 
out any form of organization. These were 
Idaho, Montana, North Dakota, Nevada, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Mississip- 
pi, West Virginia, and Delaware. 

Only three of the fifteen Southern States 
had ever held a convention or elected officers 
by representation, and whenever a woman’s 
suffrage bill appeared in Congress the solid 
vote of the fifteen Southern States was found 
in opposition. Although it was deemed dan- 
gerous to neglect the South longer, Utah and 
South Carolina were planning constitutional 
conventions, ané& Idaho had already sub- 
mitted an amendment. These States needed 
help, and for this reason ft was decided to 
devote the entire sum of $2,000 to them, hop- 
ing that the evidence of work actually done 
would appeal to suffragists the Nation over, 
and that new sinews of war would be pro- 
vided to complete the work. The year’s la- 
bor can be summarized by saying that four- 
teen persons acted as organizers under the 
committee and conducted 510 meetings. 
Nine State conventions were held, ten State 
associations were organized, and aid given 
in the way of organization to thirty-one 
States. Over 100 clubs have been put in op- 
eration, which are still supposed to be alive 
and active. Mrs. Catt closed her report with 
7s rd eae prediction of future success, 

ying: 


Enfranchisement of Women. 


“Our committee is more than» ever con- 
vinced that it is possible to build a great or- 
ganization based upon.the one platform of 
the enfranchisement of women. With har- 
mony, codperation, and determination we 
shall yet build an organization of such num- 
bers and political strength that through the 
power of constituency it can dictate, at 
least, one plank in the platform of every 
political party and secure an amendment 
from every Legislature it petitions. We be- 
lieve it will yet have its auxiliaries in every 
village and hamlet, township, and school 
district to influence majorities when the 
amendment is submitted. More, we believe 
ere many years its powers will be so subtle 
and widespread it can besiege the conserva- 
tism of Congress itself and come away with 
the laurel wreath of victory.” 

At the conclusion of her report, which was 
adopted with a vote of thanks, representa- 
tives of the different States began the friend- 
ly contest in offering pledges for the support 
of the New York organization the coming 
year. The total pledge of New York, which 
is Miss Anthony’s State, was $1,000. The 
other Commonwealths responded with small- 
er sums until something more than $3,000 
was pledged before the women permitted 
themselves to adjourn for lunch.

Victory Coming in the Silver State. 


Mrs. Frances A. Williamson proved to bea 
pleasant-voiced and practical representative 
from Nevada, and she carried the audience 
with her as she predicted victory for the 
cause of woman suffrage in the Silver State. 

Helen Morris Lews spoke on behalf of 
North Carolina, saying that the advance 
guard of woman suffrage would not be de- 
terred from doing their duty simply because 
some men had blustered that it was beneath 
a woman’s dignity to go to the polls and vote 
her sentiments. 

Mrs. R. W. Southard, on behalf of Okla- 
homa, declared: ‘““The settlers in our Terri- 
tory are progressive, typical Westerners, 
who believe in fair play. They will vote for 
equal suffrage when given an opportunity. 
We shall not have to wait long, and when 
the opportunity is offered we are going to 
ask the aid and advice of every reformer 
in this land to help us add one more State to 
the Union ‘with equal rights to all, with 
special privileges to none.’ ”’ 

‘Ohio's. representative, Caroline McCul- 
lough Everhard, discussed the efforts being 
made in the Buckeye State to have the 
Legislature repeal the present law and mak- 
ing the age of consent for girls 18 years in- 
stead of 14 years, as it has been fixed by the 
male members of the Legislature. 

Emma Smith Devee of Illinois said: “At 
no time in the history of the world has there 
been such a spirit of inquiry abroad.’’ She 


‘called attention to the fact that women in 


Kentucky voted for School Commissioners 
half a century ago and this had proved to be 
only the starting of the snowball which had 
grown to such enormous proportions. This 
was evinced by the presenee of so many 
leading women of the country at Washing- 
ton. 

An original poem by Charlotte Perkins 
Stetson was read at this session and took the 
shape of an appeal from women to men for 
justice, because they wanted to be free. 

Pennsylwania Keeps Busy. 

‘Pennsylvania has not been idle since 
our last convention,” said Mrs. Lucretia 
L. Blakenburg, ‘“‘ for we have examined our 
laws and constitution and found that there 
have been twenty amendments to that in- 
strument, but none of them for women. 
None of those laws have recognized the 
rights of mothers to their children, so we 
had a l@w enacted remedying this evil. - Only 
twenty ‘years ago a woman could not write 
a check in Pennsylvania and have it cashed, 
but this has been changed, principally 
through the efforts of the promoters of 
woman suffrage.’”’ 

A yellow ribbon bazaar was described 
at length as a means for raising money, and 
one evening it was detérmined to disfranchise 
the men. No men could be found to cham- 
pion the disfranchisement of women and it 
was necessary for three women to come 
to the rescue to complete a debate.

The Week Closes in Wall Street with 
a Show of Surprising Vim—Public 
Sentiment Pronounced in Its Buall- 
ish Tendencies—Many Operators on 
the Short Side Changing Their Tac- 
tics—Bearing of Recent Events on 
the Situation. 

New York, Jan. 25.—[Special.}—After a 
week of exasperating dullness—the Stock 
Exchange ticker much of the time standing 
quite still—Wall street’s market has closed 
with a show of surprising vim. All conspic- 
uous securities have spurted at the week’s 
close, with no exception which.cannot be 
accounted for by pecullar circumstances 
and conditions of its own, quite apart from 
the general market. 

Some authorities affect to believe this new 
liveliness is wholly attributable to a pass- 
ing movement among the shorts, whose cov- 
ering orders, according to these authorities, 
provide all the buying power there is in the 
market. But this explanation hardly ex- 
plains. There are few reasons to trust it 
implicitly. It is too easy to discover facts 
that carry different suggestions. 

One great, big fact—too much ignored— 
must be taken into account just now'by peo- 
ple who make stock market calculations. 
This fact has to do with public sentiment— 
the sentiment of that “‘public’’ which deals 
in stocks and bonds in Wall street—a public 
which is exceedingly determined when once 
its sentiment either the one way or the 
other becomes crystallized. And at this time 
the séntiment of this public is pronounced 
in its bullish tendencies. 

That, more than all else, is what accounts 
for the strength which suddenly has devel- 
oped. That is responsible for the disap- 
pointments which are troubling speculators 
on the short side. That explains amply why 
it is certain operators who have for two 
months been pegging away on the bear tack 
have now whipped over on the quiet to bull- 
ishness. 

Glad to Get Out. 

One of these leaders tells me personally 
that on a line of 30,000 shares sold short he 
has campaigned ever since President Cleve- 
land’s Venezuelan heroics; that on part of 
his contracts he scored quick profits, but 
that this week he finally closed up prac- 
tically the whole account without netting 
enough on the entire transaction to pay 
brokerage commissions. It is fairly easy 
to hammer quotations down, he says, but 
when they get down they do not stay down. 

The man who makes this remark is not 
second to any of the operators who lately 
have been doing anything of consequence on 
the Stock Exchange. He has been credited 
with most of the bear raids that have re- 
cently accomplished anything. He has un- 
doubtedly made handsome downward turns 
on leather trust, tobacco trust, and some 
of the other mercurial industrial stocks. 

The 30,000 shares of shorts which he has 
now just closed after unsatisfactory cam- 
ns for a month or more were railroad 
snares. 

His views, too, are much like those which 
are heard from other men of similar im- 
portance in the Stock Exchange district 
when they talk in a confidential way. They 
do not hesitate to express the belief that the 
financial situation is full of unpleasant per-

Wall street. The average stockholder now 
is carrying only what he is able to protect: 
Patience has been taught since the spring 
of 1895, when Cordage went to smash, 
spreading ruin among an army of investors, 
who, feeling sure they had a good thing, 
were avaricious enough to overload and put 
ee at the mercy of a panic’s devasta- 
tion. 

In this situation—in this confidence leav- 
ened by conservatism—lies not only the cur- 
rent strength of the market, but it accounts 
in a thorough and inspiring way for that 
fact which bear oracles are forever making 
so much ado over—the fact that commission 
brokers’ offices are empty, and that there 
is no trace of public buying. It is a health- 
ful sign that this condition does exist. If 
every time the market showed a hardening 
tendency there should be a rush in by out- 
siders the professional raiders would soon 
be in rank clover plugging away at the new- 
comers. The public’s disposition to wait is 
no weakness—not by a vast deal. 

For the first time in years conditions are 
such that the smart market may have close 
dependence for some time upon the course of 
the grain and provision market. It can in- 
deed be declared to be the general belief of 
the biggest men in Wall street that now an 
advance in the Chicago Board of Trade 
quotations will be of advantage to a short 
market beyond anything else. 


Rise in Grain. 


Usually operators on the long side of stocks 
are necessarily ranged on the short side of 
wheat, but the contrast now is so decided 
as to be especially impressive, and at the 
close of business today those who hope most 
for new life in the stock market were in en- 
thusiasm over nothing to the extent that 
they were over the rise in grain. 

Dollar wheat by May is already the free 
and easy prediction of those who don’t mind 
running the risk of being considered a trifle 
extravagant, only now they do not get quite 
as much ridicule as they usually reap. They 
are now bulling wheat in concert with those 
who bull stocks. 

Important Factors. 


Of the factors that are likely to count in 
making Steck Exchange quotations in the 
immediate future—if we are really to have 
a spurt for a time, as now it looks—those 
most important are: 

Virst—Belief that the government bond 
issue is going to be largely oversubscribed, 
and that the price netted the Treasury will 
be much larger than the syndicate figures 
proposed. 

Second—Europe has ceased selling Amer- 
icans. 

Third—Rallway earnings all over the West 
are increasing materially. 

Fourth—Chicago and Boston sentiment 
has become bullish. In both cities are im- 
portant Wall street connections, which, after 
long inactivity, if not downright bearish- 
ness, are now openly ranging themselves on 
the bull side, and apparently intent on ac- 
tion. . , 

Fifth—Genuine work to settle the coal war 
and make the anthracite roads profitable.

‘;uRISTS INDORSE HIS VIEWS OF 


TRAVESTIES OF JUSTICE. 


As to Considering His Remarks at 
Springfield a Criticism on the Per- 
sonnel of the Bench, They Have 
Less to Say — Concede There Are 
Many Remediable Faults in the 
Jury System — President Healy 
Talks of Present Methods. 

‘Local jurists heartily indorse the words of 
Judge John Barton Payne in his speech be- 
fore the bar Association at Springfield on 
Friday in so far as he denounces the system 
by which justice in Chicago is 80 often 
‘travestied. Considering his speech as an at- 
tack on the personnel of the bench they 
have nothing to say. 

That there is something radically wrong 
jn the current methods of the law seems to 
pe generally agreed upon. Judges and at- 
torneys, whose work has won for them an 
enviable reputation, declare grand and trial 

ries in a measure are relics of antiquity, 
which sliould be practically out of date. 

While they say reform is needed, however, 
they are strenuous in declaring the Judges 
who have the hearing of cases should not be 
charged with the evils of a system. The 
objection to the grand jury is the body can 
be packed, willfully or otherwise, by the 
County Commissioners in the interest of 

ple whose cases are likely to be brought 
up for investigation, and that to the petit 
jury is it is needlessly expensive and slow, 
the slowness often resulting in a miscarriage 
of justice. 

Judge Payrie returned yesterday and 
talked dispassionately and at length on his 
statements before the Bar Association. 


Faults of Grand Juries. 

“The fact is,”” he said, “‘the grand jurors 
are chosen arbitrarily by the County Com- 
missioners, each Commissioner selecting 
his men. It is notorious, and it has been ob- 
served by the thoughtful Judges on the

yoiced a warning against it. He continued: 

“Tn other countries prosecutions may be 
instituted by the prosecuting attorney filing 
an information. This cannot be done here, 
but no.criminal can be brought to trial un- 
jess he be first indicted by the grand jury. 
This shows the paramount importance of 
the grand jury. My plan of reform would be 
to have the names of a thousand or more cit- 
igens of good standing and character select- 
ed months in advance of the time at which 
any of them might be called on to serve as 
grand juress, Then these names should be 
placed in a wheel, from which twenty-three 
would be drawn monthly to make up the 
grand jury. To accomplish this legislative 
action is necessary.” 

Judge Gibbons’ Views. 


Judge Gibbons was loath to say anything 
directly touching Judge Payne’s allusion to 
the men now on the bench in Chicago, but 
he did wish to emphasize the fact reform 
was needed. 

“Judge Payne is wrong, I believe,” he 
said. “in making or insinuating anything in 


the form of a charge against or refiectionon | 
the. bench of Cook County, and I shall have | 
to have proof before I think he would ‘do | 


such a thing. I believe, however, he is right 


in denouncing certain methods of procedure. |

“The evil is, the measures adopted to pro- 
tect the innocent have been’ so perverted 
they permit the guilty to escape. There 
was a time when the accused did not know 
what witnesses were to appear against him, 
what jurymen were to try his case, what 
‘Judge was to hear the evidence. 
permitted to appear in trial by gounsel. 

Present Methods. | 

“Now everything is reversed, and the men 
eharged with crime have every source of in- 
formation and every means, directly and 
indirectly, rightly and wrongly, to shape 
matters in their own interest if they can.

“So far as the County Board is con- 
cerned, I can see how the Commissioners 
may do much evil in selecting the grand 
juries, but I think their power for wrong 
ends there. They have nothing to do with 
the petit juries, and hence I think the ante- 
indictment phase of justice or injustice must 
be their special scope and limit. What is 
more, there are too many juries, too much 
machinery that is neediess.’’ 

Judge Kohlsaat Commends Fees. 

Judge Kohisaat thoroughly asreed with 
Judge Gibbons. 

“Don’t ask me to speak of Mr. Payne’s 
speech as a bit of censure of the local 
bench,” he said. “I am not sure he meant 
it as such. I’ll talk freely, however, on the 
évils of juries. I think they are an enor- 
mous burden, and a needless burden to the 
people, and in a large majority of the cases 
are of no benefit at all in furthering justice. 
The jury system is the great thing at fault. 
If that could be reformed,-.and, in a measure, 
abolished, there would not be the need of 
complaint there now is. The appointment 
of the grand jury by the County Commis- 
sioners, of course, leaves a loophole for 
Wrong in the way of packing in the interest 
of those who have to appear for indictment. 
It would be well to adopt some system 
whereby that evil would be abolished.

BURNS AS A_ PATRIOT. 


CALEDONIAN SOCIETY AT STEINWAY 
HALL HONORS AIM. 


Robert T. Lincoln Presides and Wal« 
lace Bruce, the Bard of the Clan 
MacDonald, Makes an Address Upon 
Scotland's Great Poet—He Treats of 
Various Phases of the Character of 
His Subject to Show His Great Sym- 
pathy for Mankind. 

Beneath the lion of Scotland and flanked 
on the right side by the Stars and Stripes 
and on the left by the colors of England, the 
Caledonian Society of Chicago sang the 
songs of Robert Burns last night at Stein- 
way Hall, and Wallace Bruce of Brooklyn, 
the Bard of Clan MacDonald, spoke to the 
assembled Caledonians of Robert Burns as 
@ poet and patriot. 

To the left of the stagé a bronze model of 
the statue of Burns, now being cast in Edin- 
burg, was exhibited, while about the stage 
were banners bearing the thistle and the 
motto characteristic of the Highlanders, 
“Nemo Me Impune Lacessit,’’ “‘No One 
Wounds Me with Impunity.” But more 
suggestive than the rampant lion on the 
national flag and the threatening thistles

Judge Chétlain Differs Slightly. 

| Judge Chetlain of the Superior Court said: 

“I am opposed to the grand jury system: 
as it now exists. For some unaccountable 
reason the average grand juror is not suf- 
ficiently intelligent to properly consider the 
questions presented to the grand jury. The 
only way in which it might be made more 
efficient is by the appointment of Grand 
Jury Commissioners, who would ascertain 
in advance the character, business, and 
antecedents of those who were to be called 
as jurors, and who, in one sense, were tu 
perform judicial functions. As long as we 
have the present system there is temptation 
to County Commissioners to have friends, 
or those recommended by friends, placed 
on the grand jury. 
grand jury to be drawn from the body of the 
people in a city like this. In civil cases ju- 
rors are drawn from the body of the people, 


It is a mistake forthe | 


and are frequently very deficient in gen- | 


eral intelligence. It is remarked by all the 
Judges, when a special venire is selected, 
the average of intelligence is far higher 
than where the selection is made by lot from 
the people. 

“I do not agree with Judge Payne in his 
statement all one has to do is to ‘see’ a 
County Commissioner. It is absurd. A 
County Commissioner can do nothing unless 
he enters into wholesale bribery. The sys- 
tem is a bad one, and I can imagine cases 
where great public or political interests are 
involved which might tempt a County Com- 


_missioner representing some political party 


to secure jurors who might favor them, but 
even that is seldom done. 


State’s-Attorney’s Responsibility. 

‘‘ There is really more responsibility on the 
State’s-Attorney than on the County Com- 
missioners, for he prepares the evidence anil 
presents matters for consideration, advises 
the grand jury as to the law in each case, 
and in this way is largely instrumental in 
controlling considerations. : 

‘““T cannot agree with Judge Payne in lay- 
ing the blame on the Judges. The grand 
jury is an agency created by law for the 
presentation to it of all criminal offenses, 
and in its sphere of action is entirely inde- 
pendent of the Judges. An effort should be 
made at the next Legislature to abolish both 


| the grand and civil jury system. Not only 


this, but our whole. system of pleading and 
practice should be radically changed. 

Judge Henry M. Shepard of the Appel- 
late Court said: ; 

“T do not beliéve the statement. It is not 
true, of course. In the very nature of things 
it cannot be true. Men of influence are 
brought to trial in Cook County every year. 
There might be a better jury system devised 
than the one now practiced in Chicago and 
Cook County. I have often thought a sys- 
tem of inquiry into the abuses of crimes 
based on such temporary service as is re- 
quired of the grand jury was necessarily de- 

ive. 
ae Mr. Payne has proofs to substantiate 
his charge it is his duty as an honest man 
and superlatively so as a Judge of one of 
the courts of this county to bring them for- 
ward. He may knéw what he is talking 
about, but I don’t believe he can proveit. It 
might be true of some particular Commis- 
sioner, but that it is a part of the system of

Mr. Bruce announced his subject: ‘‘Rob- 
ert Burns, the Poet and Patriot.”” He said: 

“Eleven years ago today, Jan. 25, the old 


Liberty Bell, on its way from Philadelphia, | 


reached New Orleans, bearing its noble in- 
scription. Twenty-five years ago today, Jan. 


25, a monument was unveiled in the rotunda | 


of the National Capitol in honor of Abraham 
Lincoln of Illinois, the United States, and 
the world. One hundred and thirty-seven 
years ago today was born a man who put in 
prophetic utterances the qualities of Ameri- 


can manhood, a man who was a prince, a | 


marquis, a duke in all circumstances. He 
was a man for ‘a’ that.’ 

“I bow to no one in my reverence, my 
study, and my love for Robert Burns, and 
tonight all over the world electric méssages 
are being woven. The messages have al- 
ready passed to the good old lads of Ayrshire 
bearing them greeting. Why is this? Why 
do we do these things? Why has Chicago 
been deluged for a week with Robert Burns’ 
celebrations? It is because Robert Burns 
is a portable form of Scotland. Every man 
can put him in his pocket and carry Scotland 
along with him all over the country. The 
Afton, and Doon, and Ayr flow through 
these pages, and a Scotchman with this 
book can sit on their shady banks and enjoy 
his native country. 

Belongs to the Universe. 

“If Walter Scott is Scotland in folio, then 
Robert Burns is Scotland in diamond edi- 
tion. He is not confined to Scotland: he is 
a part of humanity. Henry Ward Beecher 
said Burns belonged to the universe—he only 
came by way of Scotland; but if he only hap- 
pened to come that way it is a remarkable 
fact how many more great men have come 
by the same way.”’ 

Mr. Bruce sketched briefly the life of 
Burns, his surroundings, and the influences 
which tended to develop his poetic genius; 
the farms of the family,go beautiful in their 
surroundings and location, but so poor in 
soil, and the men whem Burns came in con- 
tact with, all exerted important influence 
upon the character of his writings. Contin- 
uing, he said: “It is a mistake for any one 
to say Burns was not appreciated by his 
own people. The records of the time show 
he was honored wherever he went. There 
was not a leading literary man of Scotland 
at the time who did not delight to do him 
honor. 

Kinship for Man. 


‘What is it,”” he asked, ‘‘makes his poetry 
so near to the heart of humanity? It is be- 
cause the prevailing spirit of his verse is 
human sympathy. In every poet’s heart 
there must be kinship for man and natufe, 
and he more than any other poet blended 
nature and the love for humanity in his 104 
lyrics.

PLAN FOR WHEAT DEALS. 


NEW SCHEME PROPOSED TO BOARD 
OF TRADE. 


Special Committee’s Report Received 
—Cortemplates Organization Trade 
Cash Grain Depository with $1,000,- 
000 Capital—One-Half Amount Stock 
Subscribed and Paid for May Be 
Used for Marginal Purposes—Must 
Deposit Each Day Certified Check. 


At a called meeting of the membership of 
the Board of Trade yesterday afternoon a 
committee appointed last month to con- 
sider a new plan for trading in wheat made 
its report. In substance the report was as 
follows: 

“Having resolved that a change in the 
present method of dealing in wheat on the 
Board of Trade is desfrable, and that in the 
direction of dealing in cash property our 
plan contemplates, first, the organization 
and incorporation. of the Board of Trade 
Cash Grain Depository, with a paid up cap- 
ital stock of $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 
Shares of $100 each. The stockholders shall 
elect officers annually, consisting of Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Treasurer, and Secre- 
tary, who shall also be manager; and these 
with five other members, also elecied by the 
stockholders, shall constitute the Governing 
committee, which shall have entire charge 
of the affairs of the depository, and enforce 
its rules and regulations. 


Conditions of Membership. 

“Any member of the Board of Trade in 
good standing may become a member of 
the depository by signing an agreement to 
abide by its rules and regulations, and the 
rulings of the Governing committee, and by 
subscribing to a minimum amount of twenty 
shares of the capital stock. One-half of the 
amount of stock subscribed and paid for by 
each member may be used for marginal 
= a 

‘The depository will open for business Ma 
1, 1896, and will receive and pay for at the 
market price, in lots of 5,000 bushels each 
and multiples thereof, from any of.its mem- 
bers, any and all warehouse receipts for No. 
2 wheat, which are then regular under the 
rules of the Board of Trade, receiving in re- 
turn an acknowledgment from the depos- 
itory that they hold a like amount of wheat 
for his account, but stipulating on his part 
the depository may loan out the wheat to

“On and after May 1, 1896, trading in 
wheat may be for either ‘cash’ or ‘spot’ de-

CLUBHOUSEFORBUILDERS. _ 


MILLION-DOLLAR STRUCTURE WILL 
BE ERECTED DOWN-TOWN. 


Offshoot of the Old Exchange Will Put 
Up a Twelve-Story Building for 
Business and Social Purposes—Iit 
Will Contain Rooms fora Bank and 
250 Offices—Charter Members and 
Officers of the New Organization— 
Its Purposes. 

The Building Trades club of Chicago, an 
organization in existence about six weeks, 
is making arrangemtnts to build a new 
$1,000,000 club-house in the city. The build- 
ing will be twelve stories high, the limit 
fixed by ordinances, and in addition to elab- 
orate club-rooms will contain 25v offices. 

The new club is an outgrowth of the old 
Builders’ Exchange, which was organized 
twelve yearsago. The conditions restricting 
membership were not strict enough to suit 
many of the members who form the nucleus 
of the new club. 

The by-laws of the new organization say 
the object is to maintain a club-house fur- 
nished with all the requirements for the ad- 
vancement of social enjoyment and the en- 
couragement of friendly intercourse  be- 
tween members. The membership is re- 
stricted to persons of good moral character 
who are or have been employers of workmen 
in a business connected with the building in- 
dustry. |

It is the purpose of the club to make 
the organization social with commercial 
features, Temporary club-rooms have been 
secured at Nos. 118 and 120 Monroe street. 
A large room on the third floor will be fitted 
up.

| by Feb. 15, when an opening reception to all 


members and their friends will be given. 
The club has leased the present quarters for 
three years. The rooms will be kept open 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until midnight. 

AS soon as the temporary quarters have 
been arranged meetings will be held to de- 
cide upon a permanent location. A commit- 
tee will be appointed to select a site for the 
proposed club-house. If possible some suit- 
able piece of centrally located property will 
be leased for ninety-nine years and this will 
be used as a site for the club’s building. It 
is the intention of those interested in tne 
project to construct a building equal in de- 
sign and construction to any of the buildings 
in the city. Room will be made on the first 
floor for a builders’ bank, where the business 
of the club members will be given special at- 
tention. The chub-rooms will be patterned 
after the most modern plans. For the ac- 
commodation of members the building will 
contain 250 offices. 

The club was incorporated under the laws 
of Illinois Dec. 26. It was organized at the 
Suggestion of Building Commisioner James 
Downey and others who felt the need of a 
thoroughly responsible band of builders. The 
first gathering was held at No. 145 Monroe 
street early in December.

SUIT FOR FALSE ARREST. 


JOHN E. CRAWFORD CLAIMS DAM- 
AGES OF $100,000, 


Action Brought Against First National 
Bank, Security Title and Trust Come- 
pany, Peter Dudley, Orville Peck- 
ham, and J. D. Wooley—Judge Ball 
Intervenes in Trial of Crawford for 
Forgery and Directs Jury to Bring 
in Verdict of Not Guilty. 

Suit for $100,000 for false arrest was com- 
menced in ,the Circypit Court yesterday by 
John E. Crawford against the First Nation- 
al Bank, the Security Title and Trust com- 
pany, Peter Dudley, trust agent of the com- 
pany, and Orville Peckham and J. D. Wool- 
ey, attorneys for the bank. | 

The plaintiff is Secretary of the Cushman 
United Telephone company and was attor- 
ney for Mrs. Elizabeth Pope. Connected 
with the telephone company as electrician 
was A. C. Wheat, who cecupied a portion of 
‘Crawford's office and who had opportuni- 
ties of access to the latter's desk. 

Dec. 3 Wheat was arrested at the First Na- 
ticnal Bank while in the act of endeavoring 
to secure the bank’s certifications to a check 
bearing Mrs. Fope’s name, which, it is said, 
lie was examined by Dudley 
and Peckham and officials of the bank, ana 
declared he had not forged the checks and 
was promised leniency if he would expose. 
the guilty person. ) 

Wheat then said Crawford had committed 
the alleged forgeries, amounting in all to 
between $1,100 and $1,200, and on a warrant 
gworn out bezore Justice Prindiville Craw- 
ford was arrested. Lefore the hearing orf 
the case was concluded before the magis- 
trate Crawford was indicted by the grand 
jury on eight charges of forgery, and the 
case was then dismissed in the Justice court, 
where Crawford says he was prepared to 
show his innocence. On the indictments he 


was held in bonds of $12,000. 
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The criminal case had proceedtd but a 
short time before Judge Ball on Friday 
when the court interrupted the trial by say- 
ing: oe an 

“Gentlemen of the jury: By possibility in

PLANS ON FOOT TO SECURE APPRO- 
PRIATION FROM CONGRESS. 


Business-Men Interested in Improve- 
ment Hold Conference and Appoint 
Committee to Confer with United 
States Engineer Marshall and if 
Possible Secure His Co-operation— 
Another Will Ascertain Cost of In- 
creasing Depth of River. 

There was.a well attended and enthusiastic 
meeting of the business-men’s committee 
op river and harbor improvement at Com- 
missioner Kent’s office yesterday afternoon. 
Capt. J. S. Dunham presided, and among 
those present were: ‘

Commissioner Kent submitted some facts 
and figures showing the magnitude of the 
marine interests. of this city. He showed 
that during the year 1805 9,041 vessels, with 
a total tonnage of 6,284,511, entered this 
port, while the clearances were 9,991 vessels, 
with a tonnage of 18,254,000. 

“These figures,”’ said Mr. Kent, “‘point to 
the fact that the heavy draft vessels are 
leaving the Chicago for the Calumet River.” 

Presijent Eckhart of the Drainage Board 
then moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to interview United States Engineer 

Marshall, with a view of securing his sup- 
port and coéperation in the matter of secur- 
ing an aappropriation for the improvement 
of the river. The committee created com- 
prises Capt. Dunham, Mr. R. Stirling, Mur- 
ry Nelson, T. T. Morford, and B. A. Eck- 
hart.

provement scheme, and suggested the names 
of Franklin MacVeagh and A. C. Bartlett 
be added to the General Committee. The 
suggestion was accepted, and these men will 
be invited to join the committee. 

President Eckhart said the Drainage Board 
was having plans prepared for the improve- 
ment of the river, so the required flow of 
300,000 cubic feet a minute could be secured. 
These plans, he thought, could be completed 
within the next six weeks, and would call fur 
a flow of 1% miles an hour. 

Capt. Morford thought this was too much. 
And President Dunham gave it as his opin- 
ion a flow of one mile an hour would kill 
navigation. Mr. Eckhart also said the 
Drainage Board was counting on being able 
to turn the water into the channel by No- 
vember, 1S7. 

Capt. J. G. Keith urged there was no ques- 
tion but the government should make an 
appropriation to improve the river, and in 
support of this position said in twenty-one 
years the government had expended only 
$785,000 in improvement of the Chicago har- 
bor and river. 

I’. A. Peabody moved that a committee 
of three be appointed to ascertain the cost 
of dredging the river so it would be na vigable 
for all vessels that could go over the tun- 
nels, or, in other words, to increase the 
depth of the river to sixteen feet as far north 
as Webster avenue and south to Thirty-fifth 
Street. On this committee President Dun- 
ham named Capt. Keith, J. H. Channon, and 
W. D. Kent. 

On motion of Mr. Merriweather a Con- 
gressional committee composed of Murry 
Nelson, G. Merriweather, L. -O. Goddard, 
B. A. Eckhart, and C. K.G. Billings was ap- 
pointed. 

There was a great deal of talk about the 
drainage canal’s plans. which those inter- 
ested in the mave'for an appropriation 
thought entirely unnecessary. Chicago is 
not financially able at this time to make 
such an appropriation as is required to 
dredge the river, and as the stream is under 
government control it is considered only 
fair the government should furnish means 
to do the work. 

Ald. Madden was called in, and said the 
Council would be glad to do anything re- 
quired of it to aid in securing the wished-for 
appropriation. wi 

The committee adjourned to meet again 
next Wednesday afternoon. 


ORAM RECEIVES A LIFE SENTENCE. 
His Wife and Mother Faint When They 
Hear the Decision. 

John Oram was yesterday sentenced to life 
imprisonment by* Judge Gibbons § after 
having entered a plea of guilty to murder. 
Simultaneous with the pronouncing of the 
sentence there were dramatic scenes in the 
court-room, 

As sentence was pronounced Mrs. Annie 
Oram, wife of the prisoner, fainted. When 
she was revived she held het hand above her 
head and said: “If God spares me I will kill 
Morrison.” Sie referred to the Assistant 
State’s-Attorney, who convicted her hus- 
band. 

Mrs. Margaret Sullivan, Oram’s mother, 
left the court-room before sentence was pro- 
nounced. She fainted in a Wwaiting-room 
when told the sentence. 

Judge Gibbons, after denying the motion 
for a new trial, asked Oram if he had any- 
thing to say, and the prisoner asked leave to 
consult with his friends. Before his Honor 
could answer Mrs. Sullivan fainted in her 
chair and Mrs. Oram screamed: 

“It am guilty. I fired the fatal shot. 
Shall not suffer for what I did.” 

Then she fainted and was carried into a 
waiting-room. When she recovered. she 
acted like an enraged tigress. | 

Judge Gibbons adjourned court for half an 
hour and allowed Oram, his wife, and mother 
to talk the matter over. When Judge Gib- 
bons reappeared and asked Oram what he 
Drgpeedd to do, he said: 

plead guilty although myc y 
hardly permit me to rn be yyy ee 
sake of my wife and my mother.”’ 

“You are a young man,’ observed 
court, “and there is hope for you yet. If you 
show a disposition to reform I will sign a pe- 
tition for your release or a commutation of 
your sentence. But remember, when this 
case is disposed of here it leaves my hands 
judicially forever.”’ 

“Bui this man amounted to nothing,’’ said 
Oram, referring to the man he had killed. 

“That remark is brutal,’’ broke in Assist- 
ant State’s-Attorney Morrison. 

Mrs. Oram laughed hysterically. 

Judge Gibbons then ordered the plea of not 
guilty set aside, a plea of guilty entered, and 
sentenced Oram to the penitentiary for life. 

Oram shot and killed Joseph Conlon in 
front of the latter’s home, No. 396 Austin 
avenue, on the night of Sept. 10.

HOME FOR THE WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


Potter Palmer Says He Is Willing to 
Furnish the Funds. 

“The ladies, God bless them,”’ says Ald. 
Madden. “If they want the city to give 
them ground for a union club-house, all 
they have to do is to make out their petition 
and present it to the Council—and then we 
will see.”’ 

“Ditto,” said Commissioner of Public 
Works Kent. The conversation was caused 
by the rumor Potter Palmer would give the 

200,000, which he once offered to donate as 
a memorial to the Board of Lady Managers 
of the World’s Fair, to be devoted to build- 
ing a union club-house for all af the wom- 
en’s clubs of the city. 

Mr. Palmer said his original offer of the 
memorial fund still held good, but refused 
to discuss the subject of diverting its use to 
a union club for women. “But,” he said, 
“any time the city will give the ground for 
a memorial to the Board of Lady Managers 
they can draw on me for the amount 
named.’’ Mrs. Palmer said it was too earlv 
and things were too undeveloped to make 
any announcement in regard to the matter. 
In fact, she seemed to know nothing of such 
a step. 

** It is all a fabrication,”’ said Mrs. Charles 
Henrotin. ‘*‘ When the subject was brought 
up it was discussed informally, and did not 
include the $200,000 mentioned by Mr. Palm- 
er. I. do not seé how such a step could be 
taken anyhow,” continued Mrs. Henrotin, 
**and do not think it would be even advisa- 
ble. Ground donated by the city would be 
the common property of all organizations. 
Women’s clubs are hardly in need of char- 
ity, it would seem to me, and the only proper 
way would be for the clubs to rent or buy 
their own property and own their own club 
house. It is a surprise to me some of the 
many women’s clubs do not unite and rent 
or build a commodious club house for their 
own use.”

WANTS HARVEY TO PAY DAMAGES, 
Judge Dunne Hearing the Suit Brought 
by Michael Joyce. 

Judge Dunne heard further evidence yester- 
day in the suit of Michael Joyce, a contractor, 
against the City of Harvey. The suit has 
been pending for some months and has been 
submitted to Judge Dunne without a jury. 
In 1891 Joyce was given a contract to con- 
struct a sewer in Harvey and a special assess- 
ment of $40,000 was ordered by the Harvey 
Council to pay for the improvement. Of this 
assessment $26,000 was upon the lands of 
the Harvey Land Association. The sewer 
was built, but the authorities of Harvey de- 
layed the collection of the assessment, and the 
warrants which had been given to the con- 
tractor were not paid at the time they became 
due. Joyce had placed the warrants in the 
hands of bankers who had advanced him 
money, and also put a mortgage upon real es- 
tate which he owned in order to raise money 
toearry on the work. He is suing for dam- 
ages on account of the injury which he claims 
was done to his credit by the failure of the 
town to cash the warrants. He claims 
$15,000. 


POSTMASTER HESING IS SKEPTICAL. 


Thinks There Is Some Mistake About 
Rumored Changes. 

Postmaster Hesing is not inclined to be- 
lieve the dispatch from Washington which 
says Postmaster-General Wilson has issued 
an order providing for the extension of the 
postal system so as to include house-to-house 
collections. 

‘“‘There is a confusion of terms in the tele- 
gram,” said Mr. Hesing, ‘‘making it impos- 
sible for me to understand what is meant. 
I have received no word from Washington 
about the matter, and I am inclined to be- 
lieve there is some mistake. 

“The dispatch says the government will 
require householders to obtain a suitable 
box of a kind already approved by the de- 
partment. This seems absurd. The govern- 
ment is not going to compel a man to buy a 
box; and whether these boxes are to be used 
as receptacles for mail received or for out- 
going mail I do not know. If they are in- 
tended for the latter use it would take at 
least 1,000 collectors to do the work now 
done by 160 in Chicago, allowing only one 
box for an apartment house.”’

Preparing to File Information Against 
Illinois Steel Company. 

Attorney-General Moloney yesterday 
morning brought into the Circuit Court his 
petition for leave to file an information 
against the Illinois Steel company. He did 
not file the information, but went before 
Judge Tuley in chambers for a consultation. 

The Attorney-General announced that the 
consultation was for the purpose of ask- 
ing Judge Buley to assign some one of the 
Circuit Tudo hear his cases. Mr. Mo- 
loney said Judgé Windes in all probability 
would be assigned to try all the People’s 
cases commenced by him with the excep- 
tion of the elevator cases and a few others. 
It has been agreed that the elevator cases 
shall be submitted to several Judges en 
banc, and Judge Tuley was asked to assign 
the Judges, which he will probably do to- 
morrow.

Proposes to Change the Method by 
Which It Is Asserted a Lot of Cheap 
Politicians Have Been Suported for 
Years at the Expense of the Public 
—Better Men to Be Secured to Do 
Scavenger Work — Commissioner 
Kent Investigating. 

Aldermanic interference in the awarding 
of contracts was inaugurated yesterday. 
The Council Committee on Finance sat dow 
with Commissioner Kent to say who shall‘ 
be given the work of removing garbage 
this year. Heretofore it has been customary 
for the Commissioner of Public Works, act- 
ing under an order of the Council directing 
him, to make such contracts with the lowest 


‘responsible bidder. 


Why the Council wanted to change the 
custom this year is puzzling a great many 
people ever since it passed the resolution 
directing Commissioner Kent, when he took 
up the award of the garbage contracts, to 
call in the Finance committee and let its 
members assist in the work.

Given to Political Favorites. 

The Aldermen say heretofore Commis- 
sioners of the Fublic Works Department 
have given these contracts on political 
grounds regardless of the contractor’s abil- 
ity to carry them out, and for that reason 
they have been a great source of annoyance 
to the city; that because of the stupidity and 
incapacity of many of the contractors it has 
been impossible to get the work done as it 
ought to be done for the money expended. 
It is asserted this branch of the service has 
maintained for years at the public expense 
a lot of cheap ward politicians. 

The committeemen deny any reflection was 
intended to be cast upon Commissioner 
Kent's administration, but the change is 
said to be in line with other reforms soon to 
be adopted. Whether the change, however. 
will result in getting a better class of con- 
tractors than Mr. Kent alone would have 
selected remains to be seen. 

The committee met Mr. Kent in his office 
yesterday afternoon and proceeded to open 
and examine the bids. They were in ses- 
sion nearly four hours. There were 124 bid- 
ders, some for the contract by wards for 
the whole city, some for each of the three 
divisions, but the majority were for single 
wards. They went through the entire list, 
and, it is understood, virtually picked out 
the men who are to get the contracts. 


Agree Upon Contractors. 


It was a star-chamber meeting, and the 
outside rooms were crowded with the bid- 
ders. Still it is known the names of several 
men were written on slips of paper and held 
out, it being understood they were the bid- 
ders, in a gencral way, agrecd upon. It was 
also intimated hardly any of the lowest bid- 
cers received favorable consideration for the 
reason their figures were so low the commit- 
tee thought they could not do the work prop- 
erly. The bids per ward ranged, so it was 
said, from $10,000 to $25,000, John 8. Cooper 
bid to clean the entire city, and put in a bid 
for each ward. It was intimated Senator 
Morrison would be given the contract for 
the First Ward. 

After adjourning the Aldermen refused to 
give out any information other than they 
would meet tomorrow afternoon to give out 
the contracts. Ald. Powers said: 

‘We did not agree upon anybody today. 
There are several bidders whom none of us 
knows anything about, and we adjourned to 
give the Commissioner a chance to look up 
their records and ascertain whether they are 
responsible. Commissioner Kent refused to 
give anything for publication on the ground 
he had to go back through the bids and check 
them off before the committee finally con- 
firms the awards, 

Kent Investigates Charges. 


Commissioner Kent has concluded his in- 
vestigation into the charges against William 
Henry, a pipe extension foreman in the 
Thirty-fourth Ward, but the decision is 
withheld. The accused together with his 
accusers and a large number of witnesses, 
waited all the afternoon yesterday. It was 
after 6 o’clock before the Commissioner 
called them into his private office and took 
up the case. 

Among other things it was charged Henry 
used a quantity of lumber belonging to the 
city to build a partition in his barn. This 
Henry acknowledged in his examination be- 
fore the Commissioner, but said the city 
furnished him a horse and the lumber had 
been utilized in constructing a stall for the 
animal. The lumber, he said, was used in 
connection with city property. 

John Jerskie and Elof Johnson who were 
named in the charges as having carried coal 
into a building owned by Henry, denied the 
charges. Johnson said he had sometimes 
tended the furnaces at the place, but never 
during the hours for which he was paid by 
the city. 

Cc. L. Hill, timekeeper, denied having kept 
William Wilsey on the pay-rolls when he was 
not working and said he had never received 
a cent for overtime when he was not em- 
ployed. 

The Commissioner will hear the case fur- 
ther tomorrow. He expects at that time to 
have an important witness who was absent 
last night. He thinks there is need of a 
‘“‘shaking-up” in the Thirty-fourth Ward. 

Will Supply County Coal, 

An agreement was entered into yesterday 
between President Healy and the firm of 
Colsen, Heisen & Co. under which the firm 
is to furnish coal to the poor. until further 
orders. It is to be of good quality and full 
measure.

MAY GET INTO THE RACE. 


YALE HAS PROSPECTS OF TAKING 
PART IN THE BIG EVENT. 


Anxious to Row Against the Eastern 
Colleges on the Hudson—Outlook 
for Trials of Speed with Princeton 
and California Universities—Candi- 
date# for Field and Track Events 
Coming in Fast—Short on Baseball 
Material—Yale Athletic Notes. 

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
The affairs in the athletic world at Yale, 
which were so badly deranged by the break 
in all connection with Harvard, are gradual- 
ly becoming settled. Thus far only the track 
team is fully provided for in the way of con- 
.tests for the spring. The announcement 
last Wednesday that Yale, Princeton, and 
the University of California were going to 
meet on the cinder path was a complete sur- 
prise to the undergraduates. Everyone, how- 
ever, is in favor of sucha meetiing. Prince- 
ton is always a welcome rival, and the West- 
erners will receive a hearty reception. While 
the exact place and date of these games is 
not settled they will undoubtedly take place 
at the Yale field two weeks before the an- 
nual intercollegiate games. 

AS soon as it was decided what was going 
to be done Capt. Shelden issued a call for 
candidates. Eighty men appeared Thurs- 
day, and the number has been increasing 
until there are now 120 men ont, The out- 
look for a strong team is not the brightest, 
but then Trainer Murphy is famous for de- 
veloping stars and winning teams. Of the 
old team there is only a fragment. Hickok, 
the mainstay, graduated, as did Richards, 
Cady, and Morgan. Hickok never entered 
an intercollegiate event without winning 
first place. Cady was a sure man in the hur- 
dies, and Richards won many points for 
Yale in the 220 and 440 yard dashes. Morgan 
aiso was a good man, anda point winner. 

Harry Cross and Chadwick give Yale the 
first place in hammer throwing, and Hickok 
has two likely successors in Sheldon and 
Chadwick, both freshmen, who can now put 
the shot forty feet. 

Perkins and Hatch are both capable of 
filling Cady’s vacancy, but there is no sprint- 
er save Burnett, who is expected to prove a 
surprise in the 100 yards dash. Wade, who 
was a good man in the quarter mile, will not 
train this year, so Byers and Burnett arg the 
only veterans in the dashes. 

In the mile and half mile there are no fast 
men and it is here that Yale is decidedly 
weak. In the high and broad jump Capt. 
Sheldon himself will take care of the points, 
but Thompson or Merwin will be in the 
first string. 

The candidates have been divided up in 
squads; the sprinters and distance men are 
not working hard. The others are put 
through a stiff course of exercise in the 
gymnasium. Capt. Treadway has no clearer 
idea where or with whom Yale will row than 
he had when the winter term began. Every 
one here wants to.enter the “big race’ on 
the Hudson, but it is well known that the 
graduate coachers are opposed to this. Itis 
certainly beginning to look as if Yale will 
send a crew to Henley this year. This, how- 
ever, will by no means be as popular asa 
race on the Hudson and every effort will be 
made to have Yale enter with Harvard, 
Pennsylvania, Cornell, and Columbia. Cross 
and Beard of last year’s crew have aided 
Capt. Treadway in pointing out and correci- 
ing the faults of the candidates. In the 
coaching Capt. Treadway still Keeps along 
those lines that will enable him to change 
the usual long stroke into one better adapted 
for such a course as that at Henley. 

The order in which the first boat rows is 
gradually growing more regular, although 
no more than two of the new men are sure 
of a place in theshell. These are Bailey and 
Rodgers, tackle on last fall's football team. 
The order at present is: Stroke, Langford; 
No. 7, Bailey; No, 6, Longacre; No. 5, Rod- 
gers: No. 4, Brown: No. 3, Judd; No. 2, 
Miller; bow, Wheelright. Campbell, Simp- 
son, Whitney, and Coonley have been given 
frequent trials in the first boat. The order 
ef the second boat fs as follows: Stroke, 
Campbell: No. 7, Patterson; No. 6, Coonley; 
No. 5, Cadwalleder: No. 4, Sutphin; No. 3, 
Marsh: No: 2, Whitney; bow, Simpson. Lang- 
ford and Longacre, as old men, will of course 
keep their seats. Treadway will occupy seat 
No. 7, and Bailey will probably move up to 
No, 4 or No. 3. Rodgers is pulling in fairly 
good form, but his value.as an oar lies in his 
great strercth. Brown hasan ideal physique 
for an oarsman and is also a powerful man. 
He had only had little previous experience, 
but he learns quickly and stands an excellent 
chance of making the boat. Juddispullinga 
very smooth and finished stroke. The three 
bow seats, however, are the most unsettled 
of the lot, and it will take some lively hus- 
tling before they can be fully decided. 

The baseball men are the only ones who 
have as yet not started in training. Asin 
case of the track team, there are only a few 
of last year’s veterans back. In fact, only 
two of the regular players, Capt. Quinby 
end Keator, are now in college. There are 
no old pitchers and Capt. Quinby must de- 
pend on new material to fill this very critical 
vacancy. Greenway, a freshman, has a good 
reputation, and it is expected that he will 
prove the coming man. The candidates will 
be-called out in just a week to begin work in 
the cage.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


GUNBOAT HELENA TO BE LAUNCHED 
ON THURSDAY. 


Distinguished Cannan from Montana 
Will Be Present Upon the Occasion 
~—Ceremony Takes Place at New- 
port News — Peculiarities of Con- 
struction of the New Vessel—Is De- 
signed for River Travel—Has a Mil- 
itary Mast. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
Assistant Secretary McAdoo representing 
the Navy Department, the two Senators from 
the State of Montana, and a number of naval 
officers, will leave here next week to be pres- 
ent on Thursday at the launch of the new 
light draft gunboat Helena, which is to take 
place at Newport News. 

The new gunboat is one of the three au- 
thorized by Congress three years ago, the 
other two having slid down the ways in 
October last. The Helena is designed espe- 
Clally for river service such as that per- 
formed by the old side-wheeler Monocacy, 
which protected many an American mission- 
ary going hundreds of miles up the rivers of 
China. It is 250 feet long, with a maximum 
beam of forty feet, but if: mean draft is only 
nine feet, while the speed is expected to be 
at least thirteen knots. A novel feature of 
the Helena is that it has a large military 
mast with tops similar in all respects to 
those on the big battleships, and from 


which the banks of a river or the houses of | 


a town can be easily commanded. 

Another peculiar equpment of this new 
gunboat, which, by the way, is a sister ship 
to the Wilmington, launched last fall, is that 


provision is made for carrying an unusually | 


large force of men, and the ship’s boats are 
much larger than ordinary, the steam cutter 


/ and sailing launch being each thirty-three 
| feet long, or as large as those supplied with 


the heaviest battleships. 


Armament of the Vessel. 

The new gunboat will be armed with eight 
four-inch breechloading rapid firing guns, 
divided between the upper and gun decks. 
In addition to these there are four six- 
pounders and one two-pounder rapid-fire, 
and two gatlings. This river gunboat is 
also equipped with a peculiar steering gear, 
The after part of the ship has been largely 
cut away to afford a free flow of water, and 
two rudders are provided, one ahead of the 
other. Behind them are fitted heavy 
braces, which makes it possible for the ship 
back up against the bank and swing 
around with the current without damage to 
the steering gear. 

These various novelties have interested 
naval officers generally, and they will study 
the construction of the ship in the expecta- 
tion that others of the same type will be 
authorized. The launch will be from the 
ways of the Newport News company, which 
secured the contract not only for these 
three light-draft gunboats, but also for the 
construction of the two big new battleships, 
the Kearsarge and Kentucky. 

Silwer Set for Gunboat Helena. 

Helena, Mont., Jan. 25.—The citizens of 
this city have decided to present the gun- 
boat City of Helena, named after this city, 
with a silver service set. Agnes Belle Steele, 
who will christen the boat, has started for 
Washington. The event will be celebrated 
here with a banquet. 


HARVEYIZED STEEL INVESTIGATION 


Senate Committee Takes Up the Matter 
and Does Not Go Far. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—The inquiry 
into the Navy Department’s connection with 
the manufacturers of Harveyized steel was 
continued by the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affiairs today. 

Commander Folger, against whom, as 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, the inves- 
tigation is largely directed, was present, but 
at Chairman Cameron's suggestion post- 
poned his statement until the other wit- 
nesses should be heard. There were, there- 
fore, no witnesses before the committee 
today. Senator Chandler presented the 
record in the lawsuit of James R. Davies 
against the Harvey company, in which Fol- 
ger’s connection with the company was de- 
veloped. 

The committee then entered upon a gen- 
eral consideration of the cost of the manu- 
facture of armor, in which connection there 
arose an informal discussion of Senator 
Smith’s bill for the establishment of an 
armor manufactory az Washington. None 
of the committee members was possessed of 
detailed information as to the cost of armor, 
and it was determined to obtain definite 
information on this point. Sufficient in- 
formation was elicited, however, it is said, 
to convince the committee that the price of 
$500 a ton now paid is too high. 
PRACTICALLY DROP ARMES’ CASE. 
Ne Desire to Prosecute the Major Un- 

less It Proves Needful. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—J. N. Morrit- 
son of the Judge Advocate-General’s offfte, 
counsel for Col. Henry W. Closson, com- 
mandant at the Washington Barracks, has 
notified the counsel for Maj. George A. 
Armes that on Wednesday morning next he 
will make a motion before Judge Bradley of 
the District Supreme Court for the execution 
of the mandate of the Court of Appeals in 
the case of Maj. Armes. 

In sy@mitting this mandate of the court 
to Judge Bradley, Mr. Morrison will an- 
nounce his purpose not to ask that there be 
any actual return by the court or its officers 
of the body of Maj. Armes to the actual 
custody of Col. Closson. The explanation 
of this action of the government’s attorney 
in this case is that the Secretary of War is 
not inclined to proceed against Maj. Armes 


unless his future course of conduct should ‘ 


render such a step necéssSary. 

The officers of the Law Department of the 
army regard the action of the Court of Ap- 
peals as a complete vindication of the course 
of action taken by the military authorities 
in the premises, and probably will allow the 
matter to drop altogether unless it assumes 
a new:and more serious aspect. 


SENATE AGAINST FREE SHIPPING. 
Yo aE . 
Committee Votes Unanimously in Op- 
position to the Measure. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—The Subcom- 
mittee on Shipping of the Senate Committee 
on Commerce today*decided to report ad- 
versely the free shipping bill providing for 
the admission of foreign-built ships to Amer- 
ican registry. This bill had been recom- 
mended by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Commissioner of Navigation. The 
negative vote was unanimous, including the 
three Democratic members of the commit- 
tee, Messrs. Gorman, Murphy, and White. 
The subcommittee authorized a favorable 
report upon Senator Frye’s bill to repeal the 
provision in the existing tonnage tax law 
which relieves the vessels of other countries 


from paying this tax when the governments - 


of the countries to which the vessels belong 


similarly relieve our vessels. 
It is understood that the administration 


is favorable to this bill. It is regarded by 
some as an effort at retaliation against Ger- 
many for her exclusion of American prod- 
ucts. Maj. Quinn of the Engineer Corps of 
the army and J. W. Bryant were given a 
hearing upon the importance of Mississippi 
River improvements.

Ottoman Bank Nearly Broke. 

The Imperial Ottoman Bank, which is in 
effect the financial department of the Sul- 
tan’s government, reported that there would 
be no hope of raising money in England 
owing to the feeling excited by the outrages 
in Armenia and the general belief in the in- 
security of Turkish rule. 

In this extremity it is possible that the 
Sultan turned to Russia in the hope that her 
good offices might be employed to insure 
the success of a loan in France, which has 
already performed similar service for Russia 
in connection with the Chinese loan. This 
might serve to explain the rumor of a Russo- 
Turkish~treaty, and it is certain anyway 
that, if there should be a treaty support of 
Russia in floating a new Turkish loan would 
be an essential condition of it.

Cause Assigned for a Turko- 
Russian Alliance. 


‘SULTAN’S NEED OF MONEY. 


Plausible Theory for Yielding to 
Czar’s Blandishments. 


Peaceful Settlement of Venezuela Dis- 
: pute Is Probable. 


EACH SIDE READY TO CONCEDE, 


London, Jan. 25.—After champagne cold 
water is not an exhilarating drink. The dis- 
cussion fo foreign topics has been dull this 
week, and the public has lacked the stimulus 
of exciting events and startling surprises, 
The Pall Mall Gazette has attempted to en- 
liven affairs by printing a Constantinople 
dispatch in relation to an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance between Russia and Turkey. 
The news is not officially confirmed from 
any capital and is discredited at the Foreign 
Office, but is seriously discussed by all the 
journals except the Times, which recently 
had a painful experience of its own witha 
similar disclosure, the alleged secret treaty 
between Russia and China. 

If the Sultan has put himself in the hands 
of Russia he has chosen a strange time for 
the surrender of any rights. He has appa- 
rently baffied the combined resources of six 
powers and triumphed all along the line. 
When he has succeeded in bringing the diplo- 
macy of Europe to nought why should he 
seek an offensive and defensive alliance with 
any single power? Why should he abandon 
his permanent policy of playing off one 
against another? On this ground alone the 
rumored convention may be regarded as im- 
probable. 


Grounds for Alliance Story. 

Still, there are certain inferences which 
seem to render the disclosures reasonable. 
Russia has thwarted England during the 
complications in Constantinople and has bro- 
ken up the European concert. Russia has 
rendered the Sultan important service and 
may have bargained in advance for this 
treaty. Turkey, moreover, owes Russia a 
good deal é6f money. Russia may have de- 
manded payment of an installment of the in- 
demnity fund and secured the treaty from 
the bankrupt government under financial 
pressure. The Sultan, too, has been direct- 
ly under the influence of the Russian and 
French Ministers and may have consented 
to the revival of the treaty of Unkiar-Skeles- 
si as an act of retributive justice to En- 
gland for attempting to coerce him. 

While these and other conjectures can be 
formed, the Secrets of diplomacy are not 
obtained in Constantinople as easily as in 
Washington, where Mr. Norman button- 
holed everybody in a week and dusted out 
hidden pigeonholes. If Russia has adopted 
measures by which the Black Sea is con- 
verted into a private pond with a free outlet 
for her navy, the truth of the disclosure 
will not be admitted by any responsible dip- 
lomatist. 

The story may not be true, but denials 
-do not settle it, for these would be forth- 
coming in any event. 


Not Unpleasing to the English. 
What is more to the point is the temper of 
the English journals in discussing the gen- 
eral subject. Even with the flying squadron

Whole Story Told in a Cartoon. 

Sir John Tenniel hits off the main situation 
with a cartoon representing John Bull and 
Mme. France seated on a bench under a tree 
and casting sly glances at each other, with 
remarks aside: “She's rather an attractive 
woman,” and “after all he’s not so bad.’’ 
This expresses the rapprochement as em- 
bodied in the Siam convention and the Niger- 
Tunis stipulations. But the Russian is on 
the other side of the tree, close to Madame.

Meanwhile a British resi- 
dent rules, and Mr. Chamberlain is called 
upon to decide whether he will have a 
military Governor, a _ protectorate, or a 
chartered company. There is already talk 
of building a light railway to Coomassie 
and developing the country with an imperial 
grant. 

Sympathy for the Royal Widows. 

The death of Prince Henry of Battenberg 
has drawn out an expression of universal 
sympathy and sorrow for the Queen and 
Princess Beatrice. The court is ordinarily 
inaccessible to the public, except as the 
stilted daily Court Circular records the do- 
ings of royalty; but when the hour of be- 
reavement comes there seem to be no secrets, 
and the public is admitted into the full con- 
fidence of the Queen’s family. The Prince 
was not often seen in public, but was liked 
as a court favorite, a good sportsman and 
yachtsman. He wearied of inaction at the 
court. His desire for military service re- 
ceived little encouragement in any quarter. 
There were many obstacles to his appoint- 
ment as a volunteer aide. These were over- 
come mainly by his resolute determination 
to have active service in the field. His de- 
parture for Ashantee was criticised by mili- 
tary men and ridiculed by many writers for 
the press, but he is now regarded as a mar- 
tyr to duty, and there is no disposition in 
any quarter to withhold sincere sympathy 
from the Queen and Princess Beatrice. On 
the day when the sad tidings came a naval 
parade was planned for the morning, and a 
grand banquet and private theatricals for 
the evening. Royalty is tsolated in its regre-. 
ation and daily life. Its sorrow alone is 
' shared by a nation whose loyalty and af- 

fection are always quickened when the 
shadows are deepest at court. . 


City Parliament in Session. 


‘The Municipal Parliament of London re- 
sumed its sessions this week at Spring Gar- 
dens with some amusing byplay. Mr. 
Beresford Hope proposed to amend the 
standing orders so that members of the 
County Council might keep their hats on 
when seated, and another reform procedure 
. favored was a measure to prevent an hon- 
orable member from making twenty short 
speeches in a single afternoon.

He asked for a draft of a 
water bill. The two parties, which have 
been playing a game of cross-purposes, are 
seeking to compromise their differences and 
agree upon some plan for buying out the 
water companies. 


New Editor for the News. 

E. T. Cook has not yet taken charge of the 
Daily News, which has rounded ow a half 
century of journalism and has received 
hearty congratulations from its rivals and 
friends. The new editor is a young man to 
take the editor’s chair,. which, has been 
filled by such men as Dickens, Forster, 
Dicey, Hill, Lucy, and Robinson, but he 
is an accomplished journalist of sound judg- 
ment. After a brilliant career at Oxford he 
served an apprenticeship under Mr. Stead 
on the Pall Mall Gazette, subsequently bc- 
ing editor of that great journal and of the 
Westminster Gazette. He has not yet dis- 
closed the lines of policy in the future con- 
duct of the leading Liberal journal, but

ARMENIA LEADING TOPIC AGAIN, 


% 
Reasons Assigned for the Sultan’s Al- 
liance with the Czar. 

London, Jan, 25.—The most startling po- 
litical news of the week Was the announce- 
ment, on Thursday, in a dispatch froin 
Constantinople to the Pall Mall Gazette 
that an offensive and defensive alliance had 
been formed between Russia and Turkey. 
True or untrue the story has aroused the 
keenest discussion throughout Great Britain 
and the continent and the specials from the 


different European capitals contain admis- 


sions which lend color to the report. Tur- 
key’s terrible financial plight, it is believed, 
may have driven the Sultan into the arms 
of Russia and the official and semj-official 
denials of the accuracy of such rumors, 
which are always forthcoming, are regarded 
with considerable suspicion, especially as 
the Pall Mall Gazette Nas been proved to 
be correctly informed, in spite of denials, 
in the case of several previous statements 
of great importance. 

A notable instance of this was the Pall 
Mall Gazette’s announcement of the impend- 
ing retirement of Mr. Gladstone from active 
political life. Moreover, the information 
contained in the Constantinople dispatch of 
the Pall Mall Gazette is confirmed today 
from an excellent source, a letter from the 
Speaker’s correspondent at Constantinoplo 
in which the writer declares that the Russo- 
Turkish treaty is an actual fact, although 
it does not exist on paper. The correspond- 
ent adds: 

‘‘Russia is absolute master of the situa- 
tion, and it is believed here that the enor- 
mous backsheesh sent by the Sultan to.the 
Czar, valued at £35,000 ($175,000), and iInclud- 
ing one of the most famous jewels in the 
imperial collection, marked the secret treaty 
of alliance by which Russia guarantees the 
integrity of the Ottoman Empire, and agrees 
to assist in the restoration of order in Kurd- 
istan, and also in the defense of the Darda- 
nelles, 

France Follows Russia. 


“France follows Russia as a blind man 
follows his dog. France was the first to de- 
nounce the treaty of Unkiar-Skelessi; now 
she is silent. 

“The attitude of Germany is more despica- 
Ale than that of Fance; she is trying to win 
favor with Russia by out-heroding Herod. 
The outcome of the Armenian difficulty has 
been the triumph of Russia and the humilia- 
tion of Great Britain.”’ 

The English newspapers generally accept 
this view of the defeat of British diplomacy. 
The Chronicle, almost alone, views the situ- 
ation with complacency and thinks it ought 
to lead to a complete entente between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain on the whole Asiatic 
question, including Egypt. 


Causes Anxiety in Vienna. 


Abroad the report has caused a great deal 
of anxiety. The Standard’s Vienna corre- 
spondent admits t.iat the general impression 
there is that some arrangement between 
Russia and Turkey actually exists. 

The Neue Freie Presse of Vienna says: 

‘*There is no doubt Russia has exercised a 
strong influence at Constantinople; but Eu- 
rope can scarcely abandon its interests in 
Turkey in favor of a single power.”’ 

This development of the Eastern question 
has aroused great interest as to the inten- 
tions of the United States, and the feeling is 
expressed that the United States will ere 
long prove a potent factor in the Levant. 
The debates in Congress upon this subject 
are eagerly followed and commented upon 


here.

AMERICA NEED NOT LOOK FOR AN 
ALLY THERE. 


General Belief Throughout Europe 
That the Ramored Alliance Is Alto- 
gether Probable and That It Pre- 
clades Any Help Being Given to the 
Armenians—Rumors of Action by 
the United States Against the Sub- 
lime Porte Reach London. 

{SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Jan. 25.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Politicians in Eu- 
rope must be suspected of laughing in their 
sleeves at Senator Frye’s Friday speech, in 
which he proposed to turn Armenia over to 
Russia and leave that delightfully progres- 
sive government to protect the poor, suffer- 
ing Christians. It were better that our pub- 
lic men learned European politics if we are 
to play an active part in the affairs of the 
globe. 

There is but one opinion here, and that is 
that Russia not only planned and fomented 
the present trouble in Armenia but it alone 
prevented the rescue of the Armenians by 
the great powers that attended the Berlin 
conference.

Points of the Bill. 


It has been doubted up to this time wheth- 
er M. Bourgeois would have the courage to 
enter upon the crusade, but your corre- 
spondent has learned from a near political 
friend of the Premier the matn points of 
the proposed bill. It will guarantee, in the 
first place, complete liberty of association, 
which:has been denied since the days of 
Gambetta, but ft will strictly define the 
position of permanent associations possess- 
ing real estate, and will compel all such or- 
ganizations to prove their “ public utility.” 

Many humanitarian societies, such as the 
Society for Saving Human Life, the Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, to Animals, etc., are recognized by 
the government as being of public utility. 

Several religious orders already enjoy such 
recognition, among others the Jesuits,-the 
Pominicans, and the Little Sisters of the 
Poor. But besides these well-known s0- 
cileties there are in France thousands of 
religious associations possessing enormous 
wealth in stocks, vineyards, estates, and 
buildings, whose public utility, it is claigned, 
is not evident. 


May Confiscate Property. 


These associations will be required by the 
forthcoming bill to furnish proofs of their 
public utility as well as detailed statements 
of their wealth and the use to which it is put. 
lf proof of public utility is not furnished, the 
associations may be dissolved and their 
property confiscated. In any case the prop- 
— returns will be used as a basis for taxa- 

ion. 

Under the Ribot law, the many religious 
associations, among others the Dominicans 
and the Jesuits,commissioned a certain num- 
ber of their members to solicit legacies. In 
order to circumveréthe heavy death duties 
levied in France upon all bequests to asso- 
cilations, it has been customary for some 
time for legacies thus obtained to be be- 
queathed to a member of the order instead 
of to the order itself. 


To Obtain Effective Control. 


The new bill authorizes relatives and heirs 
of the testator who has thus bequeathed 
money or lands to a member of a religious 
order to collect and produce proof that the 
order itself and not the individual member 
was intended to be the real beneficiary. If 
such proof can be produced the bequest will 
be annulled, and the property divided among 
the natural heirs. Moreover, the order thus 
proved guilty of fraud will be liable to can- 
celation of the recognition of its public util- 
ity, and consequently wiil be liable to dis- 
solution, anditsproperty may be confiscated. 
Property thus confiscated probably would be 
applied to the relief of the poor or the 
creating of an insurance fund against old 
age. 

“In this way,” says M. Bourgeois’ friend. 
“the government hopes to obtain effective 
control of.the religious associations by pure- 
ly fiscal and legal means and to prevent 
clerical organizations from .ever becoming 
centers for monarchists’ propaganda or 
from furnishing vast sums of money for 
a monarchist campaign, as was done during 
the Boulangist episode. It is hoped also to 
cripple the French church as a political ma- 
chine and to render innocuous any further 
political order that may be received by it 
from the Vatican.” 

But will M. Bourgeois succeed? His bill 
probably will pass the Chamber of Deputies, 
but in the Senate the battle will be fierce, 
for in the latter body the Clericals are 
strong both in membership and influence. 

Should the Senate reject the bill and a 
deadlock result Parliament probably would 
be. dissolved and a Radical majority re- 
turned sufficiently strong, perhaps, to awe 
the Senate into submission.

NEW TURCO-RUSS TREATY 


REPORT IS REGARDED AS ALTO- 
GETHER IMPROBABLE. 


. 


Source of Publication Casts Doubts 
Upon Its Likelihood—No Intimation 
of It Existed in Spite of the Meth- 
ods of Surveillance in Vogue in 
Constantinople—Great Powers of 
Europe Could Not Peynmit Such a 
Thing—Death of Prince Henry. 

Washington D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
The report of an alliance between Russia 
and Turkey is, in the form alleged, improb- 
able, and it comes from a source open to 
suspicion. We are much in the habit of ac- 
cepting European rumors without inquiring 
closely into the origin of them. This comes 
from the Pall Mall Gazette and the relations 
of that journal with Turkey are peculiar. 
Its editor, Mr. Cust, formerly a member of 

Parliament, was sent to Constantinople last 

year to interview the Sultan with reference 

to Armenian outrages and other matters. 

He succeeded. He was a Turkophile before 

he went and he returned more favorably 

disposed than ever to Turkey and Turkish 
methods of rule, He has reiations of some 
kind with the Turkish foreign office. He 
may, therefore, receive foreign news from 
their office. He may, on the other hand, be 
used by the office. The Turks may think it 
desirable to set afloat through this conven- 
ient channel a report of an alliance with 
Russia, with a view to ascertain what Eu- 
rope would say to such an alliance. 
That is probably what has now happened. 

It is at any rate a more natural and plaus- 

ible explanation of the story and of its pub- 

lication in that paper than any other 1 can 
think of. : 
Alliance Is Improbable. 


The improbabilities of such an alliance 
are rAimerous. If it has been formed it has 


almost certainly been formed by direct ne- |

These 
negotiations must have been strung onalong 
line. It is difficult to conceive that no other 
Ambassador knew they were going on.

Was Unsuccessful Before. 

A little less than twenty years ago it 
tried, at the end of a successful war, to do the 
same thing in a less degree, and at the very 
gates of Constantinople extorted from the 
Sultan the treaty of San Stefano. The pow- 
ers tore it up and threw the fragments in the 
face of Russia, and around the council table 
in the Foreign Office of the German capital 
framed the treaty of Berlin, which they 
forced Russia to sign. 

The treaty is still the law of Europe. It 
is, like all other treaties, capable of being 
rescinded or of being broken. Any one of 
the signatory powers may, perhaps, to use 
the diplomatic phrase, denounce it, but it de- 
pends upon the other powers whether the 
denouncing power shall or shall not be per- 
mitted to withdraw trom the covenants into 
which it has entered. The case of canceling 
a treaty between two powers only isa dif- 
ferent case. Each then acts with reference 
only to the other. But if Russia breaks 
away from the treaty of Berlin it hasallthe 
other powers on its hands. 

So would Russia had there never been any 
treaty of Berlin. Great interests are at 
stake. The powers most directly concerned 
in the partitioning are England, Austria, 
and France, besides Russia. Treaty or no 
treaty, they must protect their own interests. 
France is supposed to have an alliance or 
understanding with Russia. A new one would 
be needed if there were a new one between 
Russia and Turkey. The interests of France 
and Russia in the Fastern question are very 
far from being identical. There must be 
when the break-up of Turkey comes either a 
reneral agreement upon the distribution of 
its territory, or war. There are many other 
considerations; Dut these are more than suf- 
ficient to show how unlikely it fs that the 
present report of a Russo-Turkish alliance 
has any substantial foundation. 


Reviving Anti-British Hopes. 


Indeed, the story would not have needed 
so much discussion were it not for the effect 
it had here in Washington in reviving the 
hopes of those who wish for trouble with 
England and who think that England's 
difficulty is America’s opportunity. Our 
most belligerent Senators regarded it as 
a kind of providential interposition in be- 
half.of our client in South Americe and of 
the United States as Venezuela’s advocate. 
The German Emperor was the first agent 
whom providence selected, but after some 
days’ consideration he declined the mission. 
The Turk comes next, and is expected to 
devote to our relief such time as he is able 
to spare from murdering his Armenian sub- 
jects. We are nevertheless ungrateful to 
him and make speeches and pass rselutions 
in the Senate rebuking him and expressing 
earnest hopes that somebody else will do 
something to Keep him in order. 

Nor does it really seem probable that we 
shall need the help of the Turk or of the Ger- 
man Emperor against England. Every im- 
portant expression which has come from 
Icengland during the week is one of anxious 
desire for a peaceful settlement of the 
Venezuelan question on terms honorable to 
both countries. Now and then an evening 
paper in London uses strong language, 
which is perhaps only the inevitable and 
feeble echo of some of the strong language 
heard on this side. The really authoritative 
papers are all for amicable measures, for 
conciliation, for compromise. They want 
te find a way out. So'does Lord Salisbury. 
He, say those who are in his confidence, will 
welcome any frank and fair proposal. If 
he is met, as I believe he willbe, in the same 
spirit on this side the Venezuela controversy 
ought to be nearing its end. 


Effect of Davis Resolution. 


Perhaps the Davis resolution in the Sen- 
ate tends to prolong it, and it cannot be said 
that this resolution has made a good im- 


pression alfoad. France dislikes it and says ©

GERMANY MAY BE ISOLATED POWER 


Complicated than Ever. 

London, Jan. 25.—It is difficult to imagine 
a more complicated and uncertain political 
situation than the one which is now being 
studied by the statesmen of Europe. Even 
if the reported alliance between Russia and 
Turkey is the myth it is said to be, north 
and south, east and west, everywhere the 
state of uncertainty as to the future pre- 
vails, and the general public, it would seem, 
for some time to come, must be content with 
being allowed to await developments, 

Rumors of alliances and counter alliances 
fill the air and crowd the newspapers; but 
until the shuffling of cards has been com- 
pleted and the hands rearranged for the new 
game of bluff and grab believed to be ar- 
ranged between the powers, it will be diffi- 
cult to definitely decide who are partners 
gnd who are their opponents. But one point 
seems to gleam out from the fog of diplo- 
macy, and that is that a rearrangement of 
the European entanglements is being engi- 
neered, even if it is not in progress, or even 
an accomplished fact, and there are people 
here who intimate that when the deal is 
completed Germany, and not Great Britain, 
will be the ‘“‘isolated’’ power of Europe. 

This is said to be borne out by the “con- 
cessions’’ Great Britain has made to France 
and may have made to Russia. But, of 
course, this is simply one way of looking at 
it, and it is by no means certain that itis the 
right way. 


GIVES A LIST OF ARMENIANS KILLED. 


Startling Table Prepared by the Local 
Relief Commission. 

The local Armenian Commission has com- 
piled a report showing the number of peo- 
ple slain by the Turks and the number of 
houses burned. Just how the figures were 
If correct, they con- 


been -eeking for for sometime. In all 14,006 
Armenians are said to have been killed and 
6,601 houses burned. These were scattered 
all over the territory of Armenia, where the 
hostile bands of Turks rushed on their tour 
of pillage and slaughter. Accounts of the 
most blood-curdling atrocities are given in 
detail. Priests were forced to sound the call 
*‘to prayer’ and then shot by Kurds armed 
with rifles.

At Arabkir, one of. the largest villages, 
2,750 hottses were burned.

WOULD BE AN INSULT TO BRITAIN. 


What the Victoria Club Says of Con-~ 
gratulating Kruger. 

Gen. John Walker, President of the Vic- 
toria club, organized ten months ago with 
headquarters at the Clifton House, is much 
elated over the resolutions presented Mon- 
day by Senator Cullom inthe Senate. These 
resolutions emanated from the Victoria club 
and protested against sending a congratu- 
latory message to Pesident Kruger of the 
Transvaal Republic. 

“We are not in sympathy with Dr. Jame- 
son,” said Gen. Walker, “because we believe 
it a freebooter expedition instigated by the 
South African company, and do not consider 
the Government of Great Britain in any way 
responsible for it. We think Jameson 
should be called to task for attempting to in- 
volve the English Government in any quar- 
rel. He has made a fool of himself. 

‘The purpose of the Victoria club is to in- 
fluence descendants :of English parents to 
become citizens of the United States. No 
one can belong unless he has first taken out 
naturalization papers and no one can be an 
officer until he has attained citizenship. We 
have protested against sending a congratu- 
latory message to the President of the 
Transvaal Republic because we think it 
would be offering to the English Govern- 
ment, which is in no way responsible, an un- 
just insult.”

In the Official Report. 

An instructive contrast to these demands 
fS$ furnished in the official report of the 
colonies which has just been published, 
From this document it appears that out of 
the thousands of Germans to whom the Em- 
peror refers only 700 have apparently elected 
to take up their residence in greater Ger- 
many, and of this number 250 are military 
and civil authorities. These figures do not 
include Southwest Africa, for which ne 
statistics are given.

Through these agencies the various 
churches, institutions, societies, and individ- 
uals who give to the poor have come into co- 
tion one with another. The largest 
cities—such as London, Berlin, and New 
ork—are districted, with a local agent in 
each district to superintend the various local 
charitable forces and to be the means of 
t communication with the central 
office. In Berlin, as in more than thirty 
other German cities, this scheme is a part 
of the government. The men must serve on 
the local district charity committee as in 
this country they must serveona jury. But 
in London and New York, as in other large 
lish and American cities, the codper- 
ating society is a volunteer body of leading 
citizens representing the charitable socie- 


.ties of the city. 
When, several years ago, New York en- 
upon this codperative plan it was ac- 
complished through the direction of the 
Board of State Charities, which passed the 
following clear resolutions, now applicable 


to Chicago: 

“Whereas, There are in the City of New 
York a large number of independent socie- 
ties engaged in teaching and relieving the 

of the city in their homes; and 

“Whereas, Therejs at present no system of 
cobperation by which these societies can re- 
ceive definite mutual information in regard 
to the work of each other; and 

“Whereas, Without some such system it

Social, Reforma. 

There is still another function which the 
Central Codperating Agency may serve ina 
city, which is not the least important. Finding 
tenements in bad condition, garbage unre- 
moved, or any public evil of this sort, it is 
able to command the attention and respect 
of the public authorities, and since it is not 
a relief society, but works wholly for better 
influence in the homes of the poor, it is often 
able to accomplish its aim. In some cities 
it has been able to develop public sentiment 
against bad industrial conditions, such as 
long hours of shop girls standing. In many 
cities during the recent hard times it has 
taken the lead in organizing such industrial 
forms of relief as would prevent the great 
body of the working class from suffering. 

It has been estimated there are about 200 
relief-giving societies in Chicago, besides the 
various forms of medical and educational 
charity, and that more than $2,000,000 is 
expended each year. If this is true, wise 
business direction is essential. When one 
reflects that the well-being of many thou- 
sands of the poor, perhaps as many as one- 
tenth of the population, is more or less at 
stake, the whole matter becomes one for the 
careful consideration of the best talent in 
the community. If one is building a house 
that costs $2,000,000 he will save money by 
having careful architects and plans. The 
same is equally true of the charitable system 


in a great city.

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ELEVATED LOOP CAUSES REMOVALS. 


C. H. Slack’s Store to Go to Randolph 
Street. 

The influence of the elevated loop upon 
property is becoming manifest. C. H. Slack 
has leased Martin Ry :rson’s building, Nos. 
45 to 49 Randolph street, for a term of ten 
years from May 1, 1897. It is understood the 
rental is to be $30,000 a year. Mr. Slack has 
been looking for a desirable location since 
it became positive that the loop would be 
built. His present lease expires April 30, but 
some time ago he leased the five-story build- 
ing at No. 38 State street to remain until he 
gets possession of the Ryerson building. Thé 
lease on the latter is held by ene petneipe! 
occupant, the Lartz Wall Paper mpany, 
and runs till April 30, 1897. It is six stories in 
height, the upper floors being leased to 
Various tenants. Mr. Slack holds the view 
that the completion of the loop and other 
Jines proposed will, within a few years, bring 
thirty lines of transportation within a short 
distance of his door—a circumstance of much 
importance to the retail grocery business he 
conducts. 

The building now occupied by Mr. Sleck 
is owned by the Mark Skinner estate, and 
has a frontage of fifty-seven feet on Wa- 
bash avenue and 163 feet on Madison street. 
Negotiations for the lease of the property 
by Henry W. King & Co. have been in 
progress. It was stated by that firm they 
had not been consummated, but it is reported 
the details are in a fair way to be settled. 
The purpose of the lease would be to conduct 
a large retail clothing store, which would 
seem to indicate the growth of the belief 
that the loop will make Wabash avenue a 
heavy retail street. The firm now conducts 
the large retail clothing establishment at the 
scuthwest corner of Madison and Clark 
streets. 

Some time since it was noted the Wheeler 
& Wilson Sewing Machine company had 
taken the High Building on the east side of 
Wabash north of Randolph. It is now re- 
ported Dean Bros. & Lincoln, now occupy- 
ing the northwest corner of Wabash ave- 
nue and Randolph street, are negotiating 
for property near the Rush street bridge. 
On Lake street it is understood several of 
the large hardware concerns are figuring 
for new locations, all of which movements 
may be taken as indicative of changes in the 
district immediately affected by the ele- 
vated loop and the tendency of lighter lines 
of business to displace the wholesale trade 
now occupying the district mentioned. 

An important removal has been nego- 
tiated by William A. Merigold & Co. and 
Nenry G. Foreman of the Dakota company. 


They have leased to Messrs. Lapp & Flers- 
heim, for a long term of years, for the whole- 
sale jewelry business, the three upper floors 
of the building on the northeast corner of 
State and Adams strevts. They have also 
leased the store and basement of the same 
building, being 76x144 feet, to Mr. C. D. 
Peacock, the well-known jeweler, now lo- 
cated on the northwest corner of State and 
Washington streets. The rentals have not 
yet been made public. Mr. Peacock will put 
in a magnificent ornamental plate glass 
front, mosaic floors, and the store when 
completed will be the most elaborate, ex- 
tensive, and beautiful jewelry establishment 
west of New York. Mr. Peacock is also 
negotiating with Messrs. Lapp & Flersheim 
for a part of their space to be used exclusive- 
ly for the manufacture of jewelry.

MORE WOULDSAVE MONEY 


WHAT CHICAGO FINANCIERS SAY OF 
POSTOFFICE SAVINGS BANKS. 


While They Admit the Absolute Safety 
of the Funds Deposited, It Is Ques- 
tioned Whether the Present Condi- 
tions of Things Would Warrant the 
Government in Establishing the 
System—How the Pian Works in 
England—Lessen Danger of Panics. 


Opinions on the feasibility of a postoffice 
savings bank system differ among bankers 
of Chicago. While the guarantee of abso- 
lute safety for the money deposited is ad- 
mitted, and the additional revenue might 
prove useful to the government, it is serious- 
ly questioned whether the present conditions 
would warrant the establishment of such 
a system. Postal savings banks have been 
established successfully in Europe in several 
countries, but it is asserted by those who 
have studied the subject the conditions’in 
those countries are so different from condi- 
tions in the United States the success of such 
an undertaking there would be no criterion 
for estimating the success of a similar enter- 
prise here. 

It is asserted, on the other hand, the safety 
of such a banking system would induce 
nearly all poor people who now do no bank- 
ing business to deposit their money, and, 
ethically, would be of benefit to the country 
generally, increasing economy and industry 
among the people. The revenue of which 
the government would cbtain the use at @ 
low rate of interest if continental methods 
were followed would amount to hundreds 
of millions, it is said. While there are sav- 
ings banks and banking establishments of 
all kinds sufficient to accommodate all de- 
positors now doing business in the large cit- 
ies, yet, itis maintained, there is always the 
element of fear of the banks going to the 
wall among the small depositors. ina time 
of financial trouble this might resultinarun 
on a bank, which under other conditions 
would be safe, but which might be forced to 
close its doors at the time. 

Scheme of Postal Banks Revived. 


This banking system is an old question 
and has been considered for a number of 
years, Postmaster-General Wanamaker be- 
ing an ardent advocate of the measure, 
Since his time the scheme has been al- 
lowed to languish until the last month, 
when its friends have again come to the 
front with it. 

Postmaster Hesing is one of the strong 
supporters of the measure in Chicago. He 
said yesterday: 

“The absolute saféty of such a banking 
system would make depositors of a great 
number of poor people who now do not de- 
posit their money for fear of banks closing 
their doors or some financial reverses over- 
taking them. The amount of money which 
would be accumulated for government use 
would reach into the hundred millions and 
would be secured at a low rate of interest. 

“At the time of the financial panic many 
people withdrew their deposits from the 
banks and came here to the Postoffice and 
took out money orders payable to them- 
selves, which they kept for two or three 
months until the financial condition became 
more settled, when they cashed them in 
and again deposited. This system would be 
something of the same nature. The gov- 
ernment would secure this money and would 
pay a low rate of interest on it, with an abso- 
lute guarantee of its safety to the people 
s0 depositing it. 

“It would establish a department within 
a department and would require a new force 
of men with banking experience, probably. 
The measure is a good one, but whether 
it has a chance of being presented to Con- 
gress for approval I do not know. I do not 
believe the movement to revive this scheme 
is widespread, but it may become so.” 

What Chicago Bankers Think. 

Lyman J. Gage, said: “Such a system 
would provide a safe place for the deposit of 
the money of poor people. Whether the gov- 
ernment is the proper agent for it is another 
question. What will the government do 
with the money is a more serious ques- 
tion. The law in Great Britain requires the 
investment of such savings funds in consols, 
which are equivalent to our government 
bonds. The department of this banking sys- 
tem keeps government agents in the market 
end is a buyer of its own obligation, and so 
enhances the price that the government 
realizes less interest on its consols than the 
interest it pays on the deposits received. 
Therefore, the deposits amount to donations 
to the government by the Savings Bank De- 
partment. 


“Another rule of the British Treasury De- / 


partment is they are compelled to buy a cer- 
tain number of government consols annually 
for the sinking fund. It further tends to en- 
hance the price of the consols. Pressure from 
the outside and popular request has from 
time to time changed the limit of the amount 
of one deposit, and the situation there is de- 
manding the serious attention of students of 
government finance. We have not yet dem- 
onstrated our ability to take any decent care 
of the liabilities we have, and I think before 
we go into the postal savings business and 
develop hundreds of millions of liabilities we 
had better learn to take proper care of the 
obligations under which our government 
now labors.”’ 

Cashier J. R. Chapman of the American 
Trust and Savings Bank said: ‘“‘This system 
ought to be safe and popular among the 
people, but it hardly seems practical. There 
are sufficient banks already to accommodate 
depositors, and the government would be 
encumbered with extra expense and would 
have to provide a large force of men to carry 
on. such a system. I do not think the plan 
feasible.’’ 

S.W.Rawson,President ofthe Union Trust 
and Savings Bank, said: “Issyes of govern- 
ment bonds would answer the same purpose 
for obtaining revenue and are fully as ade- 
quate. Another issue would be quickly taken 
up, I believe, and this plan does not seem 
feasible to me.”’ 

W. C. D. Grannis, President of the Atlas 
National Bank, said: “It is a good scheme, 
and would provide a safe repository for the 
the money of the people.”’

BERING SEA COMMISSION ACCEPTED. 


Great Britain Notifies the Department 
of State Officially. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—Secretary 
Olney was called on today by Sir Julian 
TPauncefote, the British Ambassador, who 
submitted the final acceptance of the Brit- 


ish Government of the plan of a Bering Sea | 


Commission to pass upon the claims of 
Canadian- sealers seized prior to the Paris 
award. It remains only for the President 
to submit the plan to Congress, and as the 
legislative branch has refused to pay a 
lump sum for the seizures it is considered 
certain that the commission arrangement 
will be approved. 

It is quite likely that the President in sub- 
mitting the plan to Congress may suggest 
once more the desirability of a lump pay- 
ment as the most expeditious means of set- 
tlement, for the commission of arbitration, 
if agreed to, will bind the United States to 
any payment awarded, which may far ex- 
ceed the lump sum proposed. 

The commission is to be composed or one 
American Commissioner, one British Com- 
missioner, and an umpire to be chosen by the 
two. The personnel of. the commission has 
not been suggested, but there is a belief that 
the President of Switzerland will be asked 
to act as umpire, or some one designated 
by the Swiss President, if the sessions of the 
commission necessitate the presence of the 
umpire in this country. 

In view of the pending request of the Ven- 
ezuelan Commission to the British Govern- 
ment, Sir Julian’s call at the State Depart- 
ment on the Bering Sea matter led to some 
comment on Great Britain’s probable an- 
swer to the letter of Justice Brewer, as 
Chairman of the commission, transmitted 
through Secretary Olney. It is understood 
that the Ambassador had no information to 
impart on this subject, and that the British 
Foreign Office has not given any intimation 
as yet astoits purpose. There is reason to 
believe, however, that there will be no action 
on .the Brewer letter within a month or 
more, as the request will go through the 
usual slow channels of diplomacy. The an- 
swer of. Venezuela is expected to be delayed 
until about Feb. 14, as the mail transmis- 
— of the request and answer will take until 

en. 


AMERICAN PRISONERS NOT IN PERIL. 


Report of Uncle Sam’s Consular Agent 
in the Transvaal. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—The State De- 
partment today gave out the following state- 
ment: 

‘“‘Manion, Consular Agent at Johannes- 
burg, cables Secretary Olney that all Amer- 
ican prisoners are out on parole, except 
Hammond, whose case differs from that of 
cthers in that Hammond signed the invita- 
tion to Jameson to come to Johannesburg 
in case of extreme peril. Jameson marched 
towards Johannesburg, however, before 
trouble arose. When this was discovered 
the: American and other leaders issued a 
proclamation calling on the people to refrain 
from hostilities instead of inciting rebellion. 

“Hammond in the beginning waved a 
Transvaal flag, and all in the movement 
swore allegiance. Clement and other Amer- 
icans took arms from many and sent men 
home. Not a shot was fired by the 
Johannesburg party; there was no disturb- 
ance nor a single act of hostility; arms were 
peacefully surrendered and every effort 
made to maintain the republic as against 
the encroachment. 

“The cases against the American prison- 
ers arrested will be tried in court though the 
government has not yet indicated the time 
of prosecution.’’ 

In view of the foregoing it is believed here 
that neither Hammond nor any other 
American is in serious peril. The State De- 
partment has cabled Manion to use the most 
active and vigorous measures for the relief 
of the Americans, and to that end to make 
to the Transvaal Government direct repre- 
sentations on behalf of the United States, 
which in the case acts independently, of 
course, in its own interests, and in behalf 
of its own citizens, and not as the sympa- 
thizer or ally of any other power.

THE LOVE FEAST CONVENTION. 

Next Wednesday there will be at Spring- 
field a meeting of the Republican State 
Central committee and a party “love feast.” 

These affectionate gatherings have been 
held for many years. It was customary for 
a long time for the committee to meet in the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in this city. Before it 
decided on the date and place for holding 
the convention the representative men from 
each Congressional district related what 
the prospects of his party were in his baili- 
wick. Generally he told a flattering tale, 
even in 1890 and 1892. Prominent Repub- 
licans attended often, and sometimes made 
remarks. The candidates were there and 
smiled, shook hands profusely, and cx- 
pressed great interest in the welfare of the 
local politicians, their wives, and children. 
It is not likely that anything extraordi- 
nary will happen at the “ love feast ”’ part 
of Wednesday’s entertainment; but there 
are rumors that after the public meeting 
is over and the committee goes into private 
session it may seek to introduce some un- 
pleasant innovations for sinister purposes. 

Since 1856, beginning with that at Bloom- 
ington, the party State conventions have 
been held not earlier than May. It is ru- 
mored that this year it may be called for 
March or April. If so, why? What 
scheme to carry out requires that a snap 
convention must be called at the close of 
winter, when the State is plunged in a sea 
of mud? That scheme must be a rather 
muddy one, not likely to meet with the 
favor of the voters if thus prematurely 
held. 

It is rumored also that an attempt will be 
made to evade the rule of the party that 
each Congressional district shall elect dele- 
gates to represent the wishes of its voters, 
and to secure by instructions a solid dele- 
gation, which shall vote as a unit for the 
as yet unknown Presidential preference of 
the bosses... But hints are thrown out that 
matters are to be fixed in the interest of a 
“ favorite sonny.” 

The independence of the delegates from 
the respective Congressional districts was 
guaranteed by the National convention in 
Chicago in 1880, and cannot be violated 
with safety, directly or indirectly, by the 
next Stateconvention. Anattempt to force 
the unit rule on all the delegates will be up- 
set by the National convention, and will 
arouse the intensest indignation of Repub- 
lican voters. It is better not to try that 
arbitrary game. But the “ unit rule” ru- 
mor may have no basis. It were best so. 

And finally it is also rumored that some- 
thing will be done in the way of “ fixing 
up” a State ticket. The fixers must be 
careful not to make it a “ yellow dog” one. 
This is not going to be a good year for those 
animals on the State ticket. Bosses, de- 
ceived by the tidal wave successes of 1S!M, 
may think any cur will safely do to run in 
1896, ._But they are mistaken. Next fall 
the “ yellow’ dog ” candidates will not only 
run far behind their ticket, but they may 
cause so much disgust as to beat the whole 
of it. The safe rule is to nominate on the 
hypothesis that the contest will be close, 
and that only popular men can be elected. 
Takenochancesthat unpopular men may be 
pulled through. Gamblers may play that 
game; but prudent politicians do not.

A TYPICAL DECADENT. 

The French poet, Paul Verlaine, who 
recently died in Paris, was a fair illustra- 
tion of that class of mankind whom Ma¥# 
Nordati has made notorious as decadents. 
This man unquestionably had great talent. 
The world was all before him and he could 
have made his name famous. Instead of 
that, much of his verse no one can read, 
more of it no one should read, none of it can 
be read with advantage. His gospel was 
that everything was bad and he preached 
that gospel in season and out of season, and 
he had a following of young, immoral, and 
irresponsible fools who made him their hero, 
lauded his sentiments, aped his manners 
and his vileness, and spent their time as he 
did in cafés, drinking absinthe, spouting 


that is good and generous. If one were to 
believe Verlaine, this world is but a hollow 
sham, abounding in depravity, insincerity, 
ingratitude, and hypocrisy, when in reality 
it was only the little world in which Ver- 
laine lived that could be thus characterized. 
The insincerity and ingratitude of this man 
Verlaine are brought out in a strong light 
by the Paris Figaro, which states that he 
had been receiving an annual allowance 


about a dozen French authors, among them 
Barnés, Brulat Coppée, Daudet, Lemaitre, 
Mirabeau, Richepin, and Prudhomme. 
Thus while he was constantly declaring 
that everything was bad in the world he was 
actually living off his fellows and dependent 
for his own worthless existence upon what 
was good and generous in the world, and 
that, too, without having the slightest claim 
upon it, 


THE ARMENIAN RESOLUTIONS IN CON- 
GRESS. 


The Senate has done well in passing the 
concurrent resolution offered by Senator 
Cullom, which urges decisive action by the 
| Berlin treaty. powers to stop the Armenian 

massacres, and pledges the President the 
support of Congress for the most vigorous 
action he may take in protecting Americans 
in Turkey as well as in securing redress for 
injuries inflicted upon American persons or 
property. The debate upon the resolution 
was a spirited one and mostly in its favor. 
Whatever opposition was expressed was 
not directed at the spirit of the resolution 
so much as at: the possibility that the reso- 
lution would have no effect upon the pow- 
ers. This, however, matters little. ‘lhe 
Senate has placed itself right on the moral 
side of the question. It has spoken in the 
name of humanity. Its appeal may have 
no effect in restraining the @owardly, brutal 
butcher who lives in luxury in Constanti- 
_nople while his agents, the Kurds and Cir- 
cassians, are executing Ris bloody behests. 
It may have no effect to rouse these same 
powers sitting idly by and watching the 
horrible business without interfering he- 
cause of. political. results. . One ofthe 
strongest fleets in the world is lying at the 
mouth of the Dardanelles. It may not in- 
duce England to send one of her vessels np 
to Constantinople and train its great guns 
on the city, with the threat to bombard it 


flagration is not checked. But the Senate 
has done all it could and the House should 
‘indorse its action at once, that no doubt 
may remain of the horror with which the 
United States regards these fearful massa- 
eres. We cannot send a fleet there to de- 
mand they shall cease, so the least we can 
do is to express our disapproval in the 
strongest possible terms.

The American peo- 
ple will feel like reéchoing Senator Frye’s 
sentiment: “If I had my way, after these 
European powers had stood eying each 
other for a year, I would have sent a Con- 
gressional memorial to Russia and said to 
‘that great power, Take Armenia into your 
possession and protect these Christians 
and the United: States will stand behind 
you with all its power and resources.” 


CHICAGO’S NEW DOG ORDINANCE. 

The lately passed ordinance providing 
that no Chicago family shall own more than 
six dogs simultaneously is only a step in 
the right direction. If the Council can limit 
the number to six it could limit it to one- 
sixth of one dog, or one dog to every six fam- 
ilies, which is plenty. Let the sickly-senti- 
meéntal caniolaters complain as much as 
they please; their complaint will not make 
a convert to caniolatry nor alter the indis- 
putable fact that one-sixth of a dog is all it 
is safe and desirable for any family to be in 
possession of. 

The sole use of a city dog is to chase cats, 
and as there are not more than 800,000 
cats in Chicago at the present time, and as 
every dog whose life is worth preserving 
can chase one hundred eats per diem and 
per noctem we need only about 8,000 dogs. 
Now, premising that there are 500,000 fam- 
ilies of four persons each in Chicago, it fol- 
lows that at the rate of one-sixth of a dog 
to each family there would be 8,33314 dogs, 
or 33314 dogs more than are absolutely nec- 
essary. Allotting these supernumerary an- 
imals to the enthusiastic caniolaters who 
would move away if they could have no dogs 
to tell their friends and acquaintances 
about, and dividing the remaining 8,000 
dogs in the ratio of one-sixth to one among 
the families of sensible people, there still 
remain no fewer than 141,666 dogs—bas- 
ing the calculation on the generally accept- 
ed estimate that there are now 150,000 dogs 
in the city—who are not only of no earthly 
use to anybody, but are actually a positive 
injury to the human population, for every 
able-bodied dog eats or destroys at least $10 
worth of property a year, or $1,416,665 per 
annum. This great sum, now wasted on 
worthless curs, would put the Relief and 
Aid Society on its feet, go far toward clean- 
ing the streets, or put up seventy $20,000 
school-houses every year. 

The ordinance as it stands is practically 
inoperative, for it assumes that there are 
instead of 150,000 dogs fully 3,000,000 in 
Chicago. That may not seem an exagger- 
ated estimate when a citizen is trying to get 
to sleep at night; but in the garish light of 
day it rightly seems twenty times too large. 
All of which is respectfully submitted to 
‘the Honorable the Common Council of the 
City of Chicago. 


DEATH OF SIR FREDERICK LEIGHTON, 
In the death of Sir Frederick Leighton, 
President of the Royal Academy, there has 
passed away not only one of the great paint- 
ers of England but of the world. The de- 
ceased artist was born at Scarborough in 
1830, and began the study of art in the Ber- 
lin Academy in his fourteenth year. ” He 
studied in the Louvre ip 1851 and in Frank- 
fort in 1853 with Prof. Steinlé of Vienna. 
His first important picture, “Cimabue’s 
Triumph,” was sent to England from Rome. 
It clearly indicated the style which the ar- 
tist has preserved from that time to this 
and which has been illustrated in such nota- 
ble works as “The Triumph of Music,” 
“The Daphnephoria,” “Phryne,” “Doeda- 
lus and Icarus,” “The Light of the Harem,” 
“Hercules Wrestling With Death for the 
Body of.Alcestis,” and “The Garden of Hes- 
perides,” the last two having become fa- 
miliar to Americans by their exhibition in 
the Art Gallery of the World's Columbian 
' Exposition. 

Sir Frederick Leighton was first, last, 
and always an academician in the choice of 
his subjects as well as in the detail of his 
drawing and color. He was free from any 
of the influences of Englishart. Hestruck 
out in a path of his own which was far re- 
moved from any point of resemblance to the 
Rossetti-Burne-Jones school, to the land- 
scape work of the modern English or to the 
latter day impressionists schools, The 
roots of his art were firmly planted in the 
Greek classic designs and subjects in the 
Italian Renaissaruce, aud in the great his- 
torical art work of the Germans. Thesub- 
jects of his paintings furnish a clew to his 
sympathy, his love of the beautiful is mani- 
fested by his partiality for Greek art, and 
it is fair to say that, rigid academician as 
he was, he never allowed the Mede and 
Persian tenets of the Academy to interfere 
with his teeming fancy or obscure his love 
for color. But Sir Frederick Leighton was 
something more than a painter. His su- 
periority in modeling and carving was test- 
ed more than once. His skill in decoration 
is shown by “ The Arts of War and Peace,” 
on the wall at South Kensington, and his 
skill with the chisel was manifested by his 
statues of “ Hercules and the Python ” and 
“The Sluggard.” He lived to enjoy the re- 
ward of his long and honorable labors in 
the field of art. He succeeded to the Pres- 
idency of the Royal Academy, made vacant 
by the death of Sir Francis Grant, in 1878, 
and was knighted in that year. In 1885 he 
was made a Baronet. He was an officer of 
the Legion of Honor and was also the re- 
cipient of honorary degrees both from Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. 


A FORTUNATE MISSOURI COLLEGE. 

One of Dr. D. K. Pearsons’ many invest- 
ments for the benefit of small colleges strug- 
gling to hold their own and worthy of help 
has just materialized in good shape. -.Two 
years ago the Rev. Henry Hopkins of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., son of Mark Hopkins, the 
old President of Williams College, made an 
appeal to Dr. Pearsons to put one of his 
levers under Drury College, a Congrega- 
tional institution of learning at Springfield, 
Mo. After investigating its condition and 
prospects and finding that for thirty years 
it had made a brave struggle to keep its 
head above water, the doctor notified its 
friends that when they had raised $150,000 
they could draw on him for $50,000 more. 
They began at once and after two years of 
hard work they have raised the necessary 
sum in cash, and nearly all of it in Missouri, 
St. Louis having given them material help. 
Dr. Pearsons has paid them his $50,000. 
As they had $75,000 when they started out, 
they have now an endowment of $275,000, 
invested at 8 per cent, which puts the col- 
lege on a paying basis. It will nof have to 
beg any longer for funds to meet current ex- 
penses, and its officials are now determined 
to make Drury the leading college of the 
Southwest. ; 

Dr. Pearsons has investments in four 
more colleges. That is, he has offered 
Berea College, Ken , $50,000 when it 
raises $150,000; Whitman College, Wash- 
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has already raised one-halfthe required sum 
and has received $25,000 from the doctor, 
and the others before long will be in a condi- 
tion to call upon him for the promised 
sums. He has now decided not to make 
any further investments of this kind for 
two years, by which time he is confident the 
other four will have fulfilled the conditions 
he requires. Then when the detks are 
Cleared he will be ready to resume opera- 
tions and put his lever under more deserv- 
ing institutions. He considers that he can- 


not get a better return for his money than 


by investing it in brains, that he cannot 
place it where it will do more good, and that 
no other form @6f investment can compare 
with it for profitable returns. It adds to 
the satisfaction of this kind of business that 
he not only does the sowing but can be 
present at the harvest.

FOR POSTAL SAVING. 

A Washington dispatch says the postal 
savings bank scheme has been revived, and 
that “Thomas Wilson and others who are 
interested in the welfare of the laboring 
classes are urging the Postmaster-General 
to send a special report to Congress asking 
the passage of a bill to carry it into effect.” 
It is estimated that the annual deposits 
would amount to not less than 40 million 
dollars and might rise to 100 millions. The 
system works well in every country in which 
it has been tried, the list including Australia 
and New Zealand, Great Britain, Belgium, 
Holland, France, Sweden, Austria, Hungary, 
Canada, and Japan. The latest report for 
Great Britain shows the number of postal 
savings depositors in that country to be 
5,748,239, which is one in seven of the total 
population, and the aggregate of their de- 
posits for last year exceeded 400 million dol- 
lars. The number of deposits made there 
last year was 903,198, and the amount ex- 
ceeded 123 millions, while more than eight 
million dollars of interest was placed to the 
account of depositors who preferred to 
leave it undrawn out. 

It may be observed that the establishment 
of the postal savings system in the United 
States not only would give the government 
command of cash with which it could retire 
bonds, thus saving from that obligation 
ngwinst the interest pajd to depositors, but 
it would probably bring out a large aggre- 
gate of gold. Undoubtedly a-great number 
of gold coins are held by the people as 
“nocket pieces,” or resting in drawers, 
which would be turned into the postothces 
if the holders knew they could draw interest 
for the use of the money, and it is not impos- 
sible that the Treasury reserve might be 
maintained in that way without the issue 
of additional bonds. Indeed, the attention 
of government officials recently has been 
called to the faet that under present condi- 
tions considerable quantities of gold are 
paid in to the postoflices which could be for- 
warded to Washington instead of being 
paid out again, and it is thought probable 
an order to this effect will be issued ere long. 
Undoubtedly the ‘postal savings system 
would be popular in the United States if the 
people were satisfied that abuses did not 
creep into the administration of the depart- 
ment.

THE COOK COUNTY GRAND JURY. 

One of the statements made to the Bar 
Association last week by Judge Payne was 
as follows: 

**In Cook County no man who has sufficient in- 
fluence to ‘see’ the County Commissioners can be 
brought to trial for any crime on earth. Did you 
apprehend the force of that statement? It 
literally true. Under the present system there is 
a practical denial of justice in Chicago. Many of 
the evils might be charged to the present system 
of procedure, but much of the blame rests on the 
individuals who now occupy the bench of Chicago.’’ 
He criticised the jury system and advocated the 
abolition of the grand jury. 

The President of the County Board, 
Healy, indorsed Judge Payne’s statement. 
He said: 

“Yes, Judge Payne is all right, a good-deal of 
what he said yesterday was said by me a long 
time'ago. We all know that a whole lot of these 
¢rand jurors are sandbaggers. I.know that the 
County Board selects them . & and I believe 
in the abolition of the grand jury.”’ 

The system which put the selection of 
Cook County grand juries in the hands of 
the class of men whom voters seem to prefer 
to elect as Commissioners was a vicious one, 
resulting in gross abuses, and ought to be 
abolished. 

Not, altogether as the Judge intimates, 
because men who have committed great 
crimes escape indictment—he gave no facts 
to support that allegation—but because 
grand jury places have become part of the 
“natronage”’ of cheap politicians, and are 
divided up between cheaper henchmen. The 
latter use their brief tenure of office to 
blackmail gamblers and poolsellers, and to 
smirch with indictments innocent men who 
will not submit to their unlawful exactions. 

The Cook County grand jury has become 
a scandal and nuisance. It has got to that 
point where it does more harm than good. 
It should be abolished. Let the power re- 
main with the court to call a special grand 
jury when’ the interests of justice and the 
county require it. But the Commissioners’ 
grand jury should be squelched as a nui- 
sance. It has become so rotten that a spe- 
cial grand jury is needed to investigate its 
acts and its non-acts, its blackmailing and 
smirching. It should go.

WHERE IS THE MONEY TO COME FROM? 

Last year the sum of $3,396,000 was ap- 
propriated for the Police Department. 
About a million and a half was made paya- 
ble from the license receipts and the rest 
from those from taxes. 

This year the license receipts will be 
about half a million less than they were in 
1895. The receipts from the 2 per cent tax 
will be less this year than last. Neverthe- 
less, the Chief of Police has asked for 
about $200,000 more than was given the 
department last year, in order that he may 
be able to employ 200 more patrolmen. 

Last year appropriation was made for the 
employment of 1,958 men for regular patrol 
duty, of 380 for duty at bridges and cross- 
ings, and of 175 for duty on patrol wagons, 
This.makes a total of 2,493. Provision was 
made also for 349 officers of all grades from 
Superintendent down to Desk Sergeants, 
That is, one officer for every seven privates. 

The Chief says he needs 200 more patrol- 
men. Probably he does, but he will not get 
them. The force would be better balanced 
were there at least eight privates to one 
officer. But he does not say, nor does any 
one else, where the money is to come from 
which is to pay the salaries of these 200 ex- 
tra men. : 

It has been suggested that the ornamental 
police inspectors, foisted on the department 
by Mayor Cregier, and their supernumerary 
subordinates can be dropped. That would 
save $40,000 a year, which could be used to 
pay forty more patrolmen. But that would 
leave 160 extra men to be provided for. 
Still the forty new patrolmen would be of 
vastly more use to the city than the super- 
fluous inspectors. 

There must be more retrenching if there 
are to be more men. There seem to be 
places where it can be done. The so-called 
Detective Bureau costs $75,000, paid to 
sixty-two men. These are the men who loaf 
all day in a pool-room to see whether pools 
‘are sold, and who, though gambling may go 


: 


on under their noses, are unable to detect it. 
There is no reason why a good deal of the 
money thrown away on sham detectives 
should not be used to hire patrolmen. The 
Chief of Police has not yet suggested any 
economies of this kind, but he will have to 
if he expects to get more men. He cannot 
add to his force at one end unless he takes 
from it what can be spared at the other end.

THE CASE OF COL. CROFTON. 

Both in military and social circles there 
is just at present much discussion of the 
case of Col. Crofton, commanding at I’ort 
Sheridan, with no very clear statement of 
the possible disposition which will be made 
of it. It is affirmed on the one side quite 
positively, based on Washington reports, 
that it has been quietly intimated to him his 
application for retirement would be accepta- 
ble to the army authorities, and on the other 
side that he cannot be removed against his 
will except through a court-martial, and 
titit there will be no court-martial, as no 
charges have been filed. Meanwhile the 
authorities who do know all about it are as 
dumb as oysters. The General command- 
ing the department says the case is out of 
his sphere and the Secretary of War will 
neither aflirm nor deny anything. And yet 
the gossip keeps on circulating all sorts of 
stories, mostly of the innuendo sort. - 

Whatever may be true or may not be 
true, it isgclear that Col. Crofton has not 
had good Yuck in Fort Sheridan, and that 
his misfortunes began with his assumption 
of command there, for his record was clear 
from the time he entered the army in 1861 
to the latter date. Several events have 
happened there, apparently from lack of 
the proper discipline, and many things are 
talked about which have not appeared in 
the papers out of respect to the Colonel. 
The soldiers more than once have been com- 
plained of by citizens. Then followed the 
Hedberg murder, and at last an officer in 
command sought to kill the Colonel him- 
self, whose life was only saved by the in- 
toxication of the would-be murderer. Since 
that event the gossip has revived in military 
and social circles, and statements have been 
made that the Secretary of War has writ- 
ten the Colonel requesting him to resign his 
command, Upon this point, as already 
said, the Secretary is discreetly silent; but 
the Associated Press has given probably 
the correct version of the situation. Col. 
Crofton could only be dismissed on charges 
sustained by court-martial, but no charges 
have been filed. Without a court-martial 
he could not be dismissed before next De- 
cember, when he will be 62 years of age, 
and under the law, in the discretion of the 
President, he may go on the retired list. 
If the President should not then act he 
would remain two years longer, when his 
retirement would be compulsory. Mean- 
while the Secretary of War could detail 
him away from the post if he were so dis- 
posed. Such is the situation, and there 
may be no change before next December, 
but all the same it is to be regretted these 
reports cannot be set at rest, for so long as 
they continue they may have the effect of 
impairing the discipline at Fort Sheridan. 


THE ALDERMANIC MESSENGERS. 

Some Aldermen say “ it-is high time the 
Council arises and teaches the administra- 
tion that an Alderman is more than a mes- 
senger.”’ 

When have most of the Aldermen been 
anything but messengers? It has been the 
duty and the pleasure of most of them to 
run errands forthedisreputable of their con- 
stituents. When they have not been mes- 
sengers for toughs who wanted to get out 
of the bridewell or the police station they 
have been at the beck and callof every man 
who wanted his sidewalk mended. They 
have run their legs off to get passes on street 
railroads for henchmen in their wards, 

Some of them have been the willing messen- 
gers for corporations. .They are at the beck 
and call of the latter. There are two or 
three Aldermen who are chief messengers, 
through whom these corporations, when 
about to buy a franchise, communicate with 
Aldermanic messengers of lower degree. 
Any concern or individual, with a fair 
amount of money, can hire one of these mes- 
sengers to run its or his errands. 

Those Aldermen might have been lezgis- 
lators. They have made themselves mes- 
sengers, patronage beggars, and boodle 
hunters. They are the only ones who are 
responsible for their fallen, depraved state— 
not Mayor Swift.

THE DENIAL OF JUSTICE. 

Judge Payne of Cook County told the 
State. Bar Association that “ under the 
present system there is a practical denial 
of justice In Chicago.” ‘That is not far 
from the exact truth. 

When a man who sues to recover a thou- 
sand which is due him has to wait for two 
years from the time he brings suit before his 
case can be brought to trial, and has to wait 
another year before it gets through the Ap- 
pellate and Supreme Courts, and when he 
has to pay out in different ways about a 
thousand dollars to recover what is due him 
—and may not recover it after all—it can be 
said with truth that there is a denial of 
justice. 

The man of small means to whom a little 
money is owing will find it cheaper to com- 
promise with his creditor, or let the 
money g6 altogether, than tosue. He will 
save cash, time, and worry thereby. 

The Legislature has very foolishly given 
litigants an unlimited right of appeal. A 
five dollar case can be taken to the Supreme 
Court as well as a five million dollar one. 
It is pretended that a favor has been done 
small stitors. It has been said that it 
would’ be rank injustice and partiality to 
deny them the right to go to the highest 
tribunal. The result of unlimited appeals 
is that the poor man is deprived of justice. 
It is useless for him to fight for his rights 
against a man who can keep him dancing 
attendance in the courts for three years or 
more. 

There is nothing to indicate that this sys- 
tem of denial of justice in this county is 
nearing an end. The condition of affairs 
was never worse than it is now, and yet the 
lawyers, who ought to be the ones to sug- 
gest and urge reforms, do not seem to be 
inclined to do so. It may be they think 
there is more money for them in the present 
system. 


WHAT TO CALL IT. 

The Horseless Age takes up the work of 
the word-coiners in England and the United 
States who have ransacked their brains to 
find a name for “ motor vehicle. It finds 
fanlt with the foreign abominations’ of 
“auto-car,” “auto-motor,” and “petrocar,” 
and decidedly’ objects to the words “moto- 
cycle” and “autocycle,” which have been set 
up in this country to compete for popular- 
ity with terms already in vogue, such as 
“horseless carriage,” “motor wagon,” etc. 
The word “horseless,” though acceptable 
now, can hardly maintain its popularity, as 
the novelty of seeing vehicles without horses 
soon would wear off when they multiplied 


in the streets. As we came to know more 


of the force which propelled them the nega- 


| tive idea expressed in “horseless” naturally 


would give place to a positive idea that 
those vehicles were propelled by power 
within themselves. The word “motor” 
seems most appropriate, and it already has 
been seized upon to cover any light power, 
whether electric or not, as distinguished 
from a heavy power. It seems probable 
that this word will become the prefix not 


only for all classes of land vehicles but for . 


all boats where small power is required. 
The noun will become the descriptive ad- 
jective, just as in motorman, street car, dog- 
cart, cable car, ox-cart, pony-cart, and a 
thousand other compounds, current and ob- 
solete. With increased demand for motor 
vehicles and boats there will come a corre- 
sponding demand for men competent to 
manage them. Those who take up this 
work will constitute a special branch of 
skilled labor, and for the entire class no 
better word appears than “motormen,”

THe Vienna correspondent of the New 
York Journal of Commerce sends word to 
that paper that the leading Ministers of the 
Austrian and Hungarian Cabinets are now at 
work upon the points of the renewal of the 
Austro-Hungarian States treaty for an- 
other ten years. It is understood the polit- 
ical basis of the treaty will not be touched. 
The important questions under consideration 
are all economical. At the time when the 
treaty was first concluded the proportion in 
which each country contributes towards 
the common expense was fixed at 31.4 per 
cent for Hungary and 68.6 per cent for 
Austria, which is not now considered fair. 
Hungary will be asked for more, as theold 
conditions have ceased to exist and it has 
found a perfect balance between its expenses 
and its receipts owing to its rapid and profit- 
able agricultural development. Another 
difficulty in the way of the renewal is the 
desire that the Austro-Hungarian Bank, 
which has two branches, one in Vienna and 
the other at Buda Pesth, shall be a national 
Hungarian bank, with the, right to issue 
purely Hungarian notes. As Hungary has 
an ocean navigation and a Danube naviga- 


«tion company of its own it also wants its 


own bank, an advance towards separate 
nationality the Austriansdonotrelish. An- 
other demand which Austria will raise is a 
higher duty upon the import of petroleum 
to protect the inland production of Galicia. 


THE affairs of the Manchester 50-million- 
dollar ship canal seem to be going from bad 
to worse. In the last six months of 1895 
it carried a barge traffic of 152,116 tons for 
the small sum of $14,000. The average re- 
ceipts now amount to about §62,000 per 
month, while the total monthly charge for 
interest alone is $130,000. Six months ago 
the corporation owed the City of Manchester 
more than $280,000 in arrears of interest, 
and the debt now must be much greater. The 
sea-going traffic is being carried on terms 
which bring in a revenue of but a trifle over 
50 cents per ton of 2,240 pounds, and during 
last year nearly 300,000 tons were carried 
for only a few cents perton. Itis estimated 
that the canal company will require to earn 
at least $180,000 per month during the first 
half of this year in order to meet interest 
charges and working expenses, while the 
present monthly revenue is less than $70,- 
000. Hence the revenue must be nearly 
three times as great as now if the company is 
to ‘‘make both ends meet.’’ It seems proba- 
ble that the promised increase of business 
will have to be continued for a long while 
before the company gets on a paying basis, 
and there is some reason to fear it will be 
swamped under its load before that time ar- 
rives.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A start was made yesterday in the project of 
establishing a life insurance company in Chicago. 
In response to the circular of invitation sent out, 
as noted in The Tribune yesterday, about a score 
of pfominent citizens met at the Union League 
club at 1 o’clock and discussed the subject for two 
hours. The plan of a company to be known as 
the Illinois Insurance company, with a capital of 
$1,000,000, was outlined. The proposal was made 
to place $500,000 of the capital to the surplus ac- 
cient, it was caiculated, to 
start business on approved lines with a fair pros- 
pect of success.

Cc. A. Yan Anden will not go to jail for refusal 
to testify before G. L. Ettelson, Commissioner 
from the State of Kentucky, who is in Chicago 
gathering evidence regarding the failure of the 
Columbian Fire Insurance company. Van Anden 
was brought before Judge Hanecy yesterday on a 
rule to show cause why he shouid not be punished 
for contempt for refusal to obey an order of the 
court made two days before requiring him to pro- 
duce his books and papers before the Commis- 
sioner. Judge Hanecy announced he could not 
hear the case on account of other business, and the 
attorneys who are conducting the examination be- 
fore the Commissioner being in a hurry to com- 
plete their testimony, which must be submitted to 
the Circuit Court at Jefferson County, Ky., next 
week, went before Judge Baker. Aftef an argu- 
ment which occupied three hours Judge Bakende- 
cided there is no power in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County to punish a witness for contempt for re- 
fusing to testify before a Commissioner from an- 
other State. Attorney Thum of Louisyille argued 
that when a court of a sister State sends a Com- 
missioner to take testimony any court of this State 
has the inherent power to compel witnesses to 
testify.

RAILWAY NEWS. 


ROADS PLEDGED TO MAKE NO CON- 
CESSIONS EIN AGREED RATES. 


Executive and Traffic Officers Repre- 
senting Lines Betreen Chicago and 
Missouri River Points Adopt Reso- 
lutions Looking to Concerted Ac- 
tion by All in the Freight Pool— 
Will Affect All Connections and Pre- 
vent the Diversion of Business. 

Upon the completion of their agreement to 
pool freight traffic between Chicago and Mis- 
souri River points the executive and traffic 
officers representing the roads in that ter- 
ritory unanimously adopted the following 
resolution which Commissioner Midgley was 
instructed to promulgate at once: 

‘Resolved, That, with the view of insur- 
ing concerted and avoiding separate action, 
by a candid exchange of information be- 
tween the traffic representatives of the as- 
sociated roads at the larger freight centers, 
the Western Trunk Line committee be re- 
quested to arrange for the reorganization, 
as soon as practicable, of the various dis- 
trict or local committees; and that in the 
meantime, and until notice of change, 
each line here represented pledges itself 
not to accept or allow to be quoted or used 
by either of its agents any concession from 
the agreed rates or proportions on traffic 
included in te Southwestern Missouri River 


agreement.” 
The latter portion of the resolution has 


also been made effective in the Omaha, Sioux 
City, and interior Iowa groups of the new 
pool. 

Commissioner Midgley in a circular just 
issued says the effect cf the action is to 
obligate the several parties to the new pool- 
ing agreements not to accept any tender of 
a concession in the established rates by a 
connettion, the same being manifestly of- 
fered for the purpose of unduly diverting or 
unfairly securing business.

Chicago now has the largest c.wurch choir 
in the country, with the on. e»xce ion of the 
immense chorus which furnishes music at 
the Mormon Temple, Salt Lake City. Im- 
manuel Baptist Church has introduceed the 
innovation, which is being watched ‘with 
great interest by all the city churches, and, 
it is said, may result in the general intr \- 
duction of this class of music, to the meee. 
sion of the customary quartets. ‘ 

The chorus will be ready for the first serv- 
ice held in the renovated church building 
early in March. It was organized a week 
ago and at the first rehearsal, held last night, 
enrolled over 100 members. The number will 
be increased at once to 200 and possibly to 
even more. A special choir loft is on the 
list of improvements in the church. It will 
be made as large as possible and its capacity 
alone will limit the number in the chorus. 
The rostrum will be moved out near the 
front row of seats and the loft built out to it 
from the organ. 

This new movement is the result of a be- 
lief on the part of the pastor, the Rév. Johns- 
ton Meyers, that people receive more benefit 
from assisting in sacred music than from 
listening to a church quartet, however well 
trained. He believeg great good will grow 
out of the new plan and calls attention to the 
Moody choruses as examples of what can 
be accomplished. The same scheme has 
beengtried with excellent results at Trinity 
Church, Denver, and at a number of the 
large New York churches, though on a much 
smaller scale than will be the case here. 


Work of the Chorus. 


The chorus is being trained by Prof. Le 
Roy Moore, who receives a salary from the 
church, and devotes his entire time to the 
work. At present the rehearsals are held 
in Immanual Hall, Indiana and Cottage 
Grove avenues. A large hall for the exclu- 
sive use of the chorus is among the improve- 
ments contemplated in the regular church 
building on Michigan avenue. It will be 
built im the rear of the present 
structure. As a special inducement the 
singers will be divided into classes and given 
free instruction in voice culture by Prof. 
Moore. Not only is this expected to retain 
the interest in the work, but as a result 
the chorus in time will consist of singers 
who have been trained by the same method. 
The soloists willbe selected from the best 
voices, and quartets and double quartets 
will be organized, 

Prof. Moore, leader of the choir, has been 
since last June an instructor in the Metro- 
politan Conservatory. He has had much ex- 
perience in church choir work. For. six 
years he directed the quartet at the Grand 
Avenue Church, Kansas (ty, organized the 
chorus choir at Trinity Church, Denver, 
and came to Chicago from the Union M. 
BE. Church at St. Louis. 

The Immanuel Baptist. congregation is 
enthusiastic over the choir, and believe it 
will attract universal attention. The 
church building will be ready for occupancy 
early in March, when special services will 
be held to celebrate the event. The full 
chorus will occupy a conspicuous place on 
the program.

Where Paradise Alley Is. 
ise Alley is only one of a maze of 
short lanes or passages between queer, half- 
riined, and altogether grimy houses hud- 
Aled together in the district bounded by 
/ Indiana, Kinzie, and Elizabeth streets and 
Center avenue. Along one side runs a line 
of railroad, and beyond this boundary are 
enormous coal yards and puffing machinery 
boring into the earth's depths. Saloons with 
great signs, “Shaft No, 6,’’ and the like, and 
overhovering clouds of smoke darkening 
the air, make the region more like a mining 
camp than a city quarter. In the other di- 
rection the solid, ugly structure of the “L”’ 
road marks a boundary. 

How it came to be baptized Paradise 
Alley no one in the neighborhood knows. 
One alley resident ventured a suggestion: 
‘“Dere’s a song, ain’t dere? Well, ain’t dat 
*nough?” None of the alleys have official 
names, and the various gangs that hang 
about them have probably bestowed names 
on them for convenience of reference. 

It is, above all else, a hotbed of disease, 
Disease physical and disease moral. To de- 
scribe it in its salient features is to de- 
ie all of the others with which it con- 
nects and ramifies. Dirt is the first charac- 
teristic that thrusts itself upon the visitor. 
Dirt everywhere—underfoot; on the epeasy. 
time-worn hulks of houses and _ ritkety 
sheds: in the open and in the angles; in the 
glimpses broken windows and doors ajar 
give into dismal interiors. The dirty, half- 
grown children who constitute its visible, 
active population by day, pelt each other 
with nameléss and formiess things and call 
the process play. There is no sidewalk or 
roadway, only a waste of mud, with scat- 
tered heaps of ashes, rags, bones, and refuse 
of all kinds dotting its surface here and 

Tumbledown barns and sheds in 
which no self-respecting horse would be ex- 
pected to exist constitute a large part of 
the material and tangible components. 

The houses and sheds bordering the alley, 
and which are rezponsible for its existence, 
contain, in their exteriors, the first germs 
of a sensation not tainted with disgust. 
Some of them tower up into the air with 
high-peaked roofs and quaint, unexpected 

jections. Crooked, winding staircases 
wl up from landing to landing, ending 
y in a great excrescence growing to 
the house side like a huge wen. Others are 
brick, once creamy white or bright red 
with pretensions to respectability an4 
comfort. Now they are dirtier, grimier, 
and more forbidding than any of those 
about them. Pestholes of disease they are 
still, nestholes of crime they have been, and 
both are still brewing and breeding here. 
The sheds and barns link these together.

wonder when thé associate records of sci- 
entific tunneling are noticed. 

The total tugnelage involved in this pres- 
ent work is between eleven and twelve miles. 
T’'wo or at longest three years will see it 
completed. For all-round difficulties thus 
far it has seldom been discounted by other 
tunnel history. And yet notice: The long- 
est tunnel in the world prior to Chicagos 
entering the lists for world-beating tunnels 
was, if the writer be correctly informed, 
the Joseph Il. mining adit at Chemnitz, 
the principal mining city of Hungary, which 
was commenced in 1782, during the reign of 
Emperor Joseph II., and was steadily worked 
under direction of the best scientific genius 
of Europe, fed by limitless treasure, but 
was not completed until 1878—within four 
years of a century. It was a ten-foot tun- 
nel of a mile less length than this one here. 
It cost about $2,000,000, while Chicago's can- 
not, it would seem perfectly reasonable to 
suppose, exceed the original one-firm bid of 
$750,000. 

Reliable opinions expressed by those in 
authority anticipate the figure will be $900,- 
000 before the christening is over. But even 
at that the people of Chicago do not fully ap- 
preciate how easily they are getting off until 
they notice that Boston has just been com- 
pelled to call for bids for a meter tunnel 
that will cost between $10,000,000 and $12,- 
000,000. 

The western terminus of the northwest 
arm of the now building Chicago tunnel is 
now under the hat ‘of the Commissioner of 
Public Works. Further than to say it will 
be out just beyond or in the vicinity of 
Humboldt Park is impossible. The same is 
true as to where the’ lake end of the main 
or ten-foot section will terminate. At the end 
of each of the eight-foot sections of the sys- 
tem will be located pumping stations, each 
with a capacity of 60,000,000 gallons per 
twenty-four hours.

LOOK AFTER THE CASH. 


Chicago Women Who Successfully 
Handle the Finances of 
‘the Family. 


THEY DO NOT FIND IT _ ODIFFICULT. 


In Addition They Care for Their Children 
and Are Good Housekeepers. 

IGHTEEN or twenty years ago it was 
F generally conceded that whatever wom- 
en were capable or ignorant of finances 
were quite beyond their ken, as well as 
wholly out of their sphere. Yet quite as 
long ago as that at least two well-known 
Chicago women became the family pursers, 
and from that time to this have had sole 
charge of the family finances. What is 
more, they have each of them amassed snug 
little fortunes, and in all their investments 
have been, with scarcely an exception, ex- 


pressly fortunate. 
One of these women, Mrs. N. G. Davis, 
in speaking of her career as family finan- 


cier, said: 

“It was not a premeditated and )rear- 
ranged matter between my husband and 
myself. I was always more interested in my 
husband’s work than anything else in the 
world, and when we began life, and a very 
little money meant a great.deal to us, we 
were in the habit of counting over my hus- 
band’s earnings together and considering 
what we could and could not afford. Very 
soon it happened that Dr. Davis was called 
to treat a Polish priest, and his success with 
the case brought him in contact with a large 
number of Polish people, many of whom 
were too poor to pay for the medicai atten- 
tion they needed, and which he gave them. 
‘This made such demands on his time’that I 
undertook the bookkeeping and attending 
to all the money matters.”’ 

Mrs. Davis had no experience previous to 
her marriage which in any way fitted her 
for the undertaking of which she has made 
so pronounced a success, and declares that 
her husband’s perfect confidence in her has 
been her inspiration. In speaking of this 
particular point Mrs. Davis expresses it as 
her opinion that it would be a great good in 
every way if husbands would more frequent- 
ly make companions and business partners 
of their wives. That by doing this the two 
grow together instead of apart: the husband 
has more time and freedom of mind to de- 
vote to his business or profession, and the 
wife, being occupied in a dignified interest, 
will not grow careless and devote herself-to 
frivolities. 

To the inquiry as to whether looking 
after the finances in addition to the house- 
keeping and the care of children was not a 
oat burden for a woman, Mrs. Davis re- 
plied: 

“Not at all. Neither does it necessarily 
interfere in the least with a woman’s duty as 
a wife and mother. I should like to see the 
person who would say that my two boys or 
my home has ever been neglected in any way, 
and as for health and strength, there are 
very few women as well and strong as Iam. 
Why, do you know, in eighteen months, in 
1892 and 18938, I made $35,000, and never 
missed the time: and as for strength, it was 
just a recreation. I bought eighty acres at 
Clarkdale, subdivided it into lots, and sold it. 

“You ask me,” said Mrs. Davis, “‘if I still 
continue to look after the finances of our 
family. Most certainly I do. My husband 
never pays a bill or makes a purchase, 
Even his horses I select and pay for. We 
have twelve tenants, and I venture to say 
that he does not know the name of a single 
one. 

When asked if she had never made unsuc- 
cessful investments Mrs. Davis said she had 
made one which caused her the loss of $1,000, 
but that was all. 


Mrs. Almon Brooks. 

“Yes, I am a Southern avoman,.” said Mrs. 
Almon Brooks, ‘‘and I never knew one thing 
about finances, and I believe my father be- 
fore me didn’t, either, but I had a grand- 
father who was a Vermonter and very 
thrifty; perhaps I inherit such gifts as I have 
from him. I began looking after our monev 
matters when I was a young married 
woman. We were living at Hot Springs, 
and my husband's practice was such that 
he was obliged to work from 7 o’clock in the 
morning until 12 at night, and there seemed 


nothing for me to do but to relieve him as | 


much as I could by looking after the money 
matters. Irom that time I have deposited 
all the money and drawn every check. 
‘“‘Now, mind you,”’ said Mrs. Brooks, “this 
has not been because my husband is not 
capable as a business-man. If he had given 
his attention to it he would have been a suc- 
cess. I never make an investment without 
consulting him, and his judgment is invar- 
lably sound; but heshas been using his mind 
in another direction, and I believe he has 
been much more successful in his profession 
than he could have been if he had not been 
relieved of the irk of the family finances.” 
Mrs. Brooks relates that when they re- 
moved to Chicago she came on in advance 
and purchased a home, which Dr. Brooks did 
not see until they moved intoit. When they 
built the handsome home they now occupy 
her husband never saw any of the belong- 
ings until they occupied their appointed 
places in the various rooms. Mrs. Brooks 
does not, however, by any means go on in all 
business matters without consulting her 
husband. She says, in speaking of this, that 
she and her husband are really business 
partners, and as such, when it is possible, 
they consult about affairs of common in- 
When asked if she and Dr. Brooks 
always agree as to the advisability of in- 
vestments and other business, she admitted 
that they did not, but affirmed that almost 
invariably Dr. Brooks was right. Replying 


to the query as to whether both she and her | 


husband were Satisfied with the arrange- 
ment which made her the manager of the 
family exchequer she said: 


“We wouldn't live any other way. It will

do not question them concerning it, but I 
leave them to act quite independently. 

“You ask me,” said Mrs. Brooks, “if I do 
not think some women would be tempted 
to be extravagant if they had charge of the 
family purse, and if it is not a hardship for 
the mother of a family to look after business 
affairs. To the first question I will say I 
have always felt that I was a steward, and it 
never occurred to me to spend money other 
than carefully. I belleve most women 
would be honorable and wise under similar 
circumstances. As to its being a hardship 
to look after our business affairs, I have 
never found it so. I think it would be much 
more trying to be uncertain as to what I 
should be able to spend and circamscribed 
as to what'seemed to me best todo. I have 
six children, and when they were small I 

.did all the business, without the help of an 
agent, and we built eleven of the fourteen 
houses we own, and I have never found my- 
self overtaxed.”’ 

Certainly Mrs. Brooks does not have the 
appearance of an overworked woman, but 
quite the reverse, and her home is evidence 
that she is not only an excellent, but a taste- 
ful housekeeper. There is often a wide call 
between the two, and certainly the social 
side of life is not neglected by her, for she 
entertains often and delightfully. 


Mrs. Ingals and Others. 

The wife of Dr. E. Fiectcher Ingals is an- 
other woman who for many years has 
looked after the collections and disburse- 
ments connected with her husband’s busi- 
ness, in order to give him more time to de- 
vote to his profession. In speaking of hid 
wife and her ability in matters financial 
Dr. Ingals said: 

“Tt has been the greatest possible advan- 


of business detail as I have been by Mrs. In- 
gals. I haven’t paid a bill for nineteen 
years. not in fact since I was married. As 
for buying anything, I never do, I don’t even 
buy my own clothes. Mrs. Ingais looks 
after my wardrobe as she looks after the 
children and the household generally. I am 
just a privileged boarder. And I do assure 
you,”’ added the doctor, iaughing, “I have a 
most excellent boarding place.”’ 

In discussing as to whether or not it is 
desirable that wives, as a rule, should at- 
tend to the finances Dr. Ingals said that, in 
his opinion, it was an admirable adjustment 
of responsibility, since it left the bread- 
winner free to devote his whole energy.to his 
vocation, whatever it might be. He also 
snid he was certain that Mrs. Ingals found 
the arrangement as satisfactory as he did. 

Mrs. Ingals has a family of three children, 
and it seems that she, like the virtuous wom- 
an described in the thirty-first chapter of 
Proverbs, looks well to the ways of her 
household as well as to such financial mat- 
ters as are usually considered the province 
of the husband, whatever the other demands 
of his life may be. 

Mrs. O. D. Grover, wife of the well-known 
artist, to put it figuratively, carries the 
purse. Mrs. Grover is a fine musician, and, 
although possessed of the artistic tempera- 
ment, is also unusually executive. She is 
proud of her husband's ability, and ambi- 
tious for him. Finding that finances were a 
great bore to him, and that attending to 
money matters was a deiriment to his work, 
she opened a set of books, and took entire 
charge of disbursements and receipts. She 
has for several years had sole charge of 
their finances, and the results have been 
most satisfactory, especially to Mr. Grover, 
who declares that he has been able to do 
inuch more and better work than he did be- 
fore, and has a great deal more to show for 
it. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Grover asserts; 
that while she enjoys her responsibility, 
she does not feel nearly as much pleasure 
in spending money for herself as she did 
when she asked Mr. Grover for it, and did 
not know just how their bank account stood. 

Although Mrs. Potter Palmer is not the 
financier of the family she conducts, as 
seems to her good, quite a large proportion 
of the Palmer estate, collecting rents, buy- 
ing and selling and investing according to 
her own judgment: and good judgment she 
has, as is abundantly proven by results 
She seldom makes poor investments, and 
is so wise and conservative in the conduct 
of the money matters intrusted to her that 
Mr. Palmer has unquestioning confidence 
in her in this respect. 

The wife of the famous surgeon, the late 
Dr. Parks, always managed the business 
affairs of the family. She personally kept 
her husband’s books and looked after every- 
thing pertaining to the income from his 
profession. She paid the bills and made the 
investments, and it was with absolute con- 
fidence that Dr. Parks referred everything 
pertaining to money maiters to his wife. 

The attention which women are giving, 
more and more, to what might be termed 
private finances, is not by any means con- 
fined to older women or to the daughters of 
those mothers who have had charge of the 
family funds. It is getting to be quite the 
fashion for young girls to have their own 
bank account. One of these, whose home is 
on Prairie avenue, who is barely 16, not only 
has her own bank account, but can compute 
compound interest equal to a professional 
accountant, and yet she is musical, gay, 
girlish, and wholly charming.

The Naval System.

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On Shore Duaty. 


For duty as infantry on shore each divis- 
ion is divided into two platoons, and each 
platoon is divided intotwo sections. A platoon 
in this connection is practically the same as 
a company in an infantry regiment. Each 
division is, therefore, the same as a bat- 
talion in infantry, and for shore duty is 
recognized as such. 

The battalion of naval militia can thus 
be used as a brigade of infantry on shore, 
and so will have its commissioned brigade 
staff, its non-commissioned brigade staff, 
its eolor guard, its pioneer and signal corps, 
its ammunition party, and its field hospital. 
When on shore it can be used either as in- 
fantry or artillery or both, so that it is more 
effective than a regiment of infantry or 
artillery. Every man in addition to being 
armed with a rifle has also a cutlass and 
revolver, which enable him to fight effec- 
tively at long or short range. As artillery 
the naval militia has its machine guns 
and its rapid fire guns. With such a bat- 
tery they could disperse an army of rioters 
and make it very interesting for any for- 
eign foe that had the temerity to attempt 
to come within range of its guns. 


Destiny of the Naval Militia. 


The naval militia has a distinct field in 
the defensive force of our country. Lieut. 
Niblack says that “it should follow those 
branches of naval training which will fit it 
to man the auxiliaries of the national de- 
fense in time of war, supplemental and in- 


‘cidental to the navy and seacoast defenses; 


to do service, for instance, in improvised 
batteries and torpedo boats, or with mine 
fields, transports, supply vessels, telegraph 
steamers, repair ships, scouts, commissary 
vessels, floating batteries, improvised cruis- 
ers, naval brigade operations, prize crews, 
hospital ships, etc., where seamen pure and 
simple are not required, but in which prop- 
erly trained landsmen are better than mer- 
chant sailors, and in which a large part of 
the effective force of the navy would other- 
wise be absorbed.”’ 

To be able to properly carry out these va- 
rious duties its best training is as land mili- 
tia at first, “but in addition to a knowledge 
of infantry tactics, field artillery, and camp 
life, the naval militia should be expert in 
naval brigade operations, army and navy 
signaling, handling boats under steam, oars, 
and sail; shore line and field reconnaissance 
work, coast piloting (especially local knowl- 
edge), submarine mine work, automobile 
and spar torpedoes, secondary and great 
gun artillery,’’ and such knowledge of sea- 
manship as it is possible to gain from the 
facilities afforded by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

All this means an immense amount of 
work, which will account for the uniformly 
high standard of the men comprising the 
naval militia of the country. So much has 
to be learned that it calls for a far higher 
grade of intelligence than is required by any 
other branch of the volunteer forces of the 
United States. 


Should Be Fostered. 


The government believes that the naval 
militia should be fostered by all-seaboard 
and lake States. We need more men capa- 
ble of being of service to the navy in case 
such a necessity arises. If it be considered 
that England has at present formidable 
naval stations at Esquimaul!lt ih British Co- 
lumbia, at Halifax, Bermuda, St. Lucia, 
and the Bahamas, with coaling stations at 
these places and within easy reach of them, 
that she could within twenty-four hours 
blockade every port on both our Eastern 
and Western.coasts, it will be seen what an 
exceptionally important arm of the service 
this is. How important it is for Chicago 
may be judged from the fact that the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy is coming out 
to inspect the local battalion within sixty 
days after being mustered into the service 
of the State. 


Letter from Secretary Herbert. 


The following letter has been received by 
one who has assisted in the work of re- 
organizing the Chicago batt@ion: 

Navy Department, Washington, Jan. 20, 
Mr. W. J. Blue, No. 358 Dearborn street, 
Chicago—Sir: in reply to your inquiry as 
to the probable field of usefulness ofthe 
naval militia along the great lakes ave 
the honor to inform you that, as the govern- 
ment is limited to the maintenance of only 
one vessel of war upon the lakes, it must 
rely largely upof the volunteer force in de- 
fense of the cities located in this region. 
It would seem that the naval militia could best 
fulfill this purpose by a knowledge of signal- 
ling, infantry, artillery, boat reconnoissance 
work, mines and automobile torpedoes. It 
is very necessary that these organizations 
should become familiar with the shore line 
and adjacent waters of the districts in which 
they are located, and that they should have 
a thorough knowledge of the handling of 
the types of vessels which are to be found 
in the great lake region. Therefore, the 
importance of the naval militia becoming 
acquainted thoroughly with the waters on 
which they may be called upon to operate 
‘would not seem to need any elaborate dem- 
onstration. The department feels that it 
can, at all times, rely upon the patriotism 
of the volunteer force along the great lakes 
in fitting out and manning a volunteer fleet 

of improvised gunboats and torpedo boats 
incase of need. The necessity for the indivi- 
dual members of the naval militia fitting 
themselves out in time of peace to man this 
auxiliary fleet would seem to be apparent.

It is pos- 
sible, the promoters say, to make the gas, 
store it in tanks just like the one on exhibi- 
tion, set up such tanks in the cellars of any 
residence, connect them with the gas pipe 
system of the houses, and furnish that love- 
ly illuminant the visitors see. The tenant 
of the house gets an article the like of which 
the local gas company couldn’t possibly fur- 
nish. He buys his gas as he buys flour, and 
such gas!—ten times as powerful an illu- 
minant as the best water gas. The Illinois 
Acetylene company and the Wisconsin 
Acetylene company are organizing compa- 
nies to run the business of furnishing the 
gas for the tanks in the smaller towns and 
cities. Some of the country visitors afore- 
said are there to look into the details of the 
good thing. Some of the Chicagoans may 
have the same purpose, but they are not 
looking to buy the rights for Chicago. 

The exclusive right to the gas in Cook 
County has been sold to the Chicago gas 
trust. About $300,000 was paid for the right. 
The small stockholders in the trust may 
know the amount some day if they ever get 
a report which contains the item, which is 
about as much of a probability as a snow- 
storm’ in August in this climate. The gas 
trust magnates who negotiated the purchase 
tell their intimates they closed the deal to 
keep the right out of the hands of John 
Lanehart’s mysterious Ogden Gas company. 
It might help that company, they said, to 
float its securities, and it was a cheap price 
at which to keep a dormant rival dormant. 


There Are Skeptics. 


There are other gas companies in town 
besides those in the trust—the Hyde Park 
Mutual Fuel Gas company, for instance, a 
concern owned and operated by a hard-head- 


ed but exceedingly energetic set of business- 


men, as the company’s progress indicates. 
The Hyde Park company heard of acetylene 
gas quite as early as the trust. It madea 
most thorough investigation of it. The 
inquiry extended over six months. Then the 
Hyde Park company concluded it didn’t care 
for acteylene gas rights in Chicago or any- 
where else.

It 
developed, so it is said, that the Electro 
Gas company had a contract to take calcic 
carbide at $40 a ton. 

The Engineering and Mining Journa! 
stepped in to ask the same quesfions a month 
ago. in a brief editorial on a mining swindle 
it stated that mining swindles were not the 
only worthless baits being offered the public. 
The article followed with a brief description 
of the actylene gas craze and closed with a 
warning to investors to letit alone. It fol- 
lowed that article with a series in which the 
most interesting features are letters from 
correspondents and particularly from one 
“Acetylene,” evidently a thorough engineer, 
whose statements are indorsed by the En- 
xineering and Mining Journal. One cor- 
respondent says he found he could buy calcic 
carbide in quantities for experimental pur- 
poses at not less than $1,000 a ton. “Acety- 
lene’ points out that calcic carbide was 
manufactured eight years ago by Dr 
Borchers, the German scientist, and that M. 
Moisson, the French savant, has made it for 
several years, so that Willson’s discovery 
was no new thing. At Neuhausen,.on the 
Rhine, is located one of the most complete 
electrical plants in the world with cheap 
water power. Calcic carbide has been pro- 
duced there for two years, but at a cost of 
three and a half cents per pound or §70 a 
short ton. That meant 70 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet for illuminating gas—at least 20 
cents more than the cost of ordinary gas 
when compared with the latter. The Pitts- 
burg Reduction company, says ‘“‘Acety- 
lene,”’ made exhaustive experiments and 
stopped when it found the cost of calcic car- 
bide amounted to $150 a ton or $150 a 1,000 
cubie feet of gas proportioned to ordinary 
gas.

No silhouette pictures made by 
hours of exposure in dark rooms and show- 
“Ing at the best but the bare outlines are good 
enough for these young camera experts, Dut 
sharp, clear-cut views made by sunlight 
through wood, leather, or flesh are the re- 
sults which they show in support of their as- 
sertions. 

These two young men, who confidently 
expect to set the photographic world on fire 
when their methods are fully known, are 
David Block, No. 52 Beethoven place, and 
William F. Hild of Lake Forest. Both of 
them are young business-men of this city 
and are enthusiastic amateur photographers 
and experimenters. With a dark room made 
out of Mr.’ Block’s bedroom and a laboratory 
which is used in other hours as a kitchen 
they have experimented for several years 
with all the modern photographic processes, 
making modifications and variations, finally 
running across the wonderful discovery 
which they now bring forward of taking 
pictures through substances previously con- 
sidered entirely opaque. 

Prof. Roentgen takes pictures through 
opaque objects by transmitting light. He 
places his Crooke’s tubes at the opposite end 
of the room from the camera, with the 
opaque object in between. Then his un- 
usually powerful and penetrating light is

the production of an unusual kind of actinic 
light. But in the case of the Chicago dis- 
covery sunlight, properly purified, decanted, 
and strained in a manner which the inven- 
tors refuse to reveal, is used for the wonder- 
ful results shown by the camera. As an 
auxiliary to this new and powerful radiant 
energy an extremely sensitive plate of un- 
usual composition is used. The camera with 
which the pictures were taken is a plain 
4x5 folding kodak of the ordinary type. 


New Sensitive Plate. 


The new plate, which is the discovery of | 


Messrs. Block and Hild, is of itself a. great 
advance in modern. photography, provided 
eee it will do. what its inventors claim to 
ave accomplished with it. The com posi- 
tion is withheld as a profound secret, but 
they say it is entirely different from the 
usual silver plate commonly employed. 
These plates are said to be as sensitive at 
night time as the ordinary plate in the day 


{ time. By clear moonlight they will record 


snap shots with perfect ease, and on a 
cloudy night exposures of one and two sec- 
onds give sharp clear views. 


PHOTOGRAPHS TAKEN BY THE BLOCK AND HILD PROCESS. 


A picture taken on a moonless night with 
one second’s exposure was exhibited in sup- 
port of the wonderful sensitiveness of the 
new plate. It was.evidently a night scene, 
with a.dark sky, and electric lights causing 
blurs in various parts-of the plate. The 
foreground was the big bridge in Lincoln 
Park. The railings, sidewalks, and snow- 
covered planking showed with daylight dis- 
tinctness. In the middle distance was the 
animal house, and further the trees and 
buildings along Clark street. Even as a 
night seene, taken with hours of exposure, 
the picture was a great success. 

With these sensitive plates and the spe- 
claNy prepared light. Messrs. Block and 
Hila have succeeded through a la- 
borious system of experimentation § in 
reducing the time of exposure through 
a wooden box to something like 
forty-five seconds. Prof. Roentgen must 
have used twice that number of min- 
utes for most of the work he exhibited, 
The aim of these young men 1s not to take 
remarkable pictures for exhibition, but_to 
verfect the system so that snap shots can be 
‘Sakon through wood, flesh, or leather. Then 


they ultimately hope to combine the new, 


process with the kinetoscope, so that @ 
human heart or @ pair of lungs could Be 
shown in full action. 

As a further astonishing development of 
the new idea which may become a po£sibil- 
ity, it is hoped by the inventors to make 
these light rays which affect their sensi- 
tive-plates visible to the eye.

vre she destroys it by a wave of the hand, 
an angular sweep of the arm, ora glance of 
the eye. There is a charming dryness in 
everything Mile. Guilbert, undertakes, and 
that is the point that would sustain her popu- 
larity longest, away from native element. 
Ioven when her tricks of eye and pose had 
grown familiar to the point of threadbare- 


ness. 

‘There is one thing that Mile. Guilbert 
demonstrates as charmingly as she does un- 
consciously—that to please woman is to 
coquet with the devil. 

She portrays the feminine side of things 
in a way she probably does not realize. The 
men in her songs get their heads cut off. 
The women live to tell the story. And the 
one is as bad as theother. That is all. 

lt is perfectly natural. Noone should find 
fault with her for telling the truth, though 
it is not necessarily a feminine virtue. She 
_puts things so attractively a man feels bar- 
barous when he forgets the charm of her 
‘gmile and sees that it properly belongs to 
the plight of his sex. | 

No woman was ever more thoroughly de- 
pendent upon feminine attractions than is 
Mule. Guilbert. And she is homely, except 
for her eyes. All the rest she has done for 
_ herself. Even those who fail to admire her 
must acknowledge that that “rest” is a 
great deal, and in a way peculiarly_her own. 
tier gaucheries she turns to advantage, and 
she succeeds with the very points of homeli- 
ness that the rest of her sex would ask the 
photographer kindly to tone out of the neg- 
ative. 3 

In dress she is indifferent, with an elabor- 
ateness t causes even a man to notice 
’ what she is wearing. 

And Mile. Guilbert is generous. That. 
too, is a feminine trait. It is the earliest 
virtue accredited woman. Eve gave Adam 
the apple and she has kept on giving him the 
apple ever since, The apple that Mile. Guil- 
bert doles out has, earnestly speaking. 
helped through that which it brings the suf- 
fering types she sings about. 


There is one song that Catulle Mendes al- 
Ways comes to hear her sing, ““The Moon- 
light.” It is a story of vanished happiness 
of which the mist caught in the bare 
branches of the trees seems a ghost. He 
claims the trick of descriptive gesture and 
the tone of her voice conjure up the picture 
for him. 

To his words Bruneau, who is writing a 
grand opera to Zola’s text, has made some 
music for Mile. Guilbert to sing. Massenet 
taught her to sing one of his own songs. 
“Faded Roses.’ Saint-Saétns claims that 
there is more of singing power in the wom- 
an’s voice than she understands and urgesa 
change of repertory. Which would, beyond 
doubt, mean her downfall from success. 
Mile. Guilbert knows her world too well 
to likely seek to changeit. The little com- 
edies and tragedies that she sings are not 
likely to find other successors than them- 
selves.

Off the stage Mile. Guilbert is unique. The 
autograph fiend appears to fill her with de- 
light. Two cards are sent up to her; on the 
one she writes “Yvette Guilbert, the naugh- 
ty singer,”’ on the other she puts “Yvette 
Guilbert, the good singer.””

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SALARIES OF THE CLERGY 


SOME CHICAGO MINISTERS THINK 
THEY ARE UNDERPAID. 


The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones Says 
There Are Probably Ten Preachers 
in the City Who Are Worth What 
They Get—Said to Be More Expen- 
sive to Wear the Cloth than to Pre- 
pare Briefs or Prescribe Medicines 


—Various Opinions. 

There are preachers in Chicago who, with 
the Rev. Thomas Dixon Jr. of New York, 
feel they are underpaid. Mr. Dixon saysa 
preacher cannot live on moonshine, and the 
salaries received are not in keeping with the 
efforts demanded. He believes he could 
have been worth $100,000 today had he staid 
out of the ministry. As it is, he is getting 
$5,000 a year, and has a mortgage on his 
home. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones holds a dif- 
ferent opinion. He says there are ten cler- 
gymen in Chicago who are worth more than 
they are getting. Many of the others are 
not worth a salary, and would not have one 
at all, he adds, if it were not for the church 
machinery which holds them in their places 
at the expense of their congregations. 

The financial end of a minister's life was 
discussed by half a score of Methodist 
clergymen yesterday in response to inquiries 
by a reporter for THE TRIBUNE. It was 
agreed the average salary of a preacher in 
this district was $800. Perquisites, such as 
marriage fees, baptismal and funeral offer- 
ings, and percentage allowances, would 
make this equal $1,000. 


Ministers’ Expenses. 

As an.offset there was an average expense 
of $335 chargeable directly to the privilege 
of being a minister; or, rather, it would 
cost a clergyman $325 more a year to live 
than it would an ordinary business-man 
whose income was $1,000. He rode on cars 
$25 worth more; he had to buy $50 worth of 
books; his dress cost $20 more, and his char- 
ities 10 per cent, or $8U more; his house rent 
$10 more; and his household $150 more, the 
equivalent of the boarding of an extra person 
fora year. After a life in the ministry there 
was little prospect of a clergyman becom- 
ing successful at anything else. Here are 
some opinions: 

Dr. F. A. Harding, Elder Rockford Dis- 
trict—Ministers are underpaid and there are 
few who would not have done better finan- 
cially in some other profession. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones—There are 
probably ten great ministers in Chicago, 
who, in other professions, would make more 
money for the same effort. The others re- 
ceive all they are worth, and many more than 
they are worth. The church machinery 


— 


keeps many worthless preachers in positions, | 


who, if it were not for the machine, would 
receive nothing at all. 
Making $1 Equal $2. 

The Rev. William Libberton—A minis- 
ter never gets paid for his work. There are 
few whe have not had chances to make more 
by going to other fields, but who do not go, 
from a sense of duty. It takes some 
financial ability to make $1 do in the 
place of $2 while trying to keep up with 
wealthier people. 

The Rev. Mr. Mandeville—Ministers’ sal- 
aries will average with those of the medical 
and legal profession. After a lifetime in the 
ministry there is little else left for a minis- 
ter to do. 

The Rev. Samuel Earngey, Elgin—Minis- 
ters are underpaid. I remember Dr. Samuel 
Davis. He was a lawyer with a $1,000 in- 
come. He became a minister and received 
a salary of $600. I know a minister who 
now gets $1,000, who, as a business-man, 
made $2,400. Then there was a doctor who 
was making $4,000 and who now preaches 
for $1.200. There are many such cases. 
Then. there are salaries that look big that 
arenot. Frequently parsonages are charged 
in at 50 to 60 per cent more than their fair 
rental value. Preachers have been known 
to pay themselves $200 a year so their salary 
total would appear large. This might be 
termed inflating the currency. Businass- 
men could do better on.the same salary. 
We are called upon incessantly for charity, 
have to wear better clothing, do much enter- 
taining, and such things that really take all 
the small income. 


In Other Pursuits. 

The Rev. George Bassett—A minister could 
have done better in other professions. The 
ministry disqualifies him for business. 

The Rev. Dr. Van Anda—If I were 30 years 
old I could make more in other walks of life, 
such as law, medicine, or realestate. Other 
men, With no more ability, haye succeeded. 
Clergymen should be paid enough for cur- 
rent expenses and have something left over 
for old age. At present they are not. 

The Rev. A. M. White, ex-Chaplain of the 
Joliet Penitentiary—They are underpaid. 
Ministers do more work for less money than 
any other profesisonal men, There is no 
harder work than that of a faithful min- 
ister. They would.receive better pay in 
other professions for the same work. 

The Rev. J. P. Brushingham—A minister 
gets support, not salary. If he were after 
dollars and cents he would go into some 
other profession. I don’t consider myself a 
hired man. Our work cannot be put on a 
commercial basis. It is something like the 
down-East Yankee who said his business 
was preaching, but he made his living by 
making shoes. 

The Rev. W. B. Riley—It is not debatable 
that the profession is underpaid. We could 
make more money in other lines. Take Dr. 
Henson, for instance. He gets $6,000. As 
an attorney he would be worth $50,000 a 
year. The Rev. Thomas Dixon you refer to 
could earn $50,000 as an attorney. I don’t 
suppose he gets over $5,000. The ministers 
who quit are generally benefited by the 
change. The pay is getting better every 
year, however, agd $10,000 salaries are not 
the exceptions, as they once were.

IN THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


Indications That Outsiders Are Now 
Investing. 

New York, Jan, 25.—The market opened quiet 
and uncertain, but with a fair undercurrent of 
strength. Later it became quite active, and good 
advances were scored all around. Today’s trad- 
ing developed the fact that professionals are not 
the oniy buyers, but that large interests are 
again taking a hand in the market. Bull pools 
are evidenced in certain directions, and there is 
more. or less public buying. Reading and Bur- 
lington advanced 1 per cent; St. Paul from 69% 
to 70%; Rock Island from 66% to 67. Sugar was 
strong. Western Union even advanced 14%. Man- 
hattan was without particular change.

'“ There are many points that go to under- 
mine the validity of the law.

There are numerous cases passed upon by 
the courts with réspect to laws dependent 
for their adoption upon the vote of the peo- 
ple, but, in probably every instance, such 
laws have been of public character, They 
have either affected the corporate existence 
of municipal or quasi-municipal corpora- 
tions or have dealt with the exercise of the 
police power or ather governmental powers 
of such corporations. There is no case that 
I am able to find wherein the law inter- 
reted affected private property rights. 
The authorities make the distinction and the 
_ position is amply sustained. There is no 
question that the Legislature may pass 
certain laws to go into effect only upon the 
yote of the people, but such laws as affect 
purely private rights cannot be submitted 
to a vote of the people. This would plainly 
be a delegation of legislative power. The 
Torrens law cannot be regarded as anything 
but a law affecting private property rights. 

“As to the constitutionality of the law, 
we insist that it confers judicial power upon 
the Registrar. This is conceded by the ad- 
yocates of the Torrens law everywhere but 
in this State, so far as Icanlearn. Its oper- 
ation constitutes the Registrar a court with 
wide judicial powers. 

Powers of the Registrar. 

“In this State, however, it is insisted that 
the functions of the Registrar are minis- 
terial, and that all he does in the first in- 
stance is to start the running of a five-year 
limitation. That this contention is a fallacy 
will be admitted, when the very purpose of 
the law is to settle the title, and by its ex- 

ress provisions the determination of the 
SR estatyar is made conclusive in many cases. 
For instance, in the thirty-third section of 
the Torrens act it is provided that in any 
action for ejectment or possession the cer- 
tifieate of the registered owner shall be held 

y any court as conclusive evidence of the 

ght to, possession without regard to the 
five y limitation. It operates, if the law 
is valid, to cut off all adverse rights. It is 

impossible that the act can operate by way 

of Wmitation on unoccupied or vacant land, 

whatever may be said as to its effect upon 

improved property. The Supreme Court in 
cases has held that it is not within the 

tive power to determine the rights of 

to real estate or to divest one citizen 

of his title by an act of the Legislature. The 

court held that in the ninth section of the 
conveyance act of 1845, which provided that 
whoever, under claim or color of title, paid 
taxes for seven successive years to vacant 
land should be adjudged the owner, accord- 
ing to the extent and purport of his paper 
title, but that the section could not be used 
for the purpose of asserting title as against 
. the owner, but only as a shield or protection 
to the person having paid the taxes. If this 
principle is maintained, and it is well es- 
tablished, the Torrens law, as to vacant and 
uneccupied land, must operate as a divesti- 
ture of title by virtue of the law itself, or by 
virtue of the judicial functions exercised by 
the Registrar. The principle is well settled 
that where a portion of a law is valid and 
another void because in conflict with the 
Constitution that if they are'so far sep- 
arable that the court can say the Legislature 
would have passed the valid portions with- 
out the void parts the former may be sus- 
tained.

Pointer on Fireproof Construction. 
D. F. Crilly, owner of the old Stock Ex- 

change Building, Monroe and Dearborn 

streets, is pleased to have had the fact dem- 
onstrated that it is as nearly a fireproof 
structure as anyin Chicago. The recent fire 
started by an explosion of chemicals on the 
second fioor. The fire Was a bad one, and 
under ordinary conditions would have. de- 
stroyed almest any building. But by reason 
of a fireproof method. which Mr. Crilly 
adopted in remodeling the edifice seven 
years ago the flames were easily prevented 
from spreading beyond the rooms in which 
they originated. The method referred to 
consists simply of so constructing interior 


arrangements as to leave no draft communi- 


cation either between the rooms or the floors. 
This is accomplished by discarding the use 
of furring on the brick walls and having the 
partitions separated so there is no communi- 
cation from one to the other. 

Builders and insurance men were surprised 
that the structure was not destroyed, and 
when Gen. Drew heard from Mr. Crilly the 
reason why, he at once became interested 
and suggested that every insurance -<tnder- 
writer should be invitefl to go around and 
look at it.

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PRENCH CATHOLIC, not a blind, | 
unread, devotee of narrow belief—a 
bigot, in short—but a man of religious 
temperament, educated with broad 
ideas, journeys to Rome, visits the prelates, 
holds interviews with the Cardinals, and 
is granted a private audience by the Pope. 
I can imagine his astonishment in the midst 
of the unforeseen environment into which he 
has dropped unawares. 

He arrives in Rome with the religious faith 
of his country, of his race, of the political 
and social] habits in which he has grown up. 
His is a religion, still militant, which is still 
in the toils of discussing and proving the 
existence of God. For him we are divided 
into two camps, believers on the one hand, 
atheists on the other; and the battle goes on 
with a virulence, a continual flame of pas- 


sion, with no signs of peace between the two 


camps, which are struggling for control of 
soil and people. Moreover, this religion is 
stained with blood, eyen in our national 
history; with us it represents a class and a 
party, so closely allied with the ideas of 
aristocracy and to the principle of absolute 
monarchy that it appears in danger of ex- 
tinction when a republic of equal rights to 
all sweeps away the last vestiges of the 
throne and its defenders. ) 

At Rome, within the walls of the Vatican, 
on the contrary, we find the clear blue sky 
under which religion has ceased her dispu- 
tations. Within the boundaries of this 
land, now conquered, the existence of God 
has not to be proven. There he is at home; 
he reigns like an ancient monarch, whose 
existence no one dreams of calling in ques- . 
tion. And this religion, now so long a 
peaceful Queen, enjoying, without contest, 
an undisputed soul-empire in the world, is 
mot the exclusive property of a caste, orofa 
dynasty, for it is the whole people; it is even 
more, it is humanity, the whole body of na- 
tions, their frontiers no longer forming a 
barrier between them, The idea of country 
may disappear, empires mdy fall, but Rome 
Then, let 
us imagine the astonishment of our French 
Catholic. He arrives boiling over with our 
religious quarrels, dispcnsing his warlike 
ardor in beautiful dogmatic discussions, 
and he sees the whole Vatican smile sweetly, 
full of courteous contempt for such useless 
zeal. God is the creator, the master of the 
world. But since he does not show himself, 
since he has delegated his power to the Pope, 
head of the Holy Church, then only remains 
the question of government to be arranged. 
God has been placed at the bottom of the 
sanctuary, he reigns without governing 
from his throne in the heavens, in the un- 
changeableness of his glory. Now his gov- 
ernment must be well and successfully ad- 
ministered: the church can have no° 
other function ethan this; the Popo 
is a dictator, named for life, charged 
with carrying on the business of Christianity, 
with the assistance of his senate, the Sacred 
College. Of course, the Holy Spirit is.there 
to stand watch, infallibility flows from it; 
it has only to do with leading men to salva- 
tion by the shortest way; but, in the main, 
in daily practice, the church is simply a far- 
reaching administration of ministers and 


. offices, managing the world, without time 


to lose in the idle discussion as to whether 

God is on high or  ~»not. He. is 

surely there since his representative governs 

‘n his name. Moreover, when our French 

fatholic brings his political passion into the 
field, expects to keep God for his party and 
force him to maintain the power of his 

choice, the Vatican contents itself with 
smiling still, discreetly. It is no advantage 
to France that she is the eldest daughter of 

the church, she is not the whole family. The 

Pope is charged with the care of the whole 
family, sisters with clashing interests, ready 

to tear each other to pieces, so that nothing 

could be more delicate than his position in 
the never ending international conflict. He 

must know no country, and the end of all his 

scheming must be the triumph of religion, 

even upon the ruins of expiring nations, as 

they disappear one by one. To ally the fate 

of rel n to aclass, toa dynasty, torun the 
risk of seeing it swamped with them on the 

May of their condemnation, would be an ab- 
surd blunder. No, no, let aristocracies and

For some months I have followed with 
great curiosity the ceaseless embarrassment 
in which the Catholics of France are entang- 
ling Leo XIII. in respect to the law for tax- 
ing church incomes. This example.is cer- 
tainly _— the most typical which could 
be cited. 


This is a law, in no way affecting church 
trine, being, so to speak, of purely local 
interest. But the Cathvlics have made a 
war-horse of it, and they propose to make it 
serve them as an instrument of war against 
the republic. Add that the religious + 
sions, always alive with us, are worked inte 
white heat whenever the Bishops conceive 
it to be their duty to take sides, and our 
Bishops are terrible marplots, of whom they 
have a holy terror at the Vatican court, So 
untimely is their zeal on occasions. Some 
advise their congregations to rebel, others 
let it be understood that submission would 
seem to them most wise: and the war is 
kindled, a war to the knife, which there is 
every reason to believe will be without end, 


_ in our country of eternal dispute. 


And the consequences are naturally seen 
at Rome. Letters rain down upon the 
Secretary of State. Each vwongregation asks 
for instructions; must it yield? Must it re- 
sist? The impetuous Bishops cennot con- 
tain themselves, and they proceed to Rome; 
they ~oree the ante-chamber of the Holy 
Father. But the latter is weary. The truth 
is he takes no interest in the question, in 
the midst of so many other vast problems, 
universal in their scope, of vital importance 
to Catholicism. What matters it, at bottom, 
that in this corner of the earth in France 


. the churches must submit themselves to the 


common law, when the larger question of 
gaining control of the rising democracies 
is at stake, of finding in the springtime of 
the masses, the springtime of Christianity; 
But tell this to the Bishops, to the faithful, 
who believe that God is dead, that free- 
masonry is triumphant, if the Pope does net 
tell the French Republic its business! 

Leo XIII. now has no other arm to wield 
than Rome’s eternal arm—silence; to keép 
still, write the least possible, and listen. But 
he is hounded down, his doors are forced, 
he is obliged to speak. There is not a, 
French visitor, ecclesiastic or simple layman, 
who does not seek his opinion on this income 
tax, the discussion of which has put the 
French clergy in an uproar.

P whole French Episcopate

from it. It is not my intention to give my 
opinion on the subject here, for it is too large 
to be dealt with in the space at my disposal. 
I wish to remark simply that the Pope must 
have approved of this congress (at Chicago), 
since Catholic Bishops attended it. The 
question comes ‘up again today, in aggra- 
vated form, for the reason that it is to take 
place, not in distant America but in France, 
in this Paris hotbed, whence revolutions 
rise and®spread, And what the opponents of 
the congress say is well grounded, that what 
the Pope has tolerated in far-off America he 
cannot permit here; and here again is a fine 
battle ground on which, amidst the angry 
blows exchanged, we will again see brought 
into play what has been called the opportun- 
ism of Leo XIII. 

The Abbé Charbonnel has let it be under- 
stood from the first that, though unable to 
enlist his Holiness actively, he had sounded 
the Vatican and received only encouraging 
responses. This. was certainly true; one 
needs but a slight acquaintance with the 
Pope to appreciate the attraction which an 
attempt of this kind could have for him. 
But his embarrassment will begin when the 
rises up, dis- 
turbed and irritated, to condemn the idea of 


-a congress, They are much more tolerant 


at Rome than in France, you may be sure. 
I mean that with the higher clergy religion 
is less narrow, more humane, and freed from 
endiess discussions. Our good Bishops, 
mixed up in our political contests, engaged 
in whole-volume and newspaper contro- 
versies with the atheists, are a of 
the beautiful, smiling tranquility of the 
prelates at Rome, with their optimistic diplo- 
macy, certain that, in spite of everything, 
God will triumph. 

Then if this affair of the congress is not 
buried we will see a new proof of the al- 
leged duplicity of Leo XIII. Cardinal Ram- 
polla will write letters—the empty phrases 
of which will elicit volumes of comment and 
discussion—approving the congress to some, 
ecndemning it to others. Bishops wil! go to 
Rome to see the Pope and will‘bring back 
the most divergent, contradictory responses. 
We will have conversations (reported), con- 
fidences, affirmations, and denials,. with 
shadings a# various as the newspapers which 
report them to us. And immediately the af- 
fair, like that of the income tax law, will 
be so inextricably confused, so obscured 
that it will become quite impossible to know 
the exact opinion of the Holy Father who 
will have said “white’’ to one and “black” 
to the other. Ah! how they are going to 
weary him. again, and this time in a ques- 
tion which stirs himtothe heart! I imagine 
that he must often dréam of this Congress 
of Religions; he whose great dream has been 
to unite belief, to-enfold in the Catholic 
bosom every Christian sect scattered 
throughout the world. Quite recently he

Church of England; he dreamt of an alliance 
with the Russian Church. 

The reformation itself does not seem to 
him final, and he cannot but look forward to 
the day, if he has successors of his genius, 
when Protestantism will make its peace with 
Rome, will return to the paternal! roof, like 
the prodigal son, whom the whole family re- 
ceives with open arms, He has, indeed, re- 
ceived the patriarchs of the great oriental 
schism at Rome, and, if he dared, he wouid 
also weleome to Rome the pastors of Ger- 
many, of England, and of America, the rab- 
bis of all the nations, the priests of the Hin- 
doo and Chinese idols, those, even, of the 
savage hordes who worship fetiches. Yes, 
it would be at Rome that he would cofivoke 
the Congress of Religions, and’ he would 
preside over it in person; with the faith to 
believe that Catholicism will one day absorb 
all other creeds, and that peace will reign 
among men when they worship one God!

Whence comes, then, this opportunism of 
Leo XIII., which makes people differ so in 
their opinions of him? This brings me tothe 
thought which led me to write these lines. 

When we study his already long career, we 
see him, at all times, desirous of friendly 
relations with the powers, making extreme 
concessions in order not to break with them. 
In France he accepts the republic, he dares 
break with venerable traditions, in allying 
himself with the people against the King. 
Iverywhere he shows himself favorable to 
_democracy; he listens to Cardinal Manning, 
who speaks in the name of a few English; he 
yields to the American Bishops, who make 
him cancel the excommunication hurled 
against the socialistic societies of the 
“Chevaliers of Labor.’’ It is especially in his 
relations with that American church, revo- 
lutionary and audacious as it is, that he 
evidences a singularly supple and prudent 
intelligence, giving almost entire liberty to 
the Bishops there; giving them liberty of 
speech and action, which he would undoubt- 
edly suppress in the Bishops of old Europe, 
as savoring of rebellion and tainted with 
heresy. 

One naturally asks to what lengths his 
tolerance would go, in course of time, had 
he long years of life before him. 

In my opinion it wou'd not stop short of 
the last concession which Rome could make 
without herself being threatened with dis- 
solution and death. In a nutshell, Leo XIII. 
is conscious of the threatening schism, the 
imminent breaking up, which, as sure as 
fate, must one day come. I do not know 
whether, in the pride of his faith, he has 
ever acknowledged this fear to himself; but 
whether acknowledged or not this fear of 
schism in him, brought as it is through the 
closed doors of the Vatican, by every breath 
from the modern world; this fear alone can 
explain his actions, his ardent desire of 
unity, his leaning toward democratic gov- 
ernments, his indulgence for Bisho who 
win the plaudits of the masses. O, to‘kroup 
all these Christian forces into one consoli- 
dated army, to make a stand in the decisive 
battle which he feels to be approaching; 
to have with him the people, the people 
who have overthrown kings, the people 
whom Jesus loved; to turn to his purposes 
the new aposties who will arise from the 
ranks of the humble while heralding the 
finished work of justice enthroned; yes, 
there are no other tactics for the old Cath- 
olic Church, apostolic and Roman, if it 
would live, 
nga d to bring the world under its domina- 

on. 

Schism! Schism! Everything proclaims it. 
It is inevitable, as it has already once ap- 
peared, at the time of the reformation. We 
feel. it starting from the earth in the new 
societies daily rn and it will grow vig- 
orously abe the ruins of decaying forms 
and doctrines. Nevertheless, I do not be- 
heve this to be the case in France, for our 
soil is no longer new. Our religious spirit 
is one of the most bigoted, most formal, 
most odiously narrow that Iknow. As hard 
a blow as the Pope's interdict may be to the 
Abbé Charbonnel, I doubt if he can rise to 
the stature of a Luther. But, beyond the 
sea, in America, there is a virgin soil, preg- 
nant.with triumphant heresy! And, indeed, 
som@#ine morning we may see a Mer. Ireland 
- raise the standard of revolt, declare himself 
the apostle of a new religion freed from 
_dogma, more humane, the religion which our 
democracies look forward to with hope.

Pugh’s Bill for Municipal 
Postage. 


MAKB USE OF WELL-KNOWN DESIGNS. 


Most Certain Way of Getting Significant 
and Unmistakable Conceptions. 


N all likelihood Congressman Pugh of 
Kentucky, when he prepared his bill 
providing that cities of 100,000 or more 
inhabitants may obtain postage stamps 

of special designs by making application for 
them had no definite conception of the realm 
of limitless possibility which he was throw- 
ing open, It is probable that he had jn mind 
stamps bearing pictures such as William 
Penn smoking the pipe of peace amid a horde 
of copper-skinned savages, or Father Knick- 
erbocker burning British stamps in pre- 
Revolutionary times. But there is a chance 
for better designs than these. Such designs 
lack the distinctive features which should 
mark a stamp devised for a municipality. 


them. Already Father Knickerbocker, as 
depicted in the funny papers, has given rise 
to the question: “Since whin did Tiddy Roose- 
veld shave his_mustache?”’ 

But there is another class of design which 
could never be mistaken. Every city which 


has pagsed the proud 100,000 mark has, prin- 
cIpally through the machinations of its ene- 
mies, come to have some well-worn cogno- 
men or adjective by which it is everywhere 
known, or some alleged characteristic be- 
longing to it alone. These are the ideas 
which should be worked into the new stamps 
Envy amounting almost to delirium has 
made Chieago the object of innumerable at- 
tempted jokes. It never worried Chicago to 
any appreciable extent. She never lost any 
sleep over it, and itis doubtful whether she 
did not laugh more than most places at the 
jokes—that is, of course,*the first few thou- 
sand times they were printed. She would 
undoubtedly be willing to have some of them 
—excluding only those which are deliberate 
prevarications—worked up into stamps. To 
be sure a postage stamp is not large enough 
to display many ideas, but there are not 
many ideas to be expressed. As a general 
thing one jdéke on Chicago is made to cover 
an amount of paper wholly out of proportion 
to its intrinsic merit. They are not what 
might be called weighty jokes. They are 
like the cream on boarding-house milk, with 
the exception that for the most part they 
have not even a thin blue foundation, though 
many of them are based upon water. Many 
of them, too, would be difficult to depict. 
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No artist, however great, has yet succeed- 
ed in representing wind without putting in 
some object which has utterly nothing to do 
with the subject—something in the line of 
disarranged petticoats, or bending pines, 
or driving clouds. Such accessories are out 
of the question in designing a stamp. 
Pictures of large feet would -but serve to 
keep in mind a gratuitous insult, first con- 
ceived in the vindictive imagination of 
envy, and founded on an aerial layer o 
nothingness. Pork would do were it not 
for the fact that pork is heard of only out- 
side the city limits. 

There is, however, one last resort to fall 
back upon. Julian Ralph, and other dwellers 
in the cultured Kast, begin sentences now 
and then with: “The municipal govern- 
ments of the mushroom cities of the 
West——.”’ Then they close one eye and look 
furtively over their shoulders at Chicago. 
Here may be found the needed symbol. The 
mushroom, it will be noticed, is a useful 
plant, It grows rapidly, but when it its 
grown it is good for something. No sane 
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man ever throws a mushroom away. He 
cuts down sunflowers and milkweed and 
other uninvited crops and piles them in a 
waste spot to die, but when he finds a mush- 
room he takes it home and buys a steak to 
go with it.

It was 
that ever-present counterfeit of a dismayed 
individual rising from a newly § painted 
bench, which some people claim was first 
introduced into the country by Americus 
Vespuclus.

The man who did this thing was not a 
callow youth.

at weddings and horse shows demand a vol- 
ume if only to explain how they exist to- 
gether, but the Tammany tiger, like the 
poor, is always at hand.. A not over obtru- 
sive motto, too, might be well placed. ‘‘Erin 
zo abroad” might do. 

Standing at an open window in a Philadel- 
phia office building a man from the shores 
of the great lakes watched with an uneasy 
smile the slow-stepping and scattered indi- 
viduals beneath him. Then his eyes wan- 
dered to the roofs, stretching away before 
him in uneven ranks. 

‘*The City of Homes,’’’ he said 
“It ought to be. Nobody ever moves.’ 

And then he sighed to think tbat his mind 
should run in such antique channels; and 
he tried to think new thoughts. The result 
was that he invented the printing press. It 
was not until he had gone .over a hundred 
miles from the city on his way home that he 
remembered that some one else had invented 
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the printing press some years before him. 
If that man should design a stamp for Phila- 
delphia it would bear the statement ‘‘Colum- 
bus has landed.’”” He would net mention 
that joke, draped in the mildewed garments 
of hoary antiquity, about water’s walking 
down-hill, but he would declare upon his 
oath that an inhabitant of the place once 
dropped his pocketbook and, discovering the 
loss some minutes later, returned to the spot 
to find it hanging in the air not six inches 
below the place where it had slipped from 
his pocket. So slowly does gravity act in 
those parts. The man willing to declare this 
upon oath was not Herodotus.

Surer yet is the 
massive brow of the scholarly infant so often 
depicted in the papers amid a shower of long 
words. “Ab ineunabilis,’”’ from the cradle, 
is Boston’s motto and her boast. 

every. city is in some way marked. 
With stamps designed on these lines Con- 
gressman Pugh’s plan can be turned to a 
practical account. Obliterated postmarks 
will no longer cause despair. A letter may 
be returned to its starting place without 
trouble, and editors will no longer crowd the 
asylums, brought low by correspondents who 
persist in leaving off the name of their town. 
No one would ever locate the Tammany 
Tiger in Peoria, in spite of the natural ad- 
vantages of the region. No one would ever 
imagine the Republican convention in San 
Francisco: even San Francisco people have 
stopped doing that. Viewed in any light, 
the idea of municipal stamps is a great one.

found surcease of worldly care, but it asks 
no stated amount. From every man accord- 
ing to his means is its motto, and it makes 
certain of full observance by asking for at 
least the value of two or three cigars. This, 
it will readily be seen, is as indefinite as 
though it had asked for the price of a horse, 
there being cigars and cigars, just as there 
are horses and sausage. The most expen- 
sive cigars on record were made for the 
Prince of Wales and were valued at the 
factory at $1.87; the cheapest cigars ever 
made may be found on South Clark street. 
What they are valued at a head by the 
factory péople is not known. The best way 
to find out would be to price the raw ma- 
terial at any of the vegetable gardens about 
the city. Between these two extremes the 
Chicago man has plenty of leeway. He can 
limit his gift to any amount he desires, but 
the size of his donation will show what 
kind of cigars he smokes. 

Moreover, it is not asked of any man that 
he deprive himself of those three cigars to 
make the gift. In this it differs from all 
calculations based on the cost of smok- 
ing. It does not figure out plausibly 
that if a man who smokes six ci- 
gars a day were to deprive himself*of them 
for thirty-seven years he would have quite 
a fortune in the bank. It has none of the 
obvious fallacies if the usual calculation, 
such as an absence of information as to 
what a man who had deprived himself of all 
enjoyment for thirty-seven years could do 
with a fortune. It simply states that if the 
smokers of Chicago, and incidentally some 
other users of tobacco, will go down into 
their clothes for the price of three cigars 
apiece that brave little piece of ground 
which labored for untold ages in order to be 
prepared when the white men from the East 
should come to claim its priceless gift, will 
be fittingly rewarded. Surely Chicago will 
be willing to aid in such an undertaking. 
It is not even asked that the smokers do 
without those three cigars. It is requested 
only that when a man buys a smoke he take 
from his pocket three times its price and 
forward it to Graham Daves at Newbern, 
N. C. 
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Soil Never Cultivated. 

For 300 years the soil on which the tobacco 
was first found had never been cultivated. 
It had done all that it should, all that could 
be asked of it, when it gave to civilized man 
the gift of tobacco. For hundreds of years, 
perhaps ever since the flood, it had grown 
crops of tobacco for the white man who never 
came. Every year saw the plants wither as 
they stood, every year saw hope deferred, 
but the ground kept steadfastly at its work. 
Crop after crop it raised for the benighted 
inhabitants of the Old World, who never 
came to claim them. At last one happy 
day, a day fraught with promise for all hu- 
manity, the white men disembarked. The 
ground sighed for joy and held out its glori- 
cus gift. The .white men took it, and the 
ground was contented, for its mission was 
accomplished. It never did another stroke 
of work. Who would ask more from it? 
For what it had already done it should be 
covered with solid gold and left for future 
generations to marvel at; but considering the 
present state of finances the chances are 
that it will not be. 

Roanoke Island, where this little plot of 
ground is located, is the site of the first set- 
tlement in the United States of the English- 
speaking race. Sir Walter Raleigh did the 
settling, as Mark Twain climbed the Alps, 
by proxy. He staid at home and shippeda 
cargo of unsuspecting individuals who were 
down on their luck to settle the place for 
him. These people came with exalted ex- 
pectations. They thought that they would 
find gold and diamonds and real estate 
mortgages lying about the streets ready for 
the first @omer to pick up. When they dis- 
covered no such things, not even a bread- 
fruit tree, and found that in the New World 
as in the Old they would have to labor’for a 
living, they were disappointed. But they 
found tobacco. 


How the Gift Was Bestowed. 


This is an example of the way in which 
Providence bestows its best gifts. It 
waits till man is ready and the way 
is prepared. If those unsophisticated 
foreigners had found the gold of 
which they were in search they 
would have devoted all their attention to it 
alone, and the world’s only knowledge of 
tobacco might now be found in some rare 
colonial diary, spelled with the swaggering 
disregard of English, then considered the 
correct thing even in the best families, and 
reading something like this: “On ye Rode 
to Ye Mynes we did pass much mylke-weede 
and plants of an other sorte known to Ye 
Sauvages as Tobako.”’ If they had come 
suddenly .upon the plant with minds free 
from all other thought they would have died 
of joy and tobacco would have remained to 
the Indians alone. As it was, they came 
upon the plant while still wholly occupied 
with the thought of gold, and cursing their 
luck with the full round curses of the time. 
In it they found relief, and they staid there 
to smoke it. But they sent some wholly as 
a curiosity to Sir Walter. 

Here again their not discovering gold 
proved a blessing in disguise. It was an ab- 
solute necessity in those days that a man 
have something to brag about. If he sent 
a colony to Amefica or a game cock to a. 
friendly encounter, and either of them re- 
turned on a shutter, he was greatly cast 
down. It was not enough that they died 
game; everybody did that: it was what most 
of them were born for. Sir Walter’s col- 
ony sent back only tobacco, so he made a 
great clamor over that. Though he did not 
appreciate it at the time it was in future 
time to be the chief reason why his name 
should live. 


Ancient Mariners and Tobacco. 

It must have been a great sight when 
Francis Drake and Dick Grenvil and. the 
rest ofethe old sea dogs got their first taste 
of the weed. Barrie holds that it was the 
greatest event in history, and he has de- 
scribed it fully as it must have taken place, 
One can almost see them, lusty, broad-shoul- 
dered fellows, sitting probably on the bowl- 
ing-green amid a smell of rum and strong 
waters and in a blue-gray atmosphere of 
profanity.

He 
hands round the pipes and fills them with to- 
bacco. They puff doubtfully and with a 
chastened delight.

No one knows whether they 
fell on the disciple’s neck and wept tears 
of joy or whether they retired behind neigh- 
boring trees to think over the rough weather 
on the Spanish Main. 

Roanoke Island was the scene of several 
other events. Virginia Dare, the first child 
of English parentage born in America, 
caught her first glimpse of day from within 
the walls of Fort Raleigh. The first bap- 
tisms celebrated in the United States took 
place there, and there also the whole colo- 
ny disappeared. At least they disappeared 
somewhere in the neighborhood, and no one 
could ever get track of them again. Prob- 
ably the colonists did not greatly care. They 
had tobacco to solace them. Besides they 
had done their work. They had given to- 
bacco to the world, and tobacco will live for- 
ever. Thousands, even millions, of happy 
men who after a hard day’s work and a 
satisfying meal retire behind the blue waves 
of smoke bless those colonists in thought. 
Such men ought to be not only willing but 
glad to aid in marking the place of their 
settlement and the spot where tobacco was 
first found with some enduring memorial.

After his sister Christina's 
death in December, 1894, Mr. Rossetti looked 
carefully through the materials which she 
had left behind her; found many things 
which he remembered and others of which 
he knew little or nothing; and perceived 
that the amount of her unpublished verse 
was considerably in excess of what he had 
agurmised. The result is now presented to 
the reader in a rather large volume, di- 
vided into four parts—one, general poems; 
two, devotional poems; three, Italian; and 
four, juvenilian. Numbers one and two 
explain themselves. As to number three Mr, 
Rossetti says: 

‘‘T am well aware these Italian writings 
will obtain few readers in this country, but 
Christina was partly an Italian, and it may 
be that her compatriots of the South will 
not be wholly unheedful of what she com- 
posed in their tongue. I consider that her 
Italian verses are, from a poetical point of 
view, every bit as good as her English 
verses, while the exquisite limpidity of the 
Italian language adds something to the flow 
of their music.”’ 

Among the juvenilian Mr. Rossetti classes 
all that his sister wrote before attaining 
the age of 17. They are interesting for just 
what they are—the first attempts of a poet 
to try her wings. Some of them are quite 
ambitious, others entirely simple. ‘Iney 
compare favorably with the finished work 
of some older poets, but they do not com- 
pare so well with the later poetry of their 
own writer. As soon as Miss Rossetti be- 
gan writing verse, which'was in 1842, her 
compositions were copied into little note- 
books; these, her brother tells, were seven- 
teen in number, going on to 1866. The date 
of each piece is accurately recorded. These 
seventeen note-books have given Mr. Ros- 
setti the material for this volume, or, 
as he puts it, are “the source of 
a considerable majority of the items in 
our present volume.’’ He has_ reprinted 
everything by his sister which has not been 
published in book form. Whether they were 
all worth printing or not he leaves to the 
reader, but he adds “I conceive some of the 
compositions herein contained to be up to 
the level of Christina Rossetti’s best work. 
and the great majority of them to be well up 
to her average.” To the question which 
might be asked why did she not publish 
these verses herself, hér brother replies that 
she probably thought that she had already 
published better verses with some of the 
same sentiments. ‘‘ Christian, I take leave 
to say,’’ writes Mr. Rossetti, ‘‘did certainlv 
discern herself to be a poetess in the right 
sense of the word; but her self-estimate was 
always a modest one, and she had not the 
least inclination to thrust herself, her emo- 
tions, or her verses upon the attention of 
any person.’ As to his sister’s habits of 
composing Mr. Rossetti says that they “‘were 
eminently of the spontaneous kind. I ques- 
tion her having ever once deliberated with 
herself whether or not she would write some- 
thing or other, and then after thinking out 
a subject having proceeded to treat it in 
regular spells of work. Instead of this 
something impelled her feelings or ‘came 
into her head’ and her hand obeyed the 
dictation. I suppose she scribbled the lines 
off rapidly enough and afterwards took 
whatever amount of pains she deemed re- 
quisite for keeping them right in form and 
expression—for she was quite conscious that 
a poem demands to be good in execution as 
well as genuine in impulse; but (strange as 
it may seem to say so of a sister who, up 
to the year 1876 was almost constantly in the 
same house with me) I cannot remember 
ever seeing her in the act of composition (1 
take no count here of the bouts-rimes son- 
nets of 1848). She consulted nobody, and so- 
licited no advice: though it is true with-re- 
gard to her published volumes—or at any rate 
the first two of them—my brother volun- 
teered to point out what seemed well adapted 
for insertion and he found her a very will- 
ing recipient of his monitions.,”’ 

Mr. Rossetti hints at a complete edition 
of his sister’s poetical works on the plan of 
the present volume, and I hope that he may 
succeed in carrying out his intentions, for 
certainly no Victorian poet is better en- 
titled to a complete and annotated edition 
of her works than Christina Rossetti. | 

I give herewith some selections from these 
new poems by permission of the publisher, 
for they are copyrighted in America,and the 
reader may judge of their value for himself:

He 
will chant you an incantation which Swin- 
burne. would not like to disavow, like ‘‘De- 
fiance’; or cut you a comic, like ‘The 
Meadow lLark,”’ of such delicacy as would 
not discredit Shelley; or in melodious blank 
verse unmistakably Tennysonian in grace 
narrate a pathetic incident, ike ‘‘The Burn- 
ing of the Ships’’; or make you a pastoral, 
like “‘An Indian Summer Day,” chaste as 
any of Theocritus’; or sing you a song; like 
“By Our Ain Fireside,’’ touching and sweet 
as some of Burns’; or muse in measured 
numbers, as in “‘Retrespection,’’ as Words- 
worth mused; or talk, as Browning talked, 
in close packed words, as in ‘“‘One Woman.”’ 
Or he will, in his own manner, seize upon an 
allegory and flash its form and spirit upon 
the mind in a few vivid words, vital with 
suggestive thought, as in the ill-named “A 
California Idyl,’’ which is so striking it must 
be quoted here:

This 
is often Mr. McGaffey’s method; he merely 
sketches and suggests and the result be- 
comes the first link in a long chain of asso- 
ciated ideas. As the musician sees in a 
theme a complete composition so the reader's 
mind, if it be reasonably susceptible, is fored 
to follow out to its conclusion the idea the 

t merely suggests.

FIGHTING AGAINST THE INEVITABLE. 


Agonies of His Struggles Enough to Waken 
Pity in the Hardest Heart. ’ 


9 YOU see that man there?” asked 
a well-known Chicago physician. 
“He is a reputable business-man, 
has a wife and several children to 
whom he is devotedly attached, and there 
is every reason in the world, except one, 
why he should be happy. | 

“Look at his face; mark the pallor; ob- 
serve the twitching of the mouth and the 
restless and haggard look about the eyes; 
see how his fingers jerk, and note the uneasy 
shrug of his shoulders. That man is in the 
firs. throe» vt a form of circular insanity, 
which is better known as inebriety. The 
craving for drink is upon him, hot as the 
charge of a thousand furies. He has a 
periodical, rhythmic drunk about every six 
months, and during the last four or five 
days his brain has beer a seething caldron; 
been a-quiver, and his 
thoughts have been madness. He knows to 
a demonstration that he cannot overcome 
the gnawing appetite, yet he fights it with 
desperation. Talk about your heroes of 
Thermopyle and Balaklava and the Wilder- 
ness—why that fellow sitting there, a pale, 
trembling, cowering wrctch, has more nerve 
in him than a hundred heroes of history 
combined: every nerve cell—every one of 
the countless millions—has a mouth which 
has been crying for drink for now these 
several days. He has resolved that he will 
not yield; has before him the memory of 
half a hundred such Titan struggles in which 
he fell, and still he resists. Ordinary men

require the stimulus of an occasional vic- . 


tory in order to summon courage for action. 
This man, with a past full of discourage- 
ment and defeats, yet has the nerve to re- 
sist the demon that is irresistible. 

‘‘A truce to the sentimental ignorance of 
humanity which has only reproaches and 
sneers for a man like him. I know him in- 
timately as his physician and friend, and 
I tell you that there is in him the stuff that 
martyrs are made of: yet within a week 
he will be overcome of drink, a vile wretch, 
as public estimate puts it. He will drink to 
satiety, to repletion, to bestiaHty. In his 
madness he will consort with low fellows; 
you may find him yourself in the slums, 
pessibly with the vicious even, but I swear 
to you that he is a man and a noble man 
for all that. No one knows better than he 
when the first stages of the craving seize 
him; a thousand needle prickings occur syn- 
chronously all over his body; now and then 
the perspiration suffuses him, and then he 
is dry; his skin is parcked. Heis not athirst 
as mer count desire for water, but he is 
overcome of that which is insatiate; all the 
water of Lake Michigan would not satisfy 
the burning desire.

His mind wanders; he can give no attention 
to business. 

Struggling Against the Inevitable. 

“All this time, and it has now been coming 
on for several days, he struggles against the 
inevitable. Knowing that -he will find ne- 
penthe in whisky he yet refuses to take it. 
He despises himself for what he esteems his 
cowardice.

habit? I answer, and I emphasize the an- 
ewer, that he cannot help it. It would be 
just as easy for him to take on wings and 
fly to far off Jupiter as it would be to resist 
the inexorable appetite that is gnawing at 
the very vitals of his heart. The world does 
not understand this thing; may be it is just 
as well; I don’t know about that. This I do 
know: a long experience among men of his 
class has made me devilish sympathetic. I 
guess I am a bit pessimistic, for I have a 
very poor conceit of the world’s good sense 
and its charity. 

“It is a very nice thing for an old rooster 
who has lived fifty or sixty years with a full 
stomach, who never had to wait five min- 
utes for a meal, who never experienced a 
real sensation of hunger, who has passed 
through life without a single jar or shock 
of any kind whatsoever, whose love even is 
unbroken by a single summer storm of pas- 
sion, who has never sinned because he did 
not know enough to commit a transcression 
—it is easy enough, I say, for an old codger 
like this to think that virtue is easy and that 
a fellow can get to heaven without half try- 
ing. Why should one care for this kind of 
creature, what he thinks, or says, or does? 
Men of‘ the goody-good kind are as thick as 
falling ‘eaves in the autumn and about as 
useful—for fertilizers, when they are dead. 
I tell you that it is men like my friend there 
who are wave-tossed and storm-beaten: they 
in whom cyclones of passion rage and yet 
who are strong enough to resist, even 
though they die—it is they who merit the 
compassion of tender hearts and who de- 
serve the crowns of victory. : 

“I am not defending drunkenness. As a 


| fact drunkenness is altogether different from 
inebriety. A young man may get drunk from 
any kind of cause and for no cause what- 
soever. He may get drunk because his 
friend is drunk, or he may overindulge 
from a decided nervous weakness, but his 
offense is a mere bagatelle; it may not be re- 
peated but once, shame and remorse being 
sufficient to keep him straight for the re- 
mainder of his days. Once in a while a mid- 
dle-aged man overloads his stomach and 
brain from mere sociability; that is vice. 
The man who deliberately gets drunk when 
he has no craving for liquor is vicious. © 
yes, I know what you will say—that my 
friend there had a time in his life when he 
did not have the craving. I grant that, and 
in that period of his life he deserved no 
sympathy. He had no need to drink and 
should not have drank; but that time is in 
the past of his life; that which was an un- 
forgivable act has become an uncontrollable 
disease. Within forty-eight hours my friend 
there is likely to be incontinently drunk. 
He will resist to the last moment; even after 
he has thrown his money upon the coun- 
ter and the glass is within an inch of his 
lips, he will resist. There will be an impre- 
cation upon his lips and a curse directed 
against himself, as he pours the vile fluid 
into his gullet; but once that first glass is 
swallowed all control is gone. He will cal] 
for drink after drink, until the frightened 
bartender will let him have no more: then 
he will go from place to place, guzzling and 
guzzling, forgetting his wife and the other 
dear ones at home, indifferent to his bus- 
iness, utterly reckless as to everything, save 
the filling of the voracious maws of the 
millions of cells that are fairly shrieking for 
more and more of the hell poison. 

“IT am not preaching. I have a living 
example before me and I feel I ought to in- 
vite attention to it in order that men may 
draw a little lesson of charity out of it. All 
of us are very prone to mistake a good diges- 
tion for fervent piety and we swear by the 
code of morals that we have built up for 
ourselves. It will not do us a bit of harm 
to get outside of the ego once in a while and 
study a subject like this—a man who is big 
despite his smallness—a man who is noble 
yet ignoble—a man who fights against every 
odd and keeps up the contest until he is 
completely vanquished and crushed. You 
may deplore the sin that led him to his 
craving and you may deprecate the infernal 
condition to which the disease will presently 
bring him; but it would be a matter of very 
much surprise to me in the next world if 
God Almighty bore down very hard on him.”

Remarkable Travels of a Letter to 
a Sailor from His Sweet- 
heart. 


BLACK WITH POSTAL HIEROGLYPHICS. 


It Finally Gets to Chicago, Where It IB 
Delivered Without Trouble. 


F any man doubts that the postal au- 
thorities do their best to deliver.Jetters 
under difficulties let him examine the 
accompanying photograph of the front 

and back of an envelope whichghas traveled 
four times across the Atlantic, took a trip 
down the Mediterranean, and made several 
long journeys in the United States before it 
overtook the one to whom it was addressed. 
This letter is believed to have broken all 
records for distance, traveled, number of 
times readdressed, and minimum amount of 
postage paid. It started out on a two-cent 
Stamp and ended its journey free from debts 
in the way of “postage due.”’ 

To make the story more interesting the 
letter was from a sailor to his sweetheart. 
It started out from New Bedford, Mass., 
bright and early on Decoration day, the post- 
mark being ‘6:30 a. m.”’ It was addressed 
to “Mr: Reo Bennett, Charlestown, Mass.” 
Mr. Bennett was a cadet on the United 
States warship Enterprise. The letter 
reached Charlestown May 31, as shown by 
the postmark. Bennett had gone, so the mis- 
sive was forwarded to Trafalgar Square, 
London, England, in care of B. F. Stevens, 
United States dispatch agent. The London 
postmark is dated June & From here it 
was forwarded down the Mediterranean to 
Tangier, Morocco. Tangier was reached 
June 17. It was addressed in care of the 
United States Consulate.. The Consul, in 
the absence of positive information, thought 
it would be a safe guess to send that letter 
back to Boston. The second trip across the 
Atlantic was made in goodtime. From here 
it was sent to the starting point, New Bed- 
ford, reaching that point some time in Sep- 
tember, the date not being on the envelope. 


Taking a fresh start it wassent back across | 


the Atlantic, this time to Malaga, Spain. 
From here it traveled back again to Charles- 


town navy-yard, thence to Boston, being ad- 


dressed to No. 42 West Newton street. 

By this time the face of the envelope was 
so thoroughly covered with addresses and 
stamps, to say nothing of postmarks, that 
there was no space left. The back was also 
covered with two or three layers of post- 
marks. At the last Boston address some one 
thought of trying Chicago, so the final ad- 
dress was written over a ‘lot of postmarks 
on the back, “1336 Monadnock Bldg., Chica- 
go.”” This is the office address of_Reo's 
father, who is the Western manager of the 
Street Railway Journal. Reo happened to 
be in the city on a visit to his parents, and 
the letter was at last delivered a week ago.

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e Sermon: God’s Responsibility to Man. 
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Shall not the judge of all the earth do right ?— 
Abraham. 

AN God create right? Can he make 
that which is wrong in the impartial 
judgment of reasonable men to be 
right? Some have thought that he 
can; that, if not, he is under neces- 

sity; therefore is not the sovereign of the 
universe. But it is evident that, with our 
nature, the wrong, though called right, would 
yet be wrong to us. James Mill said that 
there may be worlds where two and two make 
five. Notfor man, notforreason. Whatihe 
people in that world call five would be really 
our four. It is nonsense to think, or to try 


to think, otherwise. 

By no arbitrary decree can injustice and 
oppression be made lovely to our eyes. The 
simple reason is it is contrary to our nature. 
But we are in the image and likeness of 
God. Our reason is like his reason, as the 
flame of the match is like the fires of the 
sun. Conscience ts the echo of the voice of 


God. 
Can you seize your child in the cradle and 


drag the innocent babe by the heels out of 
doors, down the steps, and throw it into the 
gutter? You have the physical power, but 
you can no more do it than you can tHrust 
your hand into the fire and let it burn toa 
crisp. Now, the nature of God is truth and 
righteousness. It is impossible for him to 
lie or to reverse right or truth, He cannot 
deny himself. 

Then the judge of all the earth is respons!- 
ble to man to do right. Abraham stood 
pleading for Sodom, ‘‘Wilt thou slay the 
righteous with the wicked?” God con- 
sented to save the entire city if there were 
fifty, forty, or thirty, or twenty, or even 
ten, righteous men there, and he never 
stopped lessening the number till Abraham 
stopped asking. [Read Genesis, 18th.) He 
saved Lot; he tried to save his sons-in-law, 
but they would not hear. The Judge of all 
is responsible to man for just dealing. 

A young man was being examined for the 
position of steamboat engineer. ‘“‘Suppose, 
said the examiner, “‘that you had the doctor 
all fixed and you turned on steam, the en- 
gine worked, and yet no water was thrown 
into the boiler, what would you do?” “I 
would examine the valves and all the ma- 
chinery.” “But the supposition is that the 
machinery is all right.” “Then I would 
look over the side of the boat to see if the 
river had gone dry.” He was right. The 
machinery being correct, the water being 
there, it must come. The laws of nature 
are true; they never lie. Nature is God’s 
thought materialized. Reason and con- 
science are God’s thoughts incased and indi- 
vidualized in man. . God is responsible by his 
nature not to outrage their highest, purest 
instincts. We may safely say he cannot do 
so. He cannot deny himself. 

Again, God is responsible to man by the 
relations he bears to him. Confucius, the 
Chinese sage, summed up all duty in the 
five relations of life. These are parent and 
child; master and servant; husband and 
wife; elder and younger brother and friends. 
In every case he emphasized the duty of the 
inferior, or younger. The duties of parent, 
the obligation of a husband, the responsi- 
bility of the employer, are scantily treated. 

Calvinism, born im monarchical times, 
makes man a subject of an autocratic gov- 
ernment. That God is in any way responsi- 
ble to man is an idea foreign to the system. 
To a thorough American there is no more 
glory to God in the irresistible salvation of 
man than there is to the man who pullsa 
log to the shore. The log could not drown, 
the elect man cannot be lost. The error in 
this outgrown system is akin to that of 
the Chimese philosopher; it overlooked the 
fact that relations are mutual, that the 
larger responsibility lies on the superior. 

A blacksmith forged a huge chain. Neigh- 
bors who had time to spare and who could 
tell everybody else how to work dropped in 
and wondered that he took so much time 
and made every link so strong. Said he to 
the Captain who bought it: “I'l warrant 
that to stand any storm on the Atlantic.” 
The test came. The storm drove the ship, 
with 300 souls aboard, toward the sharp 
rocks. One chain, eaten by the salt water, 
was torn as easily as a ribbon. “Cast out 
the last anchor,” was the command. The 
trusty blacksmith was safe at home, but the 
lives of 300 men and women depended on the 
fidelity of his work. The anchor caught the 
rocky bottom, the ship pulled and groaned 
and surged toward the ravenous breakers: 
but all in vain; the morning awoke to heara 
psalm of thanksgiving for deliverance. Was 
not the blacksmith responsible for what he 
made? Was not Buddensiek responsible for 
lives lost when he built houses with a mere 
shell of brickin New York City? 

God is our maker. He is responsible that 
we are made ignorant; that we have no bur- 
den laid on us beyond our strength; no duty 
imposed which we cannot discharge. We 
may fairly ask that in our nature there shall 
be no insoluble contradictions, no aspira- 
tions which cannot, if pure and just, be grat- 
ified, no reasonable hope which cannot be 
realized. 

Being our maker and the giver of all we 
are and have, God is also our law-giver and 
Judge. As we have seen, by his nature, he 
can ask from man nothing but what is right. 
As a Judge, he must judge righteously.

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There are those who, by superior cunning, 
are able to prey on their fellow-men, who 
trample upon or evade the laws of men. 

For these judgment waits. The Judge will 

do right. Eternity will show that there is 
no gain in wrongdoing, no profit in stealing 
or gambling, though it be under forms of laz 
An honest man, a modern ASraham, ca- 
reasonably and righteously expect the Judge 
of all the earth to bring every secret thing 
to light and to righteous judgment. God 
is our father. But the children of God are 
‘divided into three classes. All men are the 
children of God by creation. God is the 
framer of our bodies, the father of our 
spirits. But a birthright may be forfeited, 
A wayward boy may wander from the pa- 
rental roof and counsels; he may sink into 
brutality and nastiness, until.the family 
disowns him. To them he is dead, All 
wrongdoing and selfishness is odious to our 
Father. A God of spotless purity, he abhors 
greedy lusts and drunkenness. Such a man 
is a prodigal. He is lost. Even to be un- 
filial, unthankful, neglectful of one’s obliga- 
tions to his God, divorces him from his Fath 
er’s blessing. The birthright is lost by, 
neglect. 

Another class of sons are those adopted. 
“Come out from among them and touch not 
the unclean, and I will receive you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord God Almighty.”’ [I. ‘Corinthians, 7.] 
Jesus gave power to those who received him 
to become the sons of God. 

In the third class only one person is found, 
the only begotten Son of God, who became 
flesh and dwelt among us, the son of Mary. 

God loves all his children. Even those 
who forfeit their birthright by folly and 
wickedness are dear to him, so dear that he 
sent his only begotten to lead them home, 
We know something of the responsibility 
of a father towards his children. He must 
previde for their needs: he must train them 
in virtue; he should teach them in all wis- 
dom. All of this we have received from 
God. Surely, he who gave us these pe te 
cannot be unmindful of his responsibility 
to his own. While God loves all, he blesses 
just in the ratio that they draw nigh to him. 
He blesses the Japanese more than he does 
the Chinese, the Americans more than he 
does the Japanese. 

In proportion to the knowledge of and 
fidelity to truth and righteousness possessed 
by a man or by a nation, in just that degree 
does the individual or people receive good 
from the hand of God. It may not alw1:s 
appear as material good; if gone or in hope- 
less poverty. 

A father is to provide for and to train his 
children into manhood. God, our Father, 
has provided for our bodies abundantly. We 
have not only necessary things, but com- 
forts and luxuries. Notwithstanding hard 
times, the reader probably knows no man, 
sober, industrious, and prudent, who has 
not saved something for a home and old 
age. Chauncey M. Depew said: ““‘Twenty- 
five years ago 1 knew every man, woman, 
and child in Peekskill. Every one who was 

at all sober and saving has his home and 
something laid up for:a rainy day. The 
others are gone or are in hopeless poverty.” 

God trains us, educates, and disciplines us 
toward the highest manhood, whenever we 
put our handinto his. That we may have no 
excuse, he has sent the Elder Brother to 
show us how to walk in this battling world 
and to lead us back home. 

To some men God is an employer. They 
work in his vineyard. The payment fs not 
directly a penny, but indirectly. Th¢ 
wealthy nations are those who worship the 
true God. But in that which is more precious 
than gold, there is no paymaster like our 
God. The depths of love, the heights of 
grace, the streams of peace which flow into 
the heart, and which bless and ennoble the 
lives of those who are in partnership with 
God, are of far more value than all the riches 
of earth. “He who comes to God must be-. 
lieve that he is a rewarder of those who dili- 
we aS magy him.”’ (Heb., ii. 6.)

respondence.]—The bicycle has been 

put to many strange uses during the 
last few years. It will make its advent as a 
campaign weapon in the spring elections in 
Wisconsin, and it is expected it will greatly 
improve the running power of the candi- 
dates on the county, city, and town tickets. 
There have been campaign clubs mounted 
on Wheels in other campaigns, and the use 
of the bicycle as a means of locomotion for 
@ political club has never been Known to 
materially increase or diminish the chances 
of success of the party to which the-club be- 
longed. But in the coming elections it is 
proposed to make the bicycle felt in every 
town and hamlet in the State. 

The Wisconsin division of the League of 
American Wheelmen has gone into politics, 
and it means to win. It has not organized 
an independent political party, but taking 
its cue from the most advanced advocates 
of municipal reform, it proposes to work 
within the ranks of the already existing par- 
ties and to vote only for such candidates as

roads in the cities and counties of the State.

Many of the clubs have already taken ac- 
tion along this line, and the aspiring.poli- 
ticilans and embryo statesmen who are anx- 
ious to serve the public have commenced to 
court the good will of the wheelmen, as they 
feel they are to exert a large if not a con- 
trolling influence in many localities. The 
wheelmen began their campaign some 
months ago when the Good Roads Associa- 


‘tion, which is an outgrowth of the develop- 


ment of bicycling, began to distribute litera- 
ture in the interests of road improvements 
This campaign of education has already 
commenced to bear fruit, and there is a de- 
cided feeling in favor of better roads, cs- 
pecially in the southern part of the State. 

The County Boards of Racine and Kenosha 
Counties have considered favorably the mat- 
ter of extending the Sheridan drive through 
those counties and the country papers are 
teeming with articles advocating the gen- 
eral improvements of all county roads. The 
generally favorably manner in which the 
proposition to improve the roads has been 
received has encouraged the bicyclists who 
originated the movement and they are de- 
termined to push the question in the spring 
elections. 

A careful-estimate of the bicyclists in the 
State places the number at 25,000, and by the 
aid of the various organizations which they 
have they can easily be organized into a 
strong political power. In Milwaukee alone 
there are 10,000 wheelmen, and every one of 
them has been turned into an active politi- 
cian for good roads and against the placing 
of unjust and unnecessary restrictions on 
the bicycie. 

Ald. Starkweather of this city is the first 
tc feel the effects of the new political power. 
The Badger Wheelmen, a strong organiza- 
tion in the Sixteenth Ward, Mr. Stark- 
weather's home, have adopted resolutions 
denouncing his action in the Council and de- 
ciding to oppose him in the caucus and in 
the election. The Associated Cycling clubs 
of the city will take similar action and the 
forces of the wheelmen will be concentrated 
to bring about his defeat. The same course 
will be taken in every city and county inthe 
State where there are enemies of the wheel 
and of wheelmen in public office, and care 
wiil be taken that none but men friendly ‘o 
their interests are elected.

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STORY OF OFFER OF FELLOWSHIP. 


Remarkable Woman Pastor and Her 
Umique Religious Organization. 
The story of how the question of the fel- 
lowship of Col. Ingersoll in the “ Peope’s 
Church ” of Kalamazoo comes to be raised 
fs interesting, and, while familiar to the 
readers of THE TRIBUNE, is worth retelling 

More in detail. 

In the first place, the Christian Endeavor- 
ers, who are several hundred thousand 
Strong in the United States, made up their 
minds that by prayer they could convert the 
great infidel. They therefore united in 


prayer to that end. This fact was published, 


and provoked much comment and discus- 


sion, and naturally caused ** Pope Boh’s” 
utterances to be more closely watched than 
ever for “an outward and visible sign of an 
inward and spiritual grace.”’ 

Jan. 10 it seemed as if the prayers of the 
Christian Endeavorers had been answered. 
Col. Ingersoll was delivering a lecture in 
Kalamazoo, Mich. As his subject was “ Lin- 
coln,”’ and asthe name was déar to the public, 
the lecturer’s audience was large and made 
up of the best people in Kalamazoo.

In response to an inquiry from the editor 
of the New York Journal, Col. Ingersoll 
made the statement printed herewith over 
his signature. It will be noticed that he 
evades the question with a lawyer's skill, 
while saying a good word for the pastor and 
her church. 

Now comes the pastor, the Rev. Caroline 
J. Bartlett, and, at the request, of the editor 
of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, makes a signed 
Statement of the reasons why she would fel- 
lowship Col. Ingersoll. It will be noticed, 
also, that there is no evasion in her state- 
ment, while she is, in turn, kind in her al- 
lusions to the great infidel.

Ingersoll is a brilliant man and an interest- 
ing figure in the public eye. It appears, 
also, that the Rev. Caroline J. Bartlett and 
her church are decidely interesting, and that 
Col. Ingersoll knew what he was saying 
when he characterized her as a ‘‘remark- 
able person.”’ 

It seems that Miss Bartlett’s first train- 
ing for her mission in life was on a daily 
newspaper, having filled responsible posi- 
tions in Minneapolis and Oshkosh. Then she 
became the pastor of the Unitarian Church 
ot Kalamazoo. This denomination was 
twenty-eight years.old in Kalamazoo, and 
was at a standstill, if not worse. She in- 
duced the organization to take up daily work 
on educational and humanitarian lines, and 
it immediately prospered. Then she began 
to talk of a new church edifice. Silas Hub- 
bard gave $20,000, which he said he had 
saved in twenty years by abstaining from 
tcbacco and liquor and investing the nickels 
saved. The new church was begun. Then 
Miss Bartlett proposed that it become as ab- 
solutely unsectarian in name as she had 
tried to makeitinfact. The name “People’s 
Church” was chosen. 

This is the bond to which those who join 
the church are required to subscribe: 

‘*Earnestly desiring to develop in ourselves 
and in the world honest, reverent thought, 
faithfulness to our highest conceptions of 
the right living, and love, and service to our 
fellow-men, we join ourselves together, hop- 
ing to help one another in all good things, 
and to advance the cause of the pure and 
practical religion in the community. We 
base our union upon no creedal test, but 
upon the purpose herein expressed, and wel- 
come all who wish to join us to help estab- 
lish truth, righteousness, and love in the 
world.”’

Open Every Day in the Year. 


The church, with its turnishings, cost $50,- 
000. It seats 700. There is no debt. All 
seats are free and no collection is taken. 
Voluntary contributions sustain its work. 
The building Is open every day in the year 
There is a gym- 
nasium for women and children with a paid 
instructor, a kindergarten with a corps of 
instructors and seventy-two pupils from the 
factory districts, and on Sunday mornings 
a créche is maintained while the mothers 
worship. Of course, there are the usual par- 
lors and a kitchen. The Frederick Douglass 
club, which meets each week, is the result of 
an invitation to the young colored people of 
the city to use the parlors. In all, there are 
twenty-seven meetings each week in the 
church, and a school of domestic economy 
for the young and a singing school for work- 
ing girls are among the features planned. 

Only one preaching service is held each 
week, and that is on Sunday morning. Miss 
Bartlett's sermons are models of diplomacy, 
as is necessary with such a congregation. 
Her sermons are usually not on theological 
subjects, though she is fearless in her utter- 
ances. “‘Comparative Religion” is one of 
the studies of the Sunday-school and the 
creeds of the various sects and denomina- 
tions are systematically studied on the 


| ground that there is good in every religious 


belief. 

It is not necessary to give up membership 
in another church in order to join the “‘Peo- 
ple’s Church,” in fact, a number of its mem- 
bers still retain membership in other relig- 
lous organizations. The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones of Chicago frequently occupies the 
pulpit, and so does Rabbi Emil Hirsch. The 
Rev. Allan W. Gould of Chicago preached 
there last Sunday. 

Perhaps the thing that best shows the 
democratic equality that is taught within its 
walls is the fact that when the new church 
was dedicated, Dec. 19, 1894, the occasion 
was in the nature of a house-warming, in 
which every one who had taken part in the 
work, from hodcarrier up, took part in the 
exercises.

FROZEN FAST TO THE IRON RAIL 


Wildeat Found Strangely Entrapped 
in Montana Mountains. 

What is by long odds the best hunting 
story of the season comes from St. Regis, 
and the section foreman, Nels Thompson, 
who looks after the Snake track at that 
place, is the hero. It is probably the first 
case of its kind on record and establishes an 
interesting precedent in the killing of wild- 
cats.
